6. It is observable, from the two series last referred to, that 
pauperism and expenditure in relief declined in a very rapid manner 
from the year 1850-51, down to the year 1858-59, and that in the 
two succeeding years there was an increase in the average daily 
pauperism from 41,676 to 48,672, and in the annual relief expen- 
diture from £413,712 to £516,769, or 16’8 per cent, in the numbers 
relieved, and 24-9 per cent, in the expenditure. 

7. That there will be a further very considerable increase of 
expenditure to record at the close of the present year, 1861-62, is cer- 
tain from the returns of pauperism received up to the present date. 

Those returns exhibit the numbers relieved, both in and out of 
the Workhouse, during the twenty-five weeks which have elapsed 
since the 29th September last, and we now submit them in com- 
parison with the corresponding series of weeks in each of the three 
years immediately previous.

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Increase of "Pauperism and Expenditure. 

8. The foregoing statistics suggest the following remarks. In 
the year ended 29th September, 1859, a less degree of pauperism 
and a smaller relief expenditure were presented than in any year 
since the completion of all the W orkhouses and the full introduction 
of the Poor Law. The average daily number relieved in the 
Workhouse in that year was 40,380 persons, and out of the Work- 
house, 1,296; and the total relief expenditure £413,712. The 
average weekly cost of maintenance, exclusive of clothing, in the 
Workhouses was Is. 11 jd., which taken in comparison with 2s. 2d. 
in 1860, 2s. 4 \d. in 1861, and 2s. 3f d. the present weekly cost in 
1862, shows the price of the provisions consumed by the poorer 
classes in Ireland to have been relatively low in 1859. 

9. The year ended 29th September, 1860, was one of consider- 
ably increased expenditure through an increase chiefly of the cost 
of provisions, and, therefore, of the cost of maintenance ; the 
average daily number of in-door paupers (41,271), not materially 
exceeding that of 1858-59, viz., 40,380, although the relief 
expenditure rose from £413,712 to £454,531 ; and the average 
daily number on out-door relief having increased only from 1,296 
to 2,001. 

10. The commencement of 1860 was marked by a great dearth 
of fodder and loss of cattle in many districts of the Wegt and South 
of Ireland, and may be looked at as the beginning of that state of 
pecuniary difficulty in which the small farmers of those districts 
became involved, and which has been aggravated by the unfavour- 
able character of the two succeeding harvests. 

11. The year ended 29th September, 1861, showed a further 
considerable” increase both of pauperism and expenditure. In the 
autumn of 1860 there was a great blight of the potato, and the 
price of the necessaries of life became higher in 1860-61 than in 
any year since the famine period. The cost of maintenance in the 
Workhouse, exclusive of' clothing, rose in the course of this year 
from 2s. 2\d. to 2s.. 5 d. per head per week. The average daily 
number of Workhouse inmates increased to 45,136 ; and the relief 
expenditure to £516,769, an increase of £62,238 in comparison 
with that of the preceding year. 

12. Of the year which will end 29th September, 1862, nearly six 
months have now past, including 'what is known by long experience 
to be the worst part of the year. Tins period of twenty-five weeks 
has been marked, on the one hand, by a much greater failure of the 
potato crop than the corresponding part of 1860-61, and by a great 
scarcity and dearth of fuel. On the other hand, the price of food 
has been lower throughout than last year, the cost of Workhouse 
maintenance, a sure and universal index, having fallen from 2s. 5d. 
to 2s. 3f.l. 

13. It Is sometimes urged that the degree of distress existing in 
Ireland is not to be ascertained from the returns of pauperism, as 
in a large proportion of the Unions out-door relief is not afforded, 
and in the remainder the number so relieved is relatively very 
small. Under these circumstances it would certainly not be right 
to judge of the degree of distress generally existing in Ireland from 
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8 Degree of Distress indicated by Number in Workhouses. 

the total number in receipt of out-door relief. The relative degree 
of distress, however, prevailing in Ireland at any time, we believe 
to be accurately indicated by the number receiving relief in the 
Workhouses. 

Relief in the Workhouse is freely granted because it is known by 
experience to be asked for by those only who are in need of it ; 
and when the necessity for it has ceased the recipients voluntarily 
discharge themselves and cease to receive relief. The consequence 
is, that a constant change of persons takes place throughout the 
year in the Workhouses, and a great difference in the number at 
different seasons of each year. If reference be made to the series 
of weekly summaries given at the commencement of each Annual 
Report, it will be seen that for ten years past, the season of greatest 
pauperism has always been the season of least employment, and of 
the most general prevalence of sickness — namely, the months of 
January and February. From the time of the commencement of 
more genial weather, and the resumption of agricultural employ- 
ment, the Workhouse lists begin to decline, and continue to do so 
until after the harvest operations have concluded. A gradual 
increase of the numbers then begins and continues until the time 
of the maximum number in the ensuing year. 

14. The time of the maximum number varies very little in 
different years; the variation, when it does occur, appearing to be 
influenced by the state of the weather. For example, in 1851-52 
the maximum occurred oil the 21st February; in 1852-53, on the 
19th Febur ary; in 1853-54, on the 11th February ; in 1854-55, 
on the 24th February; in 1855-56, on the 16th February; in 
1856-57, on the 7th February; in 1857-58, on the 13th March; 
in 1858-59 on the 12th February; in 1859-60, on the 3rd March; 
and in 1860-61 on the 23rd March. In the present year it would 
appear to have occurred on the 8th March. 

During the same period of ten years the rise and fall of the 
numbers on the out-door relief lists has followed for the most part 
the same law ; but not with so much exactness, because the number 
receiving out-relief in Ireland is dependent more on the views of 
Boards of Guardians as to the safety and expediency of affording it, 
than on the number of the applicants, or the pressure of distress. 

15. We are now witnessing a change occurring in a series of 
years, in consequence of a reverse which has taken place in the 
circumstances of a part of the population ; and just as the state of 
the relief lists indicates the relative degree of pressure of distress 
at different seasons of the year, so it also indicates the difference 
in that respect between one year and another. It is true, that for 
the most part, and excepting cases of sickness, it is only destitution 
that is relieved, and that at all times there is much distress, in a class 
above pauperism, which is unrelieved by the Poor Law. It may be 
assumed, however, that such unrelieved distress is in a constant 
ratio to the amount of destitution exhibited on the relief lists ; 
inasmuch as the causes which create destitution in the one class are 
usually identical with the causes which create distress in the other. 

16. The progress, therefore, not only of destitution but of distress 
in the last three years, may be gathered from the Workhouse relief 
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Period of Greatest Distress already past. 9 

lists, which, at the present date, exhibit an increase since the spring 
of 1859 of about 36 per cent. 

This increase, although a very serious one, does not appear to 
justify the alarm expressed in some quarters, that a famine analo- 
gous to that of 1846-47 is impending; ancl that the time of its 
greatest development will be in summer, the distress increasing 
in the meantime until it is arrested by the season of the potato 
harvest and corn harvest. So far from such being likely to be the 
case, it is our present belief, founded on the experience of past 
years, on the known abundance and comparative cheapness of 
food at this time, and on the good sanitary state of the population 
at large, that the time of greatest distress in this year is already 
past, and that a progressive improvement has already begun and 
will steadily go on until the time of the year (September) when 
the decrease of pauperism usually ends, and an increase again 
commences. 

17. It is possible, however, that some disturbance of the ordinary 
law of increase and decrease may occur from the fact, that in some 
parts of Ireland the causes of distress have been cumulative for 
two or three years, tending to an exhaustion of resources, and 
that in other districts trade is suffering much from the continuance 
of the civil war in America ; which latter circumstance not only 
presses on some of the town populations in Ireland, but causes 
many Irish, who are thrown out of employment in Great Britain, to 
return and swell the numbers of the destitute in their native 
country. From the following table, which exhibits in counties the 
number of the inmates of Workhouses at a recent date in compari- 
son with the number at the same time last year, it will be seen that 
after Connaught the province of Ulster has suffered next in degree, 
and that the County of Armagh, the seat of an extensive linen 
manufacture by hand-loom, shows the largest per centage of in- 
creased pauperism in Ireland, amounting to no less than 45 per cent.

18. Up to the present time the compulsory removal of Irish-born 
subjects from England to Ireland has not been so frequent as 
might have been expected from the collapse of trade in the Eng- 
lish cotton districts. 

The recent change in the law of removal from England to Ire- 
land may have had some influence in checking the practice of 
deportation. The state of that law, however, and the way in 
which it is administered in England, remain in our opinion unsat- 
isfactory,- and have been made the subject of several reports from 
us to your Excellency, from time to time, copies of which we place 
in the Appendix to this Report.* The total number of removal 
orders known to have been executed since the. passing, in August 
last, of the Act 24 & 25 Viet. c. 76, is 140, comprising 278 
persons. 

19. In the autumn of 1860, when the potato blight was pro- 
ducing some alarm, we thought it desirable to prepare for a possible 
augmentation of the numbers in the Workhouses by revising what 
are called the Limitation Orders, issued during the famine period 
to the several Unions in Ireland, limiting the number of persons to 
be accommodated in each Workhouse at one and the same time. 
Since the issue of many of those orders, changes in the extent and 
arrangement of the available buildings had occurred ; and we were 
anxious, moreover, to take the utmost precaution practicable against 
the possibility of overcrowding, hereafter, any part of a Workhouse. 

We, therefore, set on foot a new measurement and new appro- 
priation of the space in the Workhouses and placed the authorized 
total number to be received into each Workhouse under new sealed

orders. We, at the same time, caused the Guardians to have the, 
number authorized for each dormitory affixed, in legible characters,' 
on the entrance door of each. These operations have since been 
completed throughout Ireland, and have resulted in a reduction of 
the supposed available accommodation in Workhouses from 186,917 
to 146,927. 

20. Although, at the present time, the aggregate available ac- 
commodation in Workhouses is, as before stated, 146,927, and the 
number of inmates 60,447, leaving space on the whole for 86,480, 
some of the Workhouses in the larger Unions, especially South 
Dublin, Cork, and Limerick, have been pressed upon by applicants 
for relief so as nearly to fill all the vacant space. 

We have not, however, up to the present time issued any order 
under the 2nd section of 10th Viet., cap. 31, authorizing out-door 
relief, in food, to able-bodied persons, nor do we now expect to be 
called upon to do so ; a diminution of the number of inmates being 
generally in progress. 

21. We have carefully attended, according to our usual practice 
at all times, to every alleged case of death from want of the neces- 
saries of life, whether such cases were reported only in the public 
journals or communicated to us through the Constabulary , as is always 
the case when an inquest is held and a verdict given implying want 
or exposure as among the causes of death. In every such case we 
have directed an inquiry to be made on oath, usually by a Medical 
Inspector. The number of such inquiries since the beginning of 
November last has been twenty, and we insert the Report which 
we have received in each case in the Appendix.- It will be seen 
that most of the cases referred to are those of itinerant mendicants, 
or persons on tramp or having no fixed place of abode, and that 
the casualties have, with little exception, been such as might occur 
in any ordinary season, in not more than two or three instances 
appearing to be connected with want of food. There are amongst 
these cases a few lamentable instances of unwillingness, in the last 
extremity of distress, to enter the Workhouse. In regard to such 
cases a deep responsibility rests with those who endeavour to 
induce the poorer classes to believe that they would suffer degra- 
dation by accepting Workhouse relief even in the direst necessity. 

22. The general sanitary state of the population, as reported to 
us from time to time, both by Poor Law and Medical Inspectors, 
has been as satisfactory as in recent years, and remarkably free 
from epidemic disease of any serious character and extent. 

23. The following Table exhibits, in the usual form, a classifica- 
tion of the causes of death in the Workhouses from the 16th March 
last to the date of the latest return made previously to the date of 
this Report.

5!6. The Committee of Members of the House of Commons which 
inquired into the operation of the Irish Poor Law Acts in the last 
Session of Parliament, reported to the House eighteen resolutions ; 
and a measure is now before Parliament to carry into effect certain 
amendments of the law approved in those resolutions. 

Two of the resolutions, however, related to two particular points 
in the administration of the law under the existing Acts and were 
in the following terms : — 

“ That a separate place for religious worship, to which the in- 
mates should, subject to the regulations as to classification and 
discipline, have access during the day, ought to be provided in every 
W orkhouse.” 

“ That the moral classification of inmates, particularly in the 
larger workhouses, is a subject to which special attention ought to 
be paid by those tvho administer the law.” 

We communicated these resolutions to the Boards of Guardians in 
Ireland by a circular letter, which will be found in the Appendix;* 
and in reference to the providing of a proper Chapel according to 
the resolution of the Committee, we suggested the course which 
had already been adopted in many Unions of cutting off a portion 
of the dining-hall and using it exclusively for devotional purposes. 
Several Boards, which had not previously taken this step, have since 
adopted it, and others have, with our assent, appropriated some 
other portion of the existing Workhouse buildings to this purpose. 

It must be borne in mind that an arrangement of this kind rests 
practically, subject to our assent, with the Board of Guardians, who 
are in possession and occupation of the Workhouse buildings, and 
who alone can command the necessary funds to build or alter 
buildings. There is likely, therefore, still to exist a different 
practice in different Unions in connexion with this subject. 

W e place also in the Appendix an abstract of the replies given by 
the Union Boards to that part of the above circular, which related 
to the moral classification of the inmates.t 

These replies show that a moral classification very generally ex- 
isted already, so far as to. separate from the rest of the female

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inmates, females of notoriously profligate character; but few of 
those replies are favourable to the adoption of a . more extensive 
moral classification, or of any attempt to distinguish, by different 
treatment or the assignment of different day rooms or dormitories, 
between one class and another of adult inmates of the same sex, on 
the ground of supposed inferiority in habits, disposition, or character ; 
such a discrimination may be practicable in gaols, penitentiaries, or 
reformatories, and may perhaps be necessary in such institutions ; 
but is not usual, if it be practicable, in workhouses, hospitals, or 
any other asylums, supported by public or private funds. The 
protection of children of either sex, within the age assigned to the 
purposes of education, from the risk of moral injury by association 
with the adult classes, is effectually secured by the Workhouse 
Regulations and the arrangement of the Workhouse buildings. 
In addition to this classification there is a separation between the 
sexes, and again between the able-bodied and infirm classes of 
each sex; while the hospital wards on each side again form a

29. It appears from this Table, on comparing the numbers for 
the two last years, that there has been in Leinster and Ulster_ a 
considerable increase in the numbers of cases attended at the Dis- 
pensaries for the latter years, and a small increase in the numbers 
of patients attended at their own homes. In Connaught there has 
been a slight decrease in the number of Dispensary cases, and a 
slight increase in the number of domiciliary cases for the last year, 
while on the contrary, in Munster, there has been a large increase 
of Dispensary cases, and a small decrease in the number of cases 
attended at the Patients’ homes. The totals for Ireland show_ a 
large increase in the number of patients prescribed for at the Dis- 
pensaries, amounting to 30,997 ; and the disproportionately small 
increase, viz., 2,139 cases, of patients attended at their homes. 

30. In last year’s Report we observed that in looking to the

PROCEEDINGS UNDER THE MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT.

28. The following Table exhibits a comparative summary for 
each province, and for the whole of Ireland, of the amount of 
Dispensary relief afforded under this Act for the first nine years, 
during the whole of each of which the Act has been in full opera- 
tion, distinguishing the lighter cases prescribed for on Dispensary 
tickets at the Dispensaries, and the more serious cases attended on 
visiting tickets at the Patients’ homes.

gross totals of patients attended by the Dispensary Medical Officers 
each year, and. comparing each year with the immediately pre- 
ceding one, there appeared for the first time since the passing of 
the Medical Charities Act, a decrease in the number relieved for 
the year ended September 30, 1860. The last year in the above 
table shows, on the contrary, a considerable increase. 

The numbers of cases attended at the Dispensaries and at the 
Patients’ homes, respectively, in each Dispensary District in Ireland, 
last year, will be found in the Appendix.* 

31. In the next Table we give the expenditure incurred under 
the Medical Charities Act in each province, and for all Ireland for 
the first six years, during the whole of which the Act was in full

32. The sums expended under the heads here specified differ 
very little from the corresponding items for the year preceding, 
except in regard to the Medical Officers’ salaries, and the fees paid 
to them for successful vaccinations. The salaries have been raised 
by £1,200, and the vaccination fees are lower for this than for the 
year before by £1,285. The increase of the salaries is at about the 
average rate of yearly increase which has taken place, with the 
exception of one year in which it considerably exceeded this, since 
the enactment of the Medical Charities Act ; and has been mainly 
brought about by the spontaneous action of the Dispensary Com- 
mittees and Boards of Guardians. The decrease in vaccination 
something more than counterbalances the increase in salaries. We 
deeply regret the decrease in question, inasmuch as it has. been 
occasioned by a corresponding and considerable falling off in the 
number of vaccinations performed by the Dispensary Medical 
Officers for the year ended September 29th, 1861, compared with 
the year before. 

33. The average poundage on the valuation of Ireland to pro- 
vide for the above-mentioned total expenditure is 2'02 d., which is 
slightly under that for the year before, which was 2-04a!. 
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Changes in 'Dispensary Districts. 

34. But few alterations have been effected during the past year 
in the Dispensary Districts. In one instance only has there been 
made a change of area — in the Manorhamilton Union an Electoral 
Division has been transferred from one Dispensary District to an- 
other. In two instances — the Kilfmnane Dispensary District, in 
Kilmallock Union, and the Lurgan District, in Lurgan Union, a 
second Medical Officer has been appointed ; in the Lurgan District, 
on account of the population very much exceeding that of the 
general average of Dispensary Districts; and in the Kilfmnane 
District, on account of excess both in area and population. In two 
Districts the appointment of an Apothecary for each has been 

sanctioned the Dingle and Kilkeel Dispensary Districts, in the 

Unions of the' same name. In twenty-three Districts the number 
of Members of Committees of Management has been increased, with 
the view of affording to the sick poor of the Districts additional 
facilities for procuring medical relief. Midwives to have charge of 
women in natural labour, have been appointed in seven additional 
Districts in the course of the year. There are now Midwives 
appointed in fifty-three Districts. These appointments have in 
every case been sanctioned after application by the Committees of 
Management, in the first instance to be empowered to make them. 

35. Considering the appointment of such an Officer in a Dispen- 
sary District to be of great value, as being likely in many cases to 
lessen suffering or save life, we have willingly given our assent to 
the appointment in every case in which the number of midwifery 
cases attended annually by the Dispensary Medical Officers justified 
our doing so. In the rural districts of Ireland it is not common for 
women in the lower classes to seek for the attendance of the Dis- 
pensary Medical Officers in natural labour. Some matron, a relative 
or neighbour of the patient, undertakes the office of midwife in 
these cases, or a person called a midwife, who has received no 
instruction in a Midwifery Hospital, is employed. Such persons 
very frequently have not sufficient knowledge to enable them to 
tell at what time a labour case ceases to proceed according to the 
course of nature; and a .not unfrequent consequence is, that in 
some cases the patient’s powers of life are suffered to sink, before 
proper assistance is. sought, below the possibility of recovery, in 
which timely -aid would, without doubt, have preserved life; in 
other cases, accidents or derangements, which unassisted Nature is 
unequal to rectify, yet admitting at their first occurrence of easy 
redress in the hands of a skilful practitioner, become in time highly 
dangerous. Much avoidable suffering is undergone, and the life of 
the child or mother, or of both, is jeopardized or lost before skilled 
assistance is procured. It is, therefore, of the last importance, that 
the Midwife should have acquired sufficient skill in midwifery by 
Hospital education, or otherwise, to enable her to detect, on its first 
occurrence, a departure in the labour from the course of nature. It 
is the duty of the Dispensary Midwives immediately that such an 
occurrence takes place to call for the assistance of the Medical 
Officer, who then , must take the further management of the case 
entirely into his own hands. 
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Numbers vaccinated. 



86. Our attention having been drawn to the evils which had 
arisen in some of the Dispensary Districts for which Midwives had 
been appointed, from want of instruction as to the manner in which 
their services should be brought into action, and as to the circum- 
stances which would make it their duty to transfer the charge of 
the patients to the Medical Officer, we addressed a circular to 
the Committees of Management of all the Districts in which such 
appointments had been made, on the 2nd of last August, for the 
information of the Committees, and the guidance of the Medical 
Officers and Mid wives. We directed that in all cases in which a 
Dispensary Relief Ticket was issued in favour of a woman in 
labour, it should be addressed, as in other cases, to the Medical 
Officer, whose duty it would he to ascertain, in the first instance, 
by minute inquiry, or in case of any doubt, by visiting the patient, 
the precise nature of the case. If the Medical Officer ascertains by 
such inquiry or visit, that the case presents any difficulty or danger, 
he shall himself take charge of the patient. Should the case, on the 
other hand, prove to be one of natural labour, the Medical Officer 
should then, by written or printed instructions, require the attend- 
ance of the Midwife on the case, so long as it continues in the natural 
course. On the occurrence of any thing out of the course of 
nature, or attended with danger, the Midwife must forthwith com- 
municate information to this effect to the Medical Officer, whose 
duty it would then become to take entire charge of the case again, 
and continue his attendance until the recovery of the patient, or 
the termination of the case. 

37. In the following Table we give the numbers of Vaccinations 
performed annually by the Dispensary Medical Officers for the 
nine years ended September 30, 1861, under the Medical Charities 
Act; and since 1858, also, under the Vaccination Extension Act, 
enacted in that year, with the view of remedying the failure in this 
respect of the former Act.

38. Although the numbers for the last two years, in this Table, 
show a decrease in the latter compared with the former, of 17,049 
eases, there is no doubt that the Extension Act has been attended 
with very beneficial effects, inasmuch as the number of Vaccina- 
tions for 1861 nearly doubles the average number for the years 
before 1859 (omitting the year 1856), in which the Vaccinations 
were exceptionably numerous in consequence of panic occasioned 
by an extensive Small Pox Epidemic. 

The small additional expense, viz., £4,185 per annum, for which 
this great improvement has been obtained, is a further cause for 
satisfaction. 
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Sanitary Condition of the Poor. 

39. Although it may, we think, be reasonably anticipated that 
the beneficial effects of the Vaccination Act which we have 
described, will be, to a certain extent, permanent, still the con- 
tinuous decrease of Vaccinations shown in the above table, adds 
to our anxious desire to see some measures adopted to remedy this 
serious evil. For proof that the evil is one of great magnitude, and 
for the remedy we propose for your Excellency’s consideration, We 
beg leave to refer to the 37th paragraph of our Report of last year. 

40. The sanitary condition of the poor of Ireland during the 
past year has been, on the whole, satisfactory, and still continues 
so. No disease has prevailed in an epidemic form. There have 
been no cases of cholera of the epidemic type. A vague anticipa- 
tion that fever will become epidemic shortly, exists in some quarters, 
but we can assert that, up to the present time, the actual state of the 
health of the population affords no support to such expectation. 

41. There is reason to fear, that in the supply of drugs and 
compound medicines for use in the Workhouses and Dispensaries 
in Ireland, an evil exists, from which the dispensing of medicine to 
the public at large is by no means exempt, but which admits per- 
haps of being remedied in the one case more readily than it does in 
the other. We allude to the advantage taken by some contractors 
of the disposition of Boards of Guardians to purchase cheap drugs, 
by tendering to supply them at prices so low as to exclude, from 
competition, parties willing to supply, at a fan’ price, articles of a 
proper quality. 

42. The faculty of discriminating between drugs bearing the 
same name and supposed to be identical, but being actually of very 
different quality and therapeutic power, is not necessarily possessed 
by the general practitioners in medicine and surgery ; and we have 
been led to consider, after a recent investigation into abuses of the 
nature referred to, in what way we might contend against the in- 
fluence of a practice not only injurious to life and health, but con- 
flicting with that very desire for economy in the expenditure of the 
poor rates which has given rise to the evil. 

43. With the assistance of one or more persons known to possess 
peculiar qualifications in chemical and therapeutic science acting 
on our behalf as .medical referees, and to be compensated for their 
services from the Contingent Fund of this department, we had 
hoped to be enabled to remedy, to some extent, the evil in ques- 
tion in the manner pointed out in the correspondence which we 
place in the Appendix ;* and we are now considering how far we 
can avail ourselves with advantage of the limited discretion which 
has been recently allowed to us" by the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury for this purpose. 

DEPARTMENTAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

44. In the forty-fifth paragraph of our last Annual Report, we 
stated that the number of Poor Law Inspectors Was nine, and of

the Medical Inspectors four. Since that date, two vacancies have 
occurred among the Poor Law Inspectors, by the retirement of 
Mr. Otway and Mr. Lucas, which, on our recommendation, have 
not been filled up. On the subsequent occurrence of the potato 
blight, however, we suggested the expediency of investing each of 
the four Medical Inspectors with the powers of a Poor -Law In- 
spector, retaining at the same time the superintendence of his 
District under the Medical Charities Act ; and this suggestion has 
been carried out with the assent of the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury.- The number of clerks, including extra 
clerks, has also been since reduced from forty-one to forty ; and 
the annual estimate for the department, which for 1861-62, was 
£26,704, excluding the .Auditors, appears in the estimates for 
1862-63, as £24,952, showing a reduction of £1,752. 

45. We have been anxious in making the reductions which we have 
made, to obtain the removal of any apparent hardship or anomaly 
existing among those who remained attached to the service of the 
department, and have succeeded, through your Excellency’s inter- 
vention, in having the Medical Inspectors placed on the same 
footing as to emoluments, as the Poor Law Inspectors. We were 
also desirous to obtain some addition to the annual increment to 
the salaries for the third class of clerks on the establishment, and a 
small increase in the weekly wages of the messengers. We have 
not succeeded, however, in obtaining assent to our recommendations 
on these two points, but still hope for a more favourable considera- 
tion at some future time. 

46. The provisions of the second and fourth sections of the Civil 
Service Superannuation Act have been applied to this department 
in the following manner. The clerks and the office servants, ad- 
missible as they are to the service at the age of eighteen, under 
certificate, from the Civil Service Commissioners, have the benefit 
of the scale of allowance laid down in section 2. The offices of 
Medical Commissioner and Medical Inspector have, in addition to 
the scale laid down in section 2, the benefit, to which they are 
clearly entitled, of the provisions of section 4, which provide for an 
additional term of years to be included, at the discretion (as 'to 
extent) of the Lords of the Treasury, in the computation of length 
of service for persons holding certain classes of offices, which classes 
are to be specifically designated by the same authority, but which 
are already to a certain extent defined by the Act of Parliament, 
as offices “ for the due and efficient discharge of the duties,” of which 
“ professional or other peculiar qualifications, not ordinarily to be 
acquired in the public service are required,” and as to which “ it is 
for the interest of the public that persons should be appointed 
thereto at an age exceeding that at which public service ordinarily 
begins.” The office of Poor Law Inspector has also been included 
by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury among 
the classes entitled to the benefit of the provisions of the 4th section. 

47. The office of Auditor has been excluded from the benefit of 
the same section, on the ground that there is nothing in their duties 
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Provisions of Superannuation Act. 

of so special a nature as that persons competent to perforin them 
might not be found either in the department of the Poor Law Com- 
mission, or in other departments of the Civil Service, and that the 
functions of the Inspectors are of a higher order, and require for 
their due performance qualifications which render it inexpedient at 
least, if not impracticable, to confine their selection to the body of 
Civil Servants. 

48. The office of Commissioner, not being Medical Commissioner, 
has been likewise excluded from the benefit of the 4th section, on 
the ground that those offices only, fall within the meaning of the 
section, which, under ordinary circumstances, do not admit of 
being filled by promotion or selection from the body of the Civil 
Seiwice, by reason of the duties requiring a previous trainino-, 
which that service cannot be expected to supply ; and that, although 
the advantage which the service may derive from the occasional 
appointment of individuals not previously in the public service to 
the situation of Poor Law Commissioner is fully recognised, yet it 
is not admitted that, except in the case of the Medical Commis- 
sioner, so general a necessity for doing so exists, as to bring the 
office within the rule before-mentioned. 

49. We are not aware whether these questions, or any of them, 
are open, to further consideration ; but it is due to the present 
Auditors to state that, in point of fact, none of them were selected 
from the ranks of the Civil Service, and that they entered the 
Poor Law Service at the respective ages of forty-nine, thirty-six, 
forty-seven, and forty-seven. We do not, at the same time, dis- 
cover that there is any express power in the Act to exempt parti- 
cular persons from the effect of any decision regarding a class of 
offices. 

It is also due to the Non-Medical Commissioners and their suc- 
cessors to state, that the present holders of these offices were pre- 
viously in the position of Inspectors, and that every vacancy in the 
office of Commissioner in Ireland has heretofore been filled from the 
body of the Inspectors ; and that in reference to the future as well 
as the present, unless promotion is denied to the Inspectors, the 
anomaly will from time to time appear, as it does now, of an Officer 
who has held an office which is entitled to the benefit of section 4, 
forfeiting that benefit on his promotion from that office to a superior 
office in the same department.

CIRCULARS OF INSTRUCTIONS, REPORTS, AND CORRES- 
PONDENCE UNDER THE POOR LAW ACTS. 



I. — Circulars. 

No. 1. — Exercise and Recreation of Children. — Circular to Poor 
Law Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, April 23, 1861. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ire- 
land are desirous of calling your particular attention to the 27th Article of the 
General Workhouse Regulations, relating to the exercise and recreation of the 
children of either sex in Workhouses. 

The following is the regulation referred to, namely: — 

“The Master of the Workhouse may allow the paupers of each sex, under the age of 
fifteen, subject to such restrictions as the Board of Guardians may impose, to quit the 
Workhouse under the care and guidance of himself, or the Matron, Schoolmaster, School- 
mistress, Porter, or some other paid Officer of the Workhouse, for the purpose of exercise.” 

It is hardly necessary for the Commissioners to dwell upon the importance, as 
regards the health of the children, which attaches to an observance of the regu- 
lation under which the children may be taken out daily, or on alternate days, 
for exercise and recreation, beyond the Workhouse grounds, for such periods as 
may be found to be convenient. 

The systematic observance of the regulation, moreover, will render it necessary 
for the Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress, or other Officer of the Workhouse, to 
see that the children taken out to walk in the ‘public thoroughfares are clean 
and neat in their persons, and orderly in their general behaviour, and much 
benefit will result from the constant recurrence of the requisite inspection of the 
children when they are proceeding out of the Workhouse. 

The Commissioners believe there is reason to think that in many Unions the 
children are not regularly taken out by the teachers beyond the Workhouse 
premises; and wherever this is found to be the case, they request that you will 
supply a special observation on the subject, in the periodical reports made of the 
inspection of Workhouses in your district; or in cases of habitual neglect of the 
regulation, that you will make a separate report upon the matter, detailing the 
facts which have come under your notice. 

For this purpose you will, no doubt, enforce the duty on the Porter of the Work- 
house of entermg in his book the hour at which the children leave and return 
to the Workhouse, and of the number taken out, of boys and girls, respectively.

Guardians to the Resolutions Nos. 14 & 15. 

In regard to the Resolution No. 14, which suggests the providing of a sepa- 
rate place for religious worship, to which the inmates of the 'Workhouse should, 
subject to the regulations as to classification and discipline, have access during 
the day, the Commissioners have to observe that the only mode in which the 
object of the Committee could be earned out in its integrity would appear to be 
by cuttino- off a portion of the dining-hall for a chapel, opening a door from each 
yard, male and female, and dividing the portion so cut of, transversely by a 

movable partition. . , . . , - c ,• 

In regard to the Resolution No. 15, which relates to the moral classification 
of Workhouse inmates, the Commissioners wish to be informed of the exact 
arrangements at present existing in this respect, and whether the present classi- 
fication can, in the opinion of the Guardians, be improved.*

Resolutions referred to. 

That it is the opinion of this Committee — 

1. That the powers given by the Statute (10th of Victoria, chap. 31) to Poor Law 
Guardians in Ireland of affording relief, both in-door and out-door, are sufficient; and 
that no alteration of that Statute in that respect is necessary or desirable. 

2 That in the administration of the law, the Guardians appear to have made such pro- 
vision in respect of the management of the Workhouses, the Education of Children, Medical 
Aid and all other matters relating to the effectual relief of the poor, as to justify tlie 
powers conferred on them by Parliament ; and that it is not expedient to give to the Poor 
Law Commissioners, or to any other authority, compulsory powers to control the discretion 

° f 3 h That ai thnehas not admitted of detailed inquiry into the working of the Medical 
Charities Act, but that the evidence shows that great benefits have been derived from that 
Statute, and that it is desirable to take further evidence upon this subject. 

4 That several of the witnesses have recommended the substitution of Union tor Divi- 
sional rating, but that it is not desirable to alter the present law in that respect. 

5 That an extension from three to five years (with a minimum residence of two years 
in some one Division) of the time which suffices to make the pauper chargeable to the 
Electoral Division, instead of to the Union at large, would tend to remove undue pressure 
imposed on town Electoral Divisions from any sudden increase occasioned by the gravita- 
tion of pauperism towards the more populous districts. 

6. That power ought to be given to Boards of Guardians to recover from the putative 
fathers the cost of the maintenance of illegitimate children during the time that they are 
inmates of a Poorhouse, and while under the age of fourteen ; and that such cost of relief 
should be recoverable by process, in the name of the Guardians, before the Barrister at

12 To amend the law relating to the Election of Guardians, by requiring a more accurate 
description of property in respect of which claims to vote are made, by requiring the exe- 
cution of such claims to be executed before a Justice of the Peace, by limiting the dura- 
tion of property and proxy claims, and by limiting the number of proxy claims to be held 
bv one person; also by removing doubts which have existed as to the rights of owners or 
immediate lessors of certain classes of property to vote; and by limiting the number of 
votes to be given in respect of rent received, according to the rated value of the premises 
from which the rent is received. _ . . .. „ , . 

13. That a system of superannuation has been advocated by official witnesses, who 
recommend that a claim should be given to worn-out Union officers, giving up their

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whole time to the service of the Union, to superannuation, on the scaie of the Civil Service 
Superannuation Act, and subject to the like restrictions as are contained in that Act ; and 
that it is desirable to provide such superannuation ; but that such provision should not be 
made in a bill to amend the present Poor Law. 

14. That a separate place for religious worship, to which the inmates should, subject to 
the regulations as to classification and discipline, have access during the day, ought to be 
provided in every Workhouse. 

15. That the moral classification of inmates, particularly in the larger Workhouses, is a 
subject to which special attention ought to be paid by those who administer the law. 

16. That compulsory powers should be given to the Poor Law Commissioners, upon 
requisition from Boards of Guardians, to take land for burial-grounds. 

17. That since conflicting decisions as to the chargeability of charitable institutions are 
being given by the Assistant Barristers of the different counties in Ireland, it is most 
desirable that the law on this point should be settled, and that the principle of exemption 
from poor rates is objectionable, and ought not to form part of the law. 

18. That Solicitors who are members of Boards of Guardians should be prohibited from 
acting professionally, either for or against the Boards of which they are members, and 
that, in the event of their so acting professionally, they should be liable to the same pen- 
alties as are imposed by the present law on Guardians who, either directly or indirectly, 
have any interest in a contract made by their Board.

- No. 3. Removal of Irish Poor from England. — Circular to Boards 

of Guardians. 

. Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IR August 23, 1861. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland transmit herewith, for the information of the Board of Guardians, a copy 
of the Act of last Session (24 and 25 Vic. cap. 76), to amend the law relating 
to the removal of poor persons to Ireland. 

The Commissioners desire at the same time to state that by another Act ot 
last Session (24 and 25 Vie. cap. 55), considerable alterations were made in the 
law as to the circumstances which give to poor persons resident in England the 
right of irremovability. By the first section of that Act the period of residence 
riving the right of irremovability is reduced from five years to three years, and 
residence in any part of a Union in England is to have the same effect as resi- 
dence in any parish. By the second, section any right of irremovability which 
may have been acquired by parents is extended, after their death, to orphan 
children under sixteen years of age who may have been residing with them. 
By the third section married women, deserted by their husbands, can acquire a 
right of irremovability by residence in the same manner as widows. Copies of 
these three sections are annexed. . , 

No alteration appears to have been made in the law regarding the removal ot 
poor persons from Scotland.

Extracts from the Act 24 & 25 Vie. cap. 55. 

“Section 1.— That after the Twenty-fifth day of March next the period of three years 
shall be substituted for that of five years specified in the first section of the Statute Ninth 
and Tenth Victoria, chapter Sixty-six, and the residence of a person in any part of a 
Union shall have the same effect in reference to the provisions of the said section as a resi- 
dence in any parish. ... .. 

“Section 2.— Where a child under the age of sixteen years, residing with its surviving 
parent, shall be left an orphan, and such parent shall at the time of death have acquired 
an exemption from removal by reason of a continued residence, such orphan shall, if not 
otherwise irremovable, be exempt from removal in like manner and to the same extent as 
if it had then acquired for itself an exemption from removal by residence. 

“ Section 3. — Where a married wbman shall have been or shall be deserted by her 
husband, and shall after his desertion reside for three years in such a manner as would, 
if she were a widow, render her exempt from removal, she shall not be liable to be 
removed from the parish wherein she shall be resident, unless her husband return to cohabit 
with her.” 
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No. 4. — Removal of Irish Poor from England. — Circular to Boards 
of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, November 1, 1861. 

1. Adverting to the Circular Letter of the 23rd August last, transmitting a 
copy of the Act of last Session (24 and 25 Vic. c. 76,) to amend the law relat- 
ing to the removal of poor persons to Ireland, the Commissioners for adminis- 
tering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland now transmit to you, for the 
information of the Board of Guardians, copies of queries which they have sub- 
mitted to the Attorney- General and Solicitor- General, relative to some of the 
provisions of the Act, together with copies of the opinions given by them jointly 
thereon. 

2. It appears from these opinions that, by virtue of the warrant of removal 
made in England, a pauper removed under that warrant to Ireland, and delivered 
at the Workhouse of the Union containing the port which is nearest to the place 
of ultimate destination, but does not contain that place, may be detained in cus- 
tody by the Guardians of the Port Union for the purpose of removal to the 
Union containing the place of ultimate destination, and may be removed by force, 
if necessary, to that Union, and delivered at the Workhouse. 

3. In order to carry out the provisions of the 5th section of the Act, it appears 
advisable that the Guardians of Unions containing the ports to which paupers 
from England are usually removed, should appoint a class of officers, to be called 
“Removing Officers,” as it will not be right that any of the Union Officers 
should be taken from their ordinary duties for this purpose. 

4. The Removing Officers will have to' act only when occasion arises ; and it 
will therefore be the best course to pay them for their time and trouble on each 
occasion when their services are required. 

5. It is the intention of the Commissioners to include such payments in their 
certificate of expenses to be repaid to the Port Union, together with the cost of 
maintenance of the pauper so long as he may, of necessity, be detained for the 
purpose of removal, together with the other expenses of conveyance and removal. 

6. In each case the removal from a Port Union should take place only by 
direction of the Board of Guardians; and it is only to the Union containing the 
place named in the warrant that the pauper can be removed, and the expense 
recovered. Removal to any other Union would be illegal, and expose the Guar- 
dians to proceedings in a court of justice. 

7. "When a pauper has been duly removed under a proper warrant from Eng- 
land to an Irish port, it is in the discretion of the Guardians of the Port Union, 
not containing the place of ultimate destination, either to remove or not to 
remove the pauper to the Union containing that place. The decision on this 
point ought to take place at the meeting of the Guardians next after the arrival 
of the pauper, in order that the period of forcible detention may not be unne- 
cessarily protracted, or the expense of maintenance to the removing authorities 
in England unnecessarily increased. If it should be decided not to remove him, 
the compulsory detention of the pauper should be considered to cease from that 
moment. 

When considering this point the Guardians will do well to examine carefully 
the warrant of removal, in order to see that it has been addressed to the Guar- 
dians of the Union which actually contains the place of ultimate destination 
named in the warrant. If an error has been made in this respect it will be better 
not to remove to the Union named in the warrant, for the Guardians of any 
Union not containing the place of ultimate destination will not be bound to 
receive the pauper, and it would be necessary in such a case for the Removing 
Officer to bring him back to the Port Union in custody; otherwise he may be left 
destitute in, and so made chargeable to, a wrong Union. 

8. As it appears from the answer to query 3 that the Removing Officer from the 
Port Union will be justified in leaving the pauper at the Workhouse of the 
Union containing the place of ultimate destination named in the warrant, this 
will be by far the best course to adopt ; as delivery at the place named in the 
warrant, although consistent with the terms of the statute, might result in the 
pauper being left destitute at a great distance from any officer competent to take 
charge of him. 
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9. It must be always borne in mind that the power created by the recent Act 
of removing persons in Ireland, arises solely under a warrant of removal obtained 
in England; and that in no case can the Guardians of any Union in Ireland after 
receiving a pauper do any thing to avoid the consequences of previous error either 
in the warrant or in the removal. Nevertheless, in every case of removal under 
warrant to the Union containing the place of ultimate destination, the officers 
of the Workhouse at which he is delivered must accept the pauper without hesi- 
tation or objection on any ground whatever — all questions affecting the legality 
of the removal having been finally adjudicated in granting the warrant. 

10. Although there exists in Ireland no power of appeal, or other means of 
avoiding the consequences of error committed by the removing authorities in 
England in any individual case, it seems to be desirable that any circumstances 
which may transpire to show a failure of attention to the existing state of the 
law on the part of those authorities, should be reported by the Guardians to 
the Commissioners in Dublin. Facts of that nature can be made the subject of 
inquiry in England, and it is possible that such inquiries may provide some 
additional guarantee for a strict attention to the existing state of the law on 
the part of the removing authorities in that country'.

Adverting to tbe last paragraph of their Circular of the 1st instant, on the 
subject of the removal of Dish Poor from England, in which the Commissioners 
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stated that it was desirable that any circumstances which might transpire, in 
any case of removal, to show a failure of attention to the existing state of the 
law on the part of the removing authorities in England, should be reported to 
this office, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland now transmit to you a Memorandum of the Heads of Inquiry which 
they think should be made in each case, so far as they may be applicable, with a 
view to ascertaining all the facts relating to the removal. 

The questions suggested are intended to be put to the pauper on his arrival 
at the Workhouse, and the information which may be elicited in reply should be 
reported fully to the Commissioners.

No. 6. — Removal of Irish Poor from England. — Circular to Boards 
of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, February 18, 1862. 

Adverting to the Circular Letter of tl i e I st N ovember last, communicating th e 
opinion of the Attorney- General and Solicitor- General on certain points arising 
under the recent Act to amend the law relating to the removal of poor persons to 
Ireland (24 & 25 Vic., c. 76), the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire to acquaint you, for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, that they have since found it necessary to consult the 
Attorney- General and Solicitor- General on cases of removal under the Act in 
which the provisions of the Act had not been duly observed, either from infor- 
mality in the warrant, or irregularity in executing it. 

The informalities and irregularities in the several cases referred to may be 
stated as follows : — 

1. — The warrant has not been addressed to the Guardians of any Union in 

Ireland, although the 2nd sec. of the Act requires that it be addressed 
to the Guardians of the Union or parish in Ireland to which the poor 
person is to be removed. 

2. — The warrant, instead of directing that the pauper be delivered at the 

Workhouse of the Union containing the port of or nearest to the place 
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of ultimate destination, has directed that he he delivered at the Work- 
house of the Union containing that place. 

3 — The pauper, instead of being sent from England in charge of an Officer 
and “delivered,” as required by 4th sec. of the Act, at the Work- 
house of the Port Union, has been placed on board a steamer bound 
for the Port Union; and, when landed in Ireland, has been left at 
liberty, so that he might apply for admission at the Workhouse of the 
Port Union or proceed elsewhere, as he pleased. 

4 . — The pauper has been sent to a port not being the port nearest to the 
place of ultimate destination, and not the port named in the warrant. 

The Attorney- General and Solicitor- General have advised the Commissioners 
that, notwithstanding these violations of the provisions of the Act, the Guardians 
of the Port Union where the pauper applied for admission after removal from 
England had authority to remove him to the Union containing the place of 
ultimate destination, and that the Commissioners might issue their certificate of 
the expenses attending such removal, as required by the 5th sec. of the Act, with 
a view to the repayment of the amount by the English removing Union. 

The Commissioners have thought it right to make the actual state of the law 
in these several respects known to all Unions, in order that no misapprehension 
may exist as to the propriety of receiving paupers removed irregularly, as above 
described.

No. 7. — Security to be given by Union Officers. — Circular to Boards 
of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, August 27, 1861. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ire- 
land have recently had before them a case in which there were some deficiencies 
in the accounts of a Master of a Workhouse, and a question arose as to the 
propriety of taking proceedings under the bond to recover the amount of the 
deficiency. 

The bond, in the case referred to, was given by a Guarantee Society, and 
upon examining its terms, with a view to advising the Board of Guardians upon 
the subject, it appeared that the security was limited to the making good of 
losses in consequence of embezzlement or larceny of any moneys of the employer, 
and that it only gave a guarantee against criminal acts, and not against any acts 
that are not indictable offences, nor against any loss by reason of any act that 
is not larceny or embezzlement. 

A bond so limited does not fulfil the conditions of the General Regulations 
which relate to the security to be given by persons who may be appointed to 
Union Offices for which security is required. The 39th Article of the General 
Regulations Order requires that persons appointed to such offices shall give “ a 
bond in such penal sum as the Guardians shall think fit, with two sufficient 
sureties, not being Guardians of the Union, conditioned for the due and faithful 
performance of the duties of the office.'” 

Where personal security is given, the form of bond prepared by the Commis- 
sioners, and generally in use, provides fully for this ; but in cases where the 
security of a Guarantee Association is accepted the usual form is not applicable, 
and the Guardians should, therefore, in such cases, carefully examine the form 
of bond proposed to be given, in order to ascertain that it is sufficiently general 
and comprehensive in its terms to meet the requirement of the regulation above 
quoted. 

The Commissioners ■wish to learn whether in any existing cases defective bonds 
as described above, have been accepted; and, if so, the Commissioners request 
that such bonds may be submitted to them.

The Commissioners for administering the . Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of their Excellencies the 
Lords Justices, copies of two circular letters winch they have issued to the 
several Boards of Guardians in Ireland on the subject of the Act of last ses- 
sion relating to the. removal of Dish poor from England: one explaining the 
changes made in the law last session, and the other communicating the opinion 
of the Attorney- General and Solicitor- General on several points arising under 
the Act, and suggesting the steps which Boards of Guardians ought to take in 
regard to cases of removal.* , 

In reference to the tenth and last paragraph of the Circular of the 1st Novem- 
ber, the Commissioners desire to point out that no appeal now exists against any 
removal or warrant of removal to Ireland, and that the 0 only check therefore on 
illegal or irregular practices in the removal of Irish paupers from England, con- 
sists in representing to the Government, from time to time, such complaints on the 
part of the Poor Law Authorities in Ireland as may appear to be wen-founded. 

The benefits intended to be accorded to this country by the recent legislation 
on the subject may be shortly enumerated as foUows : — . 

1. Irremovability, instead of being established by five years residence m the 
parish or township from which the removal takes place, is now established by 
three years’ residence within tlie-Union containing such parish. 

2. The right of irremovability acquired by parents is extended, alter then- 

death, to the children under 16 years of age. . . . 

3. Married women, deserted by their husbands, can acquire irremovability by 
residence, in the same manner as widows. 

.1 Th e Port Unions on the coasts of Ireland are protected from undue pres- 
sure by the warrant ordering the removal of the patiper to the place of birth 
or last residence in Ireland. , . , , , . , , 

B The Guardians of the Unions -in Ireland to which the removal is to be 
made are to receive a copy of the warrant of removal; and the warrant is 
directed to be addressed to them, and a copy given to the pauper. 

6 The pauper is protected by being kept m custody of an officer until his 
delivery at some Workhouse in Ireland, instead of being left destitute, as here- 
tofore, on the quays of the port where he is landed. 

7. The deck passage is prohibited for females and children between the 1st oi 

October and 31st March. . . , 

8. The Port Union is secured from loss m receiving and transmitting paupers 

to their places of destination. T „ , , ... 

Much benefit has been anticipated in Ireland from these recent changes in the 
law and without doubt some benefit would arise from them provided that a 
rigid' observance were practised in England of the provisions of the law as 

established. , ,, , , . , 

With regard to the right of irremovability, it is very difficult to ascertain by 
any inquiry which can be made in Ireland, whether in any individual case the 
right in question has or has not been respected or inquired into by the Kemoving 
Authorities before the granting of the warrant. 

The forms of deposition used in England exclude reference to any point aflect-

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ing removability except one, viz., whether settlement has or has not been gained; 
and as these documents never afford any information regarding the length of 
residence and places of residence, in England, it must still remain as difficult as 
it always has been to keep any check upon violations of the law in regard to the 
right of irremovability. 

There are, however, several new conditions required by the Act 24 & 25 Vic. 
cap. 76, of such a nature that the omission or infraction of them is often patent 
on the face of the warrant itself, or in other parts of the proceeding, or may be 
exhibited in the mode of conducting the removal or otherwise; and in such cases, 
and in such only, the errors committed are brought sufficiently within the cog- 
nizance of the parties interested in Ireland. 

It was not until some time after the passing of the recent Acts that any 
removal to Ireland took place under them. Removals are now, however, begin- 
ning to be frequent ; and the Commissioners regret to say, that among the twenty- 
nine cases which have come under their notice, involving the removal of sixty- 
seven persons, to the present date, there are very few in which some irregularity 
or disregard of the law is not apparent on the face of the proceedings, some- 
times attended with injustice and loss to the Unions in this country, and in other 
cases with hardship to the persons removed. 

Considering the great importance which, under existing circumstances, this 
system of pauper deportation may assume, the Commissioners think it their duty 
to present the cases referred to in detail, with copies of the several Warrants of 
Removal which have been received, in the hope that possibly some step may be 
taken in order to secure greater attention to the actual state of the law on the 
part of the Removing Authorities in England. 

1. Observing the order of time, the first removal under the new Act was that 
of Mary Flanagan, and three children, from Preston to Dundalk, by warrant 
dated 31st August, 1861. This woman appeared from her examination to have 
been born in Newry, and should have been ordered to be removed to that place, 
but the warrant of removal appears to have been framed without any reference 
whatever to the altered state of the law ; and this is in some measure explained 
and excused by the recent date of the new enactment, viz., 6th August, 1861. 
The result, however, is, that through default of the Removing Justices in Eng- 
land, Dundalk Union has been permanently burthened with four paupers, who 
properly belong to Newry. 

2. Under warrant, dated the 9th September, Mary Harrington and child 
were removed from Cardiff Union to Cork, and the warrant is correctly framed. 
She was duly brought by the Removing Officer from Cardiff to the Cork Work- 
house, and this is one instance in which the provisions of the new Act appear to 
have been in all points strictly carried out. 

3. By warrant, dated 13th September, Patrick Page was ordered to be 
removed from Cardiff to Fennoy. The Warrant in this case is not addressed, as 
it ought to have been, to the Guardians of Fermoy Union, or of any other Union 
in Ireland. The pauper has not yet arrived at Fermoy Workhouse. 

4. Under warrant, dated 18th September, Francis Tracey was removed from 
Abergavenny to Cork. In this case the warrant orders the removal to Ireland, 
and not to any particular place. The proceeding, therefore, is illegal, and Cork 
Union is burthened with the consequences. 

5. Under five warrants, all bearing date the 27th September, the following 
paupers were removed from the Borough of Cardiff, viz., William Fleming, to 
Bandon ; Ellen Barry and three children, to Bantry ; Mary Thompson and one 
child, to Cork; John Tobin, to Cork; and Margaret Donoghoe, to Skibbereen. 

In none of these five cases is the warrant addressed to the Guardians of any 
Union in Ireland. In Mary Thompson’s case the place of birth is stated to be 
the u County of Cork.” In the cases of Fleming, Barry, and Donoghoe, the 
paupers instead of being delivered at the Workhouse of the Port Union, viz., 
Cork, were brought by the Removing Officer to Bantry, Bandon, and Skibbereen 
respectively. The latter course is not a subject for complaint ; as although at 
variance with the law, it is the course most suitable and most convenient to the 
administration of the Poor Law in Ireland. 

6. Under Warrant, dated 5th October, Anne Corrigan was removed from 
Stockport to Athlone. Ho complaint arises in this case; but the pauper, as in 
the cases from Cardiff, was removed at once to Athlone by the Stockport Officers 
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instead of being delivered, as the Act requires, at tlie Workhouse of the Port 
Union, North Dublin. ^ , . _ . v . , , , 

7. By warrant, dated 5th October, 1861, Catherine Lynch was directed to be 
removed from the City of London Union to Croom. The pauper has not yet . 
arrived at the Workhouse of Croom Union. 

8. By warrant, dated 7th October, Patrick Donohoe, his wife, and seven 

children, were directed to be removed from Cheltenham to Macroom Union. 
This warrant makes no reference to the Port Union.. Copy of the warrant 
was received on the 19th October by the Guardians of Macroom Union, who 
state that the place of birth named in it is believed by them to be in another 
Union. No information of the paupers’ arrival has reached the Guardians of 
Macroom Union or Cork Union, which is the Port Union ; and it seems therefore 
either that the removal has been abandoned or deferred, or that the family has 
been landed, according to the former practice, on the quays of Cork, and left to 
find their way to the place of destination, or to go elsewhere, instead of being 
delivered at Cork Workhouse. . 

9. Under warrant, dated the 14th October, Catherine Griffin and three chil- 
dren were removed from Leigh, in Lancashire. In this case the warrant directs 
the removal to Ireland merely, and is not addressed to the Guardians of any 
Union in Ireland. The woman and the children are brought on the deck of a 
steamer, contrary to law ; and although permitted by the sailors to go below, 
were drenched with water during the passage, and landed on the quays under 
no custody, being left to find their way to the North Dublin Union Workhouse. 
The examination accompanying the warrant shows that she was born at a place 
in Ennis Union, in the county of Clare. She ought, therefore, to have been 
removed to the Union containing that place, via Limerick, which is the nearest 
port to Ennis ; but by ignorance or neglect of the present state of the law, the 
woman and her children have been made a burthen on the rates of North 
Dublin Union, and the Guardians have no redress or means of escaping from 
the consequences of this error. 

10. Under warrant, dated 16th October, Bridget Patterson and her,three 
children were removed from St. George’s in the East (London) to Cork. Phis 
person appears to have arrived by steamer from London, and to have been landed 
on the quays at Cork in the manner practised before the recent Acts, and to 
have been left to find her way to the Workhouse of Cork Union. 

1 1 . By warrant, dated 1 6th October, Ellen Taylor and one child were directed 
to be removed from the parish of Poplar to Skibbereen. By the examination of 
the pauper accompanying the warrant, it appears she was born in the parish 
of West Skull, which is in Skull Union and not Skibbereen Union. _ By this 
error Skibbereen Union (which is described in the warrant as . containing the 
port of Cork) is charged with the paupers instead of Skull Union, and has no 
means of redress. 

12. Under warrant, dated 17th October, Thomas Ryan, his wife, and five 
children, have been removed from the Plymouth Union to Thurles Union, in the 
county of Tipperary. This warrant is directed to the Guardians of the parish 
of Thurles, and directs the paupers to be delivered at the Workhouse of the 
Thurles Union, which it describes as containing the port of Waterford. The 
paupers arrived at the Waterford Workhouse unaccompanied by any Officer. 

13. By warrant, dated 18th October, William Power is directed to be removed 

from Cardiff to Doneraile, in the Mallow Union. The warrant is not addressed 
to the Guardians of any Union in Ireland. The pauper has not arrived at 
Mallow. _ 

14. By warrant, dated 18th October, Margaret Power was directed to be 
removed from Cardiff to Kilkoney, and delivered at the Workhouse of Cork 
Union. She is stated in the warrant to have been born at Kilkoney, m the 
county of Cork. There is, however, no such place in the county of Cork, nor 
any place resembling it by name in the Cork Union. The warrant has been 
received by the Clerk of Cork Union, but the pauper has not appeared. 

15. Under warrant, dated the 22nd October, John Reeves was removed from 
Birmingham to Castlebar. The form of warrant used in this case omits all 
reference to a Port Union, and directs the pauper to be delivered, not at the 
Workhouse of the Union containing the port of or nearest to the place of desti- 
nation, as required by the Act, but at the Workhouse of the Union containing 
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the place of ultimate destination. The Removing Officer from Birmingham 
accordingly removed the pauper to Castlebar, and delivered him at the W ork- 

] 6. Under warrant of the same date, and in the same form, Patrick Flynn 
was removed from Birmingham to Roscommon, and delivered at the Work- 
house of Roscommon Union. In this case the place of birth was wrongly supposed 
to be in Roscommon Union instead of Strolcestown Union ; and the Roscommon 
Union have since removed him, illegally, to the Strolcestown Union, thus com- 
mencing without authority a system of removal which has no place m the Irish 

17. By warrant, dated 1st November, William Lyons, his wife, and two 
children, were directed to be removed from Cardiff to Doneraile, m the Mallow 
Union. The warrant is not addressed to the Guardians of any Union in Ireland. 
This family has not arrived at Mallow. 

18. By warrant, dated the 1st November, Margaret Brennan and one child 
were directed to be removed from Cardiff to Waterford. It appears that the 
paupers were taken by the Removing Officer to Cork, who paid tlieir tare by 
train to Waterford. This woman and child were sent as deck passengers, in 
violation of section 6 ; and were not delivered at any Workhouse, in violation ot 

section^, warrant, dated 1st November, Thomas Horgan was directed to be 
removed from Cardiff to Cork. The warrant is not addressed to the Guardians 
of any Union in Ireland, and the pauper has not arrived at Cork Workhouse. 

20 By warrant, dated 8th November, John Leary was directed to be removed 
from' Cardiff to Drinagli (in Skibbereen Union), to be delivered at the Workhouse 
containing the port nearest to Cork. The warrant is not addressed to the 

Guardians of any Union in Ireland. 

21. By warrant, dated 8th November, James Mahony, his. wife, and two 
children, were ordered to be removed from Cardiff to Iniscarra, in Cork Union. 
The warrant is not addressed to the Guardians of any Union in Ireland, lhe 

paupers have not arrived at Cork Workhouse. . , 

22. By warrant, dated 13th November, 1861, Michael Mahony is directed to 
be removed from Poplar to Clogheen Union, which is stated m the warrant to 
be the Union containing the port of Cork. The pauper has not yet arrived at 
Clogheen Workhouse. 

23 By warrant, dated the 13th November, 1861, Henry Clare is directed to 
be removed from Poplar to Cork Union. The pauper has not yet arrived at the 
Workhouse of Cork Union. . . ... . 

24. Without warrant, so far as appears, no copy having been given either to 

the pauper or sent to the Guardians of any Union in Ireland, Jeremiah Ryan 
and one child have been removed to Bandon, in the county of Cork, from the 
parish of St. Olave’s, Southwark. From a copy received of the paupers’ examina- 
tion in the Southwark Police Court, it appears he was born m a place situate in 
Mallow Union, but he states he had resided in St. Olaves thirty-two years, in 
this case, again, the pauper was not accompanied by any Officer, nor delivered at 
the Workhouse of the Port Union, but was met on the quay by a person who 
gave him money to pay his expenses to Bandon. ... . ... 

25. Without warrant, so far as appears, no copy having been given to the 
pauper or sent to any Union in Ireland, Mary Skeane was removed from Cnck- 
howel, in South Wales, to Cork, and arrived at the Cork Workhouse on the 
14th October. She stated before the Magistrates at Cnckhowel that her birth- 
place was Cashel. The overseer took her by train to Newport, saw her on board 
the packet there, which brought her and landed her at Cork on Sunday night, 
the 1 3th October, in complete destitution. She did not get any money or food 
for herself or child, nor was any arrangement made to send her on to her native 
place, Cashel. In this case sections 4, 5, and 6 have been violated, and Coik 
Union has been illegally burdened with the support of Mary Skeane and her 
child, and has no means of redress. 

In those of the above cases in which, up to a date long after the date of the 
warrant, the pauper has not arrived at the place of destination, it is probable 
that the custody and charge of the pauper has illegally ceased on his being 
landed, and that he has been left to find Ins way to the place of destination, and 
has not reached it, and perhaps has made, and will make no effort to do so. 
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The failure to retain the pauper in custody and to deliver him at the Work- 
house of the Port Union, defeats two of the main objects of the recent Legisla- 
tion, viz., the due protection of the destitute person himself, and the protection 
intended for the Port Union from undue pressure. 

The view which the Commissioners take of the affect of this irregularity is, that 
the custody having been broken, the power given by the warrant of removal is 
at an end, and the Guardians of the Port Union are, therefore, unable to avail 
themselves of that power under the 5th section. 

It will be observed that no removal has yet taken place under the new Acts 
from Liverpool or Manchester, or any of the other populous towns in Lanca- 
shire, Cheshire, or the West Biding of Yorkshire, except Preston, Leigh, and 
Stockport. 

The single parish called St. Mary’s, in the borough of Cardiff, has already 
relieved itself of no less than twenty paupers ; but there has been no removal 
yet from Bristol, and very few from London. One of the two cases from Bir- 
mingham resulted, it has been seen, in removal to the wrong Union. In this 
case, if the Officers of Roscommon Union had refused to accept the pauper, as 
they would have been justified in doing, the Removing Officer must have retained 
him in his charge, and taken him back to Birmingham. 

The Commissioners mention this case to illustrate the necessity of avoiding 
errors in England, for which no means of remedy exist in Ireland, and which, if a 
strict course is pursued here, must result in the return of the pauper to England. 

It is quite within the bounds of possibility that a very large increase in the 
number of removals from England to Ireland may soon take place, and it might, 
perhaps, be of advantage, not only to the Unions in Ireland but to the Rate- 
payers of Unions and Parishes in England, if some course could be taken to 
secure strict attention to the actual state of the law in effecting these removals. 

Many of the errors pointed out in the cases above detailed appear to be such 
as might have been avoided by the removing Justices in the exercise of their 
discretion ; others seem to have arisen after the issue of the warrant, and to 
have been due to inadvertence on the part of the Union or Parochial Authorities. 

The Commissioners, therefore, submit to their Excellencies the propriety of 
causing the cases referred to to be brought under the notice of the Secretary of 
State for the Heme Department ; as, in the event of an extensive deportation of 
paupers from England into Ireland, much well-founded complaint is likely to 
ai’ise, unless greater strictness and regularity be observed in proceeding under 
the Removal Acts which have recently been enacted.

Ho. 2. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Under-Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant. — Removals from England. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, January 29, 1862. 

Adverting to their letter of the 30th November last, on the subject of the 
removal of Irish poor from England, and the irregularities which have occurred 
in relation to such removals under the recent Act, 24 and 25 Vic. c. 76, the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
to bring under the notice of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant the several 
cases of removal from England to Ireland in which they have received copies of 
the warrants since the date of the letter above referred to. 

The Commissioners propose to present the several cases, as in their former 
letter, in the order of date, giving copies of the warrants, and pointing out in 
each case the irregularities which have been committed. 

1. Under warrant dated the 25th September, 1861, Rose Anne Collins was 
removed from Ashton-under-Lyne to Drogheda. The removal, in this case, 
appears to have been regularly conducted. The pauper is a child 7 years of 
age, deserted by her father. 
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2. By warrant dated the 19th October, 1861, Edward Russell, his vyife, and 
five' children, were directed to be removed from the City of London Union to 
Cork, to be delivered at the Workhouse of the Cork Union. The paupers have 
not yet been delivered at Cork Workhouse, nor have they applied for relief in 
that Union ; nevertheless it is probable that they are now in Ireland, as is known 
to be the fact with regard to the paupers in the similar case next mentioned. 

3. By warrant dated 23rd October, 1861, Jeremiah Enright and wife were 
directed to be removed from the parish of All Saints, Poplar, to Ballylongford, 
a parish in Listowel Union ; the warrant directs that the paupers be delivered 
at the Workhouse of Listowel Union, “ such Union,” it states, “ containing the 
port of Limerick.” The paupers have not been delivered at the Workhouse as 
directed by the warrant, nor have they applied for relief, though it is stated that 
they are known to be in the Union. 

4. Under warrant dated the 8th November, 1861, Jeremiah Collins and three 
children were removed from the West London Union to Clonakilty. The place 
of the paupers’ birth is described as “the county of Cork, in Ireland,” a description 
which might apply to several other Unions besides Clonakilty, which, however, 
is, in fact, the Union containing the place of birth. The paupers were sent as 
deck passengers to Cork, which, so far as regards the children, was a violation 
of the 6th sec. of the 24th and 25th Vic. c. 76 ; and they were not accompanied 
by any officer, or “ delivered” at the Cork Workhouse, as directed by the order, 
being merely landed on the quay, and left to apply or not, as they pleased, at 
the Workhouse. 

5. By warrant dated the 8th November, 1861, Catherine Whelan and one 
child are directed to be conveyed from the parish of St. Mary’s, Cardiff, to 
Carrick-on-Suir, to be delivered at the Workhouse of the Union, containing the 
port nearest to Carrick-on-Suir. The warrant is not addressed to any Union in 
Ireland. The paupers have not arrived at Carrick-on-Suir, nor have they, so 
far as the Commissioners are aware, been delivered at any Workhouse in Ireland. 

6. Under warrant dated 12th November, 1861, Thomas Coffey was removed 
from Bristol to Tipperary Union. The warrant is not addressed, as required by 
sec. 4 of the Removal Act, to the Guardians of the Union to which the poor 
person was to be removed, but to the Guardians of the Port Union (Waterford), 
at the Workhouse of which Union he was delivered. 

7. Under warrant dated 13th November, 1861, John Meade was removed 
from Poplar Union to Listowel. The warrant directs the delivery of the pauper 
at the Workhouse of Listowel Union, in the county of Kerry, which Union, it 
states, contains the port of Limerick. He was not, however, “ delivered ” at the 
Workhouse, but applied personally to the Relieving Officer, by whom he was 
admitted to the W orkhouse in the ordinary way. 

8. Under warrant dated the 15th November, 1861, Mary Casey and one child 
were removed from the parish of Lambeth to Tralee. The warrant does not 
make any reference to the Port Union, nor does it direct that the pauper be 
delivered at any Workhouse. It merely directs that the pauper be removed to 
Tralee, in the manner directed by the regulations of the J ustices of the county 
of Surrey, under the 8th and 9th Viet. c. 117. The pauper appears to have been 
sent as a deck passenger from London, unaccompanied by any officer. She was 
not delivered at the W orkhouse, but on arriving at Tralee, went to her friends, 
where she remained several days, and then applied for relief, and was admitted 
to the Workhouse. 

9. Under warrant dated 19th November, 1861, William Breen, his wife, and 
three children, were removed from the parish of St. Marylebone. The warrant 
is not addressed to the Guardians of any Union in Ireland, nor does it direct the 
delivery of the paupers at any Wbrkhouse. It states the place of birth of the 
head of the family to be Ballingarry (which is in Callan Union), but it only 
directs that the parties be removed to Ireland. They were sent as deck passen- 
gers which, as regards the wife and children, is a violation of the 6th sec. of the 
24 & 25 Vic. c. 76; they were unaccompanied by any officer on the voyage; 
and on their arrival by steamer at Limerick, they were furnished with money 
(145. 6d.) for their travelling expenses. They then made them way to Cashel 
Union, where, being destitute, they were admitted to the Workhouse. Accord- 
ing to the paupers’ statement they were not legally removable, having resided in 
the parish of St. Marylebone for a period of twenty-three years without inter- 
ruption.

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10. Under warrant dated the 19th November, 1861, Peter M‘Farlane and his 
wife were removed from Altrincham, in the county of Chester. The warrant 
directs the removal of the parties to the port of Sligo (under the proviso to the 
2nd sec. of the 24 & 25 Vie. c. 76), the parties consenting, and having 
been absent from Ireland less than twelve months. The warrant does not direct 
the delivery of the parties at any Workhouse, and they were not brought to the 
Workhouse of Sligo Union. It is stated, however, that the person in charge of 
them called at the Sligo Workhouse to visit it, and mentioned that he had arrived 
with the parties named, who were to be removed to Blacklion, county Cavan, 
and on being told that a copy of the removal wax-rant had been received at Sligo 
Workhouse, he said it must have been sent in mistake, as he was insti-ucted to 
leave the persons in his charge at Blacklion ; but, that as they objected to be 
taken to their native place in charge of a Poor Law Officer, he would allow them 
to pi-oceed alone. Nothing further has been heard of the parties. 

11. By warrant dated the 22nd Novembei-, 1861, John Began, his wife, and 
one child, are directed to be removed fx-om the parish of St. Mary’s, Cardiff, to 
Caharagh. The wax-rant is not addressed to any Union in Ireland, nor is axxy 
Irish Union named in the wax-rant, which merely directs that the paupers be 
conveyed to Cahax-agh, and delivered at the Workhouse of the Union containing 
the port of or xxearest to Caharagh. A copy of the wax-rant has been received by 
the Board of Guardians of Skibbex-een Union, but the paupers have not arrived, 
nor have they, so far as the Commissioners are aware, been delivered at the 
Workhouse of any Unioxx in Irelaixd. 

12. Under wax-rant dated 25th Noveixxber, 1861, William Swaine, his wife, 
and one child, were removed from Bradford Union to Abbeyleix. The warrant 
directs the delivex-y of the paupers at the Workhouse of Watex-ford Union, that 
being the Port Union; but the English Removixxg Officer appeax-s to have taken 
them on to the Workhouse of Abbeyleix Unioxx, the Unioxx containing the place 
of ultimate destination. 

13. By warraxxt dated 26th November, 1861, Ann Flanagan (a married 
woman, deserted by her husband), and two children, are directed to be removed 
from Leeds to “ the place of birth, in Ireland, of the said Anxx Flanagan, in 
the Union of Roscommon, to be delivered to the Wox-khouse of the said Union, 
containing the port of or nearest to the place of the said paupers’ destination.” 
The place of birth is described in the warrant as “in or near a towxx or place 
called Tireragh, in the couxxty of Sligo, in Ireland, about txveixty miles from the 
town of Sligo, in the Unioxx of Roscommon.” No part of Tix-eragh is within 
Roscommon Union, and the neax-est point of Roscommon Union to the town of 
Sligo, is very much ixxore than twenty miles distant. There is no ground there- 
fore for removing these paupers to Roscommon Union. They have xxot yet 
arrived. 

14. By warrant dated the 27tlx November, 1861, Johxx Sullivan is dix-ected to 
be removed from Poplar “ to the pax-ish of Kilmoe, and to be delivered at the 
Workhouse of the Slcibbereexx Union, in the county of Cox-k, in Ireland, such 
Union containing the port of Cork, being the neax-est to the said Union.” 
Skibbereen Union does not contain the port of Cork, and the parish of Kilmoe 
is in Skull Union, not in Skibbex-een. This latter fact was pointed out to the 
Poplar Board of Guardians, immediately oxx receipt of the copy of the warrant ; 
and shortly afterwards another copy of the same warrant, with the word “ Skib- 
bereen,” whex-ever it occurred, obliterated, and the word “Skull” substituted, 
was received by the Skull Board of Guardians; froixx which it would appear that 
the English Poor Law authorities have taken upon themselves to make a material 
alteration in the warrant after signature by the Magistrate. The pauper has 
not arrived either at Skull or Skibbereen. 

15. Under warx-ant dated 28th Novexxxber, 1861, Denis Sullivan was removed 
from Plymouth to Bantry Unioxx. The wax-rant dix-ects the pauper to be deli- 
vered at the Wox-khouse of Bantry Union, which is the Union containing the 
place of ultimate destination, but is described in the warrant as containing the 
port of Cork. The pauper was not delivex-ed by the English axxthox-ities at any 
Workhouse ixx Ireland, but applied voluntarily at the Workhouse of Cox-k Union, 
producing a copy of the warrant, when he was admitted to the Wox-khouse, and 
forwarded, ixx chax-ge of an officer of the Cox-k Board of Guardians, to the Wox-k- 
house of Bantry Uixion. 
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16. Under warrant dated the 26th November, 1861, Anne Smith and one 
child, were removed from Leeds to Oldcastle. The warrant directs the delivery 
of the paupers at the Workhouse of the Union containing the port of or nearest 
to the place of their destination. They were not, however, delivered at the Port 
Union, but were taken by the English removing officer to the Workhouse of 
Oldcastle Union, that Union containing the piace of ultimate destination. 

17. By warrant dated 27th November, 1861, Ellen Quinlan (a married wo- 
man), and two children, are directed to be removed from the parish of St. 
George’s in the East, London, to Cork. They have not been delivered at the 
Cork Workhouse. 

18. By warrant dated 2nd December, 1861, Margaret Quin (a married wo- 
man, deserted by her husband), and one child, are directed to be removed from 
Warrington to Killerin, in Tuam Union, and to be delivered at the Workhouse 
of Tuam Union, in the county of Galway, which is described as containing the 
port of Limerick. The paupers have not arrived. 

19. By warrant dated 2nd December, 1861, Catherine M‘GifF is directed to 
be removed from Warrington to Kilbannon, in Tuam Union, to be delivered at 
the Workhouse of that Union, which is described as containing the port of 
Limerick. The pauper has not arrived. 

20. Under warrant dated 3rd December, 1861, Winifred Ryan was removed 
from the Holborn Union. The warrant directs that the pauper be conveyed to 
the village of New Inn, near Cashel, in the county of Tipperary, to be delivered 
at the Workhouse of Waterford Union, Waterford being the nearest port. She 
was, however, sent to Cork instead of Waterford, as directed by the order, and 
thence by railway to Cahir station, eight miles from the Workhouse of Cashel 
Union. She was not accompanied by any officer, and was not “ delivered” at 
any Workhouse, and she was sent from London to Cork as a deck passenger. 

21. By warrant dated the 4th December, 1861, John Connor, his wife, and 
five children, were directed to be removed from Poplar to the parish of Rattoo, 
in Listowel Union, to be delivered at the Workhouse of that Union, which is 
stated to contain the port of Limerick. The paupers have not arrived at Lis- 
towel Workhouse. 

22. By warrant dated the 9th December, 1861, John Glyn, his wife, and two 
children, were directed to be removed from Plymouth to Liscannor, in the Ennis- 
tymon Union, to be delivered at the Workhouse of that Union, which is described 
as containing the port of Limerick. The paupers, however, were not removed 
by the English authorities to either Limerick or Ennistymon, but were sent, 
unaccompanied by any officer, and as deck passengers, to Cork, where they ap- 
plied for relief, and were admitted to the Workhouse, and were subsequently 
forwarded, in charge of an officer of the Union, to Ennistymon. 

23. Under warrant dated the 10th December, 1861, Eliza Madden and three 
children were removed from the Northwich Union to the North Dublin Union. 
Eliza Madden is stated to have been born in the county of Galway, and is di- 
rected to be removed to the North Dublin Union, as the place which, in the 
judgment of the Justices granting the warrant, is most convenient, they not being 
able to ascertain her place of birth. It does not, however, appear that they made 
any attempt (as they were bound to do under the proviso to the second section 
of the Act), to ascertain her last place of residence for three years in Ireland. 

24. Under warrant dated 10th December, 1861, Mary Ann Reynolds and five 
children were ordered to be removed from Northwich Union to Mountmelick 
Union, to be delivered at the Workhouse of North Dublin Union. The paupers 
were sent as deck passengers, and were not delivered at the Workhouse of North 
Dublin Union, but were taken on to Mountmelick by the English removing 
officer. The father of the pauper in this case was an Englishman, and her husband 
an Englishman. She had lived with him in Northwich for fifteen years, and all 
her children were born there, and she only became chargeable on his conviction 
and imprisonment for being concerned in the manufacture of base coin. 

25. By warrant dated 10th December, 1861, Catherine Kineavy was ordered 
to be removed from the parish of St. James, Westminster, to Moycullen, in the 
county of Galwa}', to be delivered at the Workhouse of Galway Union. She 
was, however, sent from London to Dublin by steamer, unaccompanied by any 
officer, and, on landing, the steward gave her nine shillings to take her on to 
Galway. She did not proceed to Galway, but remained in Dublin ; and, when 
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the money was spent, applied for, and obtained admission at the South Dublin 
Workhouse. 

26. By warrant dated the 10th December, 1861, Ellen Guy was directed to 
be removed from the parish of St. Marylebone to Ireland. The warrant is 
directed to the Guardians of Naas Union, but does not direct the removal of the 
pauper to any particular Union or place in Ireland, nor does it name any port in 
Ireland. The pauper was sent as a deck passenger by steamer from London to 
Dublin, unaccompanied by any officer. On arriving in Dublin she attempted to 
obtain employment, but, failing, applied for relief in the South Dublin Union, 
and was admitted to the Workhouse. 

27. Under warrant dated 1 1th December, 1861, Mary Murphy was removed 
from Poplar. The warrant directs that the pauper be delivered at the Work- 
house of Listowel Union (which contains the place of ultimate destination), and 
describes that Union as containing the port of Limerick. The pauper was sent 
by steamer, unaccompanied by any officer, to Limerick, where five shillings was 
given to her, and she proceeded by steamer to Tralee, and walked from thence 
to Listowel. 

28. Under warrant dated the 1 1th December, 1861, Jeremiah Killard and wife 
•were directed to be removed from the parish of St. Martin’s-in-the-fields to 
Macroom. The paupers were sent from London as deck passengers, unaccom- 
panied by any officer. No copy of the warrant was sent to the Macroom Board, 
but a copy was handed to the Clerk by the pauper on applying for relief which • 
was more than a fortnight after their arrival in Ireland, they having subsisted in 
the meantime by pawning their clothes. According to the paupers’ statement, 
they were not removable, having resided continuously more than ten years in 
the parish of St. Martin’s-in-the-fields when they became chargeable. 

29. Under warrant dated the 14th December, 1861, Mary Cunningham was 
removed from the West Derby Union to Mullingar. The warrant omits all 
reference to the Port Union, and directs the delivery of the pauper at the Work- 
house of Mullingar Union (which contains the place of ultimate destination), and 
she was accordingly delivered at the Workhouse of that Union by the English 
Removing Officer. She was sent from England as a deck passenger. 

30. By warrant dated the 14th December, 1861, James Sullivan is ordered to 
be removed from the parish of St. Mary’s, Cardiff, to Drummond (which is in the 
Caherciveen Union), to be delivered at the Workhouse of the Union containing 
the port of or nearest to Drummond. The warrant is not addressed to any 
Union in Ireland, and the pauper has not arrived at Caherciveen Union. 

31. By warrant dated the 14th December, 1861, Humphrey Lynch is ordered 
to be removed from the parish of St. Mary’s, Cardiff, to Kilnamanagh (which is 
in Castletown Union), to be delivered at the Workhouse of the Union of or 
nearest to Kilnamanagh. The warrant is not addressed to any Union in Ireland, 
and the pauper has not arrived at Castletown Union. 

32. By warrant dated 14th December, 1861, Daniel Sullivan and two children 
are directed to be removed from the parish of St. Mary, Cardiff, to Waterford, 
to be delivered at the Workhouse of Waterford Union, the Justices being unable 
to ascertain his place of birth, and the port of Waterford appearing the most 
convenient under the circumstances. The paupers were sent by steamer to Cork 
and not to Waterford as directed by the order. They were not accompanied by 
any officer, but applied voluntarily at the Workhouse. 

33. Under warrant dated the 17th December, 1861, Francis M‘Nieve was re- 

moved from Altrincham Union to the Strokestown Union, in the county of Ros- 
common. The warrant is directed both to the Guardians of the Strokestown 
Union and to the Guardians of North Dublin Union, and contains a direction to 
the Guardians of the latter Union to remove the pauper to Strokestown, although 
the removal of a pauper, who has been delivered at the Port Union under a war- 
rant of removal from England to the place of ultimate destination, is, according 
the fifth section of the Act, to take place or not as the Guardians of the Port 
Union see fit. ^ . __ _ , . , , , . 

34. Under warrant dated 18th December, 1861, Catherine Walsh (stated in 
the warrant to be of the reputed age of seventeen years), was removed from the 
Stockport Union to Kilkenny. The warrant makes no reference to the Port 
Union, and the pauper was taken to Kilkenny Workhouse by the English 
Removing Officer. 
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35. By warrant dated 19th. December, 1861, Mary Connell is directed to be 
removed from Plymouth to Kingstown, to be delivered at the Workhouse of 
Rathdown Union, which is stated to contain the port of Dublin. The pauper 
has not arrived. 

36. Under warrant dated 20th December, 1861, Mary Sweeny was removed 
from the parish of St. Mary’s, Cardiff, to Cork. The warrant is not addressed 
to any Union in Ireland. 

37. By warrant dated 20th December, 1861, Jeremiah Brian is directed to be 
removed from the parish of St. Mary, Cardiff, to Callan, to be delivered at the 
Workhouse of the Union containing the port of or nearest to Callan. The 
warrant is not addressed to any Union in Ireland. The pauper has not yet 
arrived at Callan. 

38. By warrant dated the 20th December, 1861, John Moran is directed to 
be removed from the parish of St. Mary, Cardiff, to Portdeneen in the county of 
Kerry. Portdeneen is in Caherciveen Union, but the warrant is not addressed 
to the Guardians of that Union or any other Union in Ireland. The pauper has 
not arrived at Caherciveen. 

39. Under warrant dated 20th December, 1861 , Thomas Whelan was directed 
to be removed from the Cardiff Union to Dungarvan, to be delivered at the 
Workhouse of the Union containing the port of or nearest to Dungarvan. The 
warrant is not addressed to any Union in Ireland. 

40. By warrant dated 30th December, 1861, Mary Keely was directed to be 
removed from the borough of Plymouth to the parish of Kilmeague, to be de- 
livered at the Naas Union, which is stated in the warrant to contain the port of 
Dublin. The pauper was sent by steamer from London to Dublin, and applied 
for relief in South Dublin Union, when she was admitted to the Workhouse. 

41. Under warrant dated December, 1861, Anne Murphy and one child were 
removed from Whitechapel Union. The warrant directs the delivery of the 
paupers at the Workhouse of Lismore Union, which Union is stated to contain 
the port of W aterford. The pauper was sent from London by steamer, and, 
though far advanced in pregnancy, she and her child were sent as deck passen- 
gers. She was not delivered at any Workhouse in Ireland, but on landing at 
Waterford, the captain of the steamer gave her ten shillings. No copy of the 
warrant appears to have been forwarded to the Lismore Board of Guardians, 
the only copy received by them being that presented by the pauper when apply- 
ing for admission at the Workhouse, which is neither signed nor dated. 

42. Without warrant, so far as appears by any information available to the 
Commissioners, James Mahoney (a native of Iniscarra), his wife, and two children, 
were brought by an English Removing Officer from Cardiff Union to Cork Work- 
house. They, however, refused to remain, and proceeded home. 

43. Without warrant, so far as appears, J ames Navin was removed from Man- 
chester to Claremorris. The pauper states that he was taken from Manchester 
to Liverpool by rail by the Removing Officer, and put on board a steamer for 
Dublin, on the 1st November. On arriving in Dublin, the cook of the steamer 
(in pursuance of a request made by the Removing Officer in Liverpool), took him 
to the railway, and paid his fare to Ballyhaunis. lie remained three weeks with 
some relations near Claremorris, and was then obliged to apply for admission to 
the Workhouse. He was not able to give the authorities in England any infor- 
mation respecting the place of his birth or residence in Ireland, except that it 
was the county of Mayo, and that he had heard his mother speak of the town of 
Castlebar. He left Ireland at four years of age, and was not fourteen at the 
time of his removal. 

44. Without warrant, so far as appears, Patrick Farrell was removed from 
Liverpool to Dublin. He states that he went to the night asylum attached to 
the Brownlow Hill Workhouse in Liverpool, and, at his own request, was taken 
before a committee, and requested to be sent to Ireland. He was then taken 
before the magistrates, and sworn as to his previous residence, and was after- 
wards taken by an officer of the institution to the quay. The officer gave him 
a loaf of bread, sixpence, and a ticket for the steamer to Dublin. No warrant 
was given him, nor was he accompanied by any officer on board the steamer. 

45. Without warrant, so far as appears, John M‘Mahon, a native of Ennis, 
was removed from Liverpool to Cork (Limerick being the proper port for Ennis). 
He states that the Guardians ordered the Relieving Officer to pay his fare, among 
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several others, to Cork ; that he was brought before a magistrate on Wednesday 
the 11th December, and sent away from Liverpool on the following day. No 
officer accompanied him, nor was a warrant given to any person for his trans- 
mission. The master of Liverpool Workhouse gave him two shillings and six- 
pence the day he was taken before the magistrates, and an officer placed him on 
board the steamer, and paid his fare to Cork. 

4 G. Without warrant, so far as appears, Mary Kavanagh was removed from 
Prestwich, in Lancashire, to Dublin. She was taken before the Magistrates at 
Prestwich, and examined as to her residence, and was then taken to Liverpool 
and put on board the steamer for Dublin. No warrant was given to her, nor 
has any been received by the South Dublin Board. She was not accompanied by 
any Officer, and was sent as a deck passenger. On arriving in Dublin she endea- 
voured to find her friends, but could not. She lived for some time by selling 
her clothes, and then applied for relief in South Dublin Union, and was admitted 
to the Workhouse. She was born in Carlow. 

The Commissioners have thus laid before his Excellency, with the same view as 
that stated in them letter of the 30tli November, all the cases of removal which 
have since come to their knowledge, up to the date of the last dated warrant set 
forth in this letter. 

The total number of cases now reported is forty-six, and the number of 
persons included ninety-eight, which, added to the number previously reported, 
makes seventy-five cases, including 165 persons. 

It will be observed that the more serious irregularities noticed, occur in. the 
cases of removal from Parishes or Unions in the London Metropolitan District ; 
inasmuch as those provisions of the recent Act which were intended to secure 
a proper custody and delivery of the pauper in Ireland, and to prevent women 
and children being sent by deck passage during the winter season, appear in 
that district to be almost uniformly neglected. 

It is worthy also of remark, that no case of removal under warrant appears to 
have come from Liverpool, although before the recent Act a large proportion of 
the removals to Ireland were from that parish to the port of Dublin. 

It would appear from several cases which have transpired, and are noted 
above, as if a practice of removal without warrant were in existence at Liverpool 
in reference to persons wishing to obtain a free passage to Ireland, and seeking 
relief at Liverpool possibly for the purpose. In the cases which have transpired 
there appears to have been a proceeding before Justices or a Stipendiary. Magis- 
trate, conducted by a Parochial Officer, whether terminating in any judicial act 
is unknown, no copy of any warrant having been seen in Ireland ; but the pauper 
has been taken by the Officer to a steamer, and his fare paid to Cork or Dublin, 
as the case may be. 

To what extent this practice may have been carried cannot be judged from 
the few cases in which the paupers, after being so removed, have applied for 
relief in the Union containing the port at which they were landed, and have 
given an account of the mode in which their removal to Ireland was effected ; 
but the Commissioners apprehend that the practice itself is not justified by law, 
and that the Poor-rates in England cannot be legally expended in the way de- 
scribed. 

In their letter of the 30th November last, the Commissioners drew attention 
to the desire shown by the authorities of the populous Unions and Parishes in 
the north of England to adopt the practice of conveying the pauper to the final 
place of destination in Ireland, instead of delivering him at the Workhouse of 
the nearest Port Union as required by the Act. of Parliament : and that the 
course so desired to be taken, though not recognised by law, would be far more 
convenient to the administration of the Poor Law in Ireland. 

Several additional instances of this tendency occur among the cases above 
enumerated. The most remarkable cases are tAvo which have so recently oc- 
curred that the orders of removal are not yet reported to the Commissioners 
from the Unions to which they relate. An officer from Leeds came over to 
Dublin wit hin the last few days with two paupers in custody, one of whom he 
conveyed to Ballina, and the other to Belmullet, an extreme point on the coast 
of the county of Mayo, thus performing the longest and most difficult journey 
which could be taken in Ireland by any person st arting from Dublin. 

This mode of proceeding, the Officer stated, Avas one which the Leeds authori- 
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ties preferred to the delivering of the paupers at the Workhouse of a Dublin 
Union, for the Dublin Guardians to remove onwards to the place of final desti- 
nation at the expense of the Leeds Union. The strictly right course under the 
Act would have been for the Officer to have gone by steamer to Sligo instead of 
Dublin ; thus incurring considerably more delay and a far longer sea voyage. 

On the 8th. instant the Guardians of North Dublin Union passed the fol- 
lowing resolution : — 

“ That the Board of Guardians beg to draw the attention of the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners to the practice of Magistrates Boards in England, who, in removing paupers to 
the port of Dublin, usually name the North Dublin Union, whereas it would appear 
equitable that the South Union should, at least, be named as often as the North.” 



In reply the Commissioners informed the Guardians that they would make 
known the suggestion to the Government in their next communication on the 
subject of removals of Irish-born subjects from England ; but they stated at the 
same time their opinion that the Union containing the place at which the pauper 
was landed, would be rightly considered to be the Union containing the port 

The Commissioners believe that in this and their preceding Report all war- 
rants executed since the passing of the Act to the close of the year 1861 are 
comprised. 

The number of such removals is now fast increasing, and there are a consider- 
able number which were effected in the present month of January, but which 
are necessarily kept over for a future Report. 

The Commissioners, in conclusion, earnestly request the attention of Her 
Majesty’s Government to a subject which they fear may shortly become one of 
greatly increased importance.

Letter from the Poor Law Board in England enclosed in the foregoing. 

Poor Law Board, Whitehall, S.W. 

S 1R » January 22, 1862. 

I am directed by the Poor Law Board to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 2l.st ultimo, and the documents which 'you therewith forwarded to 
them by direction of Secretary. Sir George Grey, relative to the operation of 
the recent Statute 24 & 25 Vic. c. 76, with regard to the r em oval of poor 
persons from England to Ireland. 

The Board direct me to state, that they have carefully perused the several 
documents which were forwarded with your letter, and that they regret to per- 
ceive that in many of the cases adverted to, great irregularities have occurred 
in the proceedings of the Justices, and of the Boards of Guardians in England 
in regard to the removal of poor persons to Ireland. 
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It would not be within the province of the Poor Law Board to express any 
opinion upon the conduct of the Justices, with regard to the irregularity of their 
proceedings in such cases ; but as the Guardians of the several Unions in England 
have not yet become fully aware of the requn-ements of the new Statute, the 
Board propose shortly to issue a circular letter to Boards of Guardians, m which 
they will point out the new provisions of the law with regard to Irish removals, 
and the course which ought to be adopted in effecting the removal of the Irish 
poor who have not acquired settlements m England, and are removable to 

The Board believe that one of the chief difficulties which have occurred to 
Boards of Guardians in England, in carrying out the law, is the difficulty oi 
ascertaining the situation of the places in Ireland to which the paupers ought to 
be removed. This difficulty will probably continue under the present state ot 
the law, and the Board can only hope that the cases m which the paupers are 

sent to the wrong place will not be very numerous. , , 

With regard to the violation of the provision m the 6th section of the 24 ik 25 
Vic c 76 the Board trust that such violations will be of unfrequent occurrence, ii, 
however, contrary to the Board’s expectations, they should become frequent, they 
think it would become necessary to consider whether an Act should not be passed 
imposing a penalty, recoverable on summary conviction, upon persons who may 
be proved guilty of infringing the Statute. re 

In conclusion, the Board direct me to state, that though a certain number of 
cases of irregular removals to Ireland have been brought under their notice in 
the documents which were transmitted with your letter, they do not find .that 
any complaint has arisen in regard to Irish removals from the parish of Liver- 
pool, from which parish the Board believe the largest number of Irish paupers

Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
February 15, 1862. 

'The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland are desirous of submitting to the consideration of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant the following additional remarks m relation to the letter -from 
the English Poor Law Board, dated the 22nd ultimo, a copy of which was for- 
warded 8 to the Commissioners with your letter of the 27th ultimo. In that 
Kter the possibility is alluded to of further legislation taking place on the sub- 
S. of removals from England to Ireland ; and the Commissioners therefore think 
J it their duty now to point out in what respects they believe, from the experience 
which they have had, the law of removal from England to Ireland may be greatly 
improved; and its administration freed from many difficulties now attending it, 
Xut interfering with any of the mam provisions by which the liability to 

X™Ver to d Xfmore clearly the Commissioners will first mention a series 
of opinions from the Attorney-General and Sokcrtor-General for Ireland, which 
they nave obtained for their own guidance on doubtful questions arising under 

+Tip rprent Act m 1 1 ' cl tin cl . . . . 

The Commissioners doubted in the first mstance.whetlier, inasmuch as service 
of the warrant on the Guardians of the Port Union is not provided/or by the 
Act the custody of the pauper, commencing under a process which is penal in 
Bs origin and nature (see Statute 59 Geo. III., c. 12, s. 33), could be transferred 
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to the. Guardians so as to enable them to detain and remove'the pauper by force. 
On this and other points the Commissioners submitted queries to the Attorney- 
General and Solicitor- General, and received their joint opinion as follows: 



“ 1st. On the delivery of a person removed 
tinder the Warrant from England at the 
Workhouse of the Port Union, that Union not 
containing the place of ultimate destination, 
will it be lawful for the Guardians of the 
Union, or their Officers, to detain such per- 
son against his will for the purpose of re- 
moving him to the place of ultimate desti- 
nation ?” 

“ 2nd. Can such removal to the place of 
ultimate destination be made compulsorily ? 
and if so, what means of compulsion should 
be used if the pauper is unwilling to go, 
and offers resistance ?” 

“3rd. In removing a pauper from the 
Port Union to the place of ultimate desti- 
nation, must he be delivered at the Work- 
house of the Union containing the latter 
place? and will his delivery there exonerate 
the Removing Officer from further respon- 
sibility regarding him, whether he is admit- 
ted into the Workhouse or not?” 

“ 4th. As the Act does not provide for 
the transmission of any copy of the war- 
rant to the Guardians of the Port Union 
when not containing the place of ultimate 
destination, will the possession of a copy in 
some accidental manner, as obtaining it 
from the English Removing Officer, or from 
the pauper himself, be a sufficient authority 
to the Guardians of the Port Union and 
their Officers to act under the provisions of 
the 5th section ?” 



“We think the right of detention neces- 
sarily incident to the duty of removal, and 
that the Guardians may lawfully detain the 
Pauper for the purpose of removing him. 



“We think it can ; and that the Officers 
of the Union will be warranted in enforcing 
the removal.” 



“We think he should be delivered at the 
Workhouse, and that the Removing Officer 
fulfils his duty in making that delivery.” 



“We think that the Guardians of the 
Port Union should require to see the ori- 
ginal warrant before they act under the 
provisions of the 5th section.” 



Subsequently to the receipt of this opinion some cases of removal from Eng- 
land occurred, in which the Commissioners felt it necessary to obtain further 
advice from the Attorney- General and Solicitor- General before issuing the cer- 
tificate which is required under the fifth section of the Act to enable the Guar- 
dians of the Port Union to claim from the English Removing Union the cost of 
conveying the paupers from the Port Union to the place of ultimate destination. 
In two of these cases the paupers had been removed from the Plymouth Union, in 
England, unaccompanied by any officer, and were not delivered at the Workhouse 
of the Port Union (which in one case was Cork Union, and in the other Water- 
ford Union), but were merely landed on the quays, and there left at liberty to 
go where they pleased. They, however, voluntarily applied for relief in the 
Workhouse, and were in due course removed to their place of ultimate destina- 
tion, which was indicated in each case by a copy of the warrant in possession 
of the pauper when applying for relief. On this state of facts the Commis- 
sioners submitted the following queries to the Attorney- General and Solicitor- 
General: — 

“1. Are the Guardians of the Port Uniou authorized in such cases as those above 
described, to remove the Pauper to the Union containing the place of ultimate destination ? 

“2. Will the Commissioners be justified under such circumstances in granting a Certi- 
ficate under the 5th section of the Act.” 

The following opinion was given in reply : — 

“We are of opinion that the persons charged with the execution of the Warrants did not 
discharge the duty imposed upon them. They should have accompanied the Pauper to 
the port of Cork or Waterford, and there have delivered him to the Workhouse of that 
port; and the putting him on board a steamer bound for Cork or Waterford, with a copy of 
the warrant in his pocket, was not a compliance with the Act. We think the attention of 
the proper authorities in England should be called to the subject. But though this would 
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have been the regular and proper course, as pointed out by us in our former opinion, we 
think that in the case of the two persons referred to the Guardians were authorized to 
remove them to the Union containing the ultimate place of destination. 

“We think that the Commissioners should grant a Certificate under the 5th section ot 
the Act.” 



Subsequently, another case of removal from Plymouth came under the notice 
of the Commissioners, in which, besides similar irregularities to those above 
described, the further irregularity occurred of sending the paupers to a port dif- 
ferent to that indicated in the Warrant. The fourth section of the Act requires 
that the pauper shall be delivered at the Workhouse of the Union containing 
the port of or nearest to the place of the pauper’s ultimate destination. In the 
case in question the place of ultimate destination was Liscannor m the Ennis- 
tymon Union, and the nearest port to that place is Limerick; and the Warrant 
accordingly indicated Limerick as the port. The paupers were, however, sent 
by steamer, unaccompanied by any officer, to Cork, at the W orkhouse of which 
Union they applied for relief, and from whence they were removed by the Board 
of Guardians to Ennistymon. On this state of facts the Commissioners again 
sought the advice of the Attorney and Solicitor General, and received the fol- 
lowing opinion : — 

“We are of opinion, that although the proceedings of the Poor Law Authorities in Eng- 
land have been very irregular, yet the Commissioners may give a Certificate of the expenses 
incurred; but we think that steps should be taken to bring under the notice of the proper 
authorities in England these repeated violations of the provisions of a Statute which ought 
to be strictly complied with.” 

The result of these several cases, and opinions is that a person removed by 
warrant from England to Ireland may be detained in custody, and again 
removed forcibly by a Board of Guardians in Ireland to which that warrant has 
not been addressed, and in which no delivery of the person removed under such 
warrant has been made, as required by the Act ; and this is held to extend to 
persons bringing with them their own removal warrants after a cessation of all 
custody under the warrant, and also to persons applying for relief in a Union 
different from that which has been named in the Warrant as the Union at the 
Workhouse of which the pauper was to be delivered. . 

This Act, so inteipreted, appears to have created within Ireland a law of 
removal applicable in all Unions to a certain class of Irish paupers, viz., those 
removed at any previous time from England to Ireland by warrant, however 
irregularly framed and illegally executed. For example, a person directed to be 
removed from Plymouth to Ennistymon, and to be delivered at the Workhouse 
of that Union, is landed without custody on the quays of Cork. Such a person 
afterwards seeking relief in Cork Workhouse is liable to be removed from Cork, 
by the sole authority of the Cork Board of Guardians, to Ennistymon. The 
possession of such power of removal by Boards of Guardians in Ireland, is quite 
repugnant to the spirit of the Irish Poor Law, the Guardians of Umons havmg 
beenliable previously to indictment for removing paupers, with whose relief they 
are chargeable, to other Unions. 

In the opinion of the Commissioners it is a matter for regret that a system ot 
removing paupers from Union to Union in Ireland, has thus been introduced by 
Statute; and a departure thus commenced from that well-devised state of the law 
by which chargeability is finally and conclusively fixed on the place in which 
destitution is relieved. . . 

This evil consequence has entirely resulted from that provision ot the recent 
Act which requires the pauper to be delivered at the Workhouse of the Port 
Union nearest to the place of ultimate destination, and permits the Guardians 
of the Port Union to relieve themselves from the burthen of maintaining the 
pauper by removing him to such place of destination. 

This unnecessary complication ot the process of removal, not only is produc- 
tive of much inconvenience, and is of very bad example and precedent in Ireland, 
bot is shown by experience to be distasteful to the parochial and Union autho- 
rities in England, who are found to prefer the simple course of removing the 
pauper at once to the place of ultimate destination, and do not hesitate (in cases 
where the removal is regular in other respects) to adopt that course although 
not recognised by law. Under the law as it stands, a person removed from 
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Lancashire, Cheshire, or the West Riding of Yorkshire, to the north-western, 
western, or south-western parts of Ireland, ought to be conveyed by lonff-sea 
voyage to the ports of Londonderry, Sligo, Galway, Limerick, or Cork, as the 
case might be, whereas the convenient and short mode from the English counties 
mentioned is through Liverpool to Dublin, and from Dublin by railway, to any 
part of the western districts of Ireland. It is not a matter of surprise, therefore, 
that Officers charged with the custody of paupers, and whose time is, no doubt, 
ot value, should be directed by their several Boards to proceed by the short and 
direct route, and take the pauper to his place of destination at once, instead of 
sailing half round Ireland to deliver him at the Workhouse of the nearest port. 
In any alteration, therefore, of the law which may be contemplated, the Com- 
missioners earnestly, recommend that the removing authorities in England be 
permitted and required to remove paupers under warrant to the ultimate place 
ot destination, as they are required to do in regard to paupers removed from one 
extreme point of England to another. 

The provision complained of was, as the Commissioners believe, adopted at 
the urgent instance of the parochial authorities of Liverpool ; but it is a reniark- 
able circumstance, dwelt on in a previous letter of the Commissioners, of the 
date 29th January last, that the parish of Liverpool has not in a single instance 
a ™J ecl ? f tbe provision in question since the passing of the recent Act. 

Ihe following extracts from the previous letters of the Commissioners, of 
the respective dates 30th November, 1861, and 29th January, 1862, exhibit the 
tendency above mentioned of the other large towns in the Lancashire, Cheshire 
and VV est Riding District, where the bulk of Irish-born subjects in England 
reside, and alsq of the authorities at Birmingham and other places to adopt the 
natural course of removing the pauper direct to the place of destination.

• “ cases ol Heming, Barry, anti Donoghue (removed from Cardiff), the paupers 
instead of being delivered at the -Workhouse of the Port Union, viz., Cork, were brought 
by the Removing Offlcer to Bantry, Bandon, and Skibbereen respectively.

“Under warrant, dated the 14th December, 1861, Mary Cunningham was removed 
from the West Derby Union to Mullingar. The warrant omits all reference to the Port 
Union, and directs the delivery of the pauper at the Workhouse of Mffilmgar Union (which 
contains the place of ultimate destination), and she was accordingly delivered at the Work- 
house of that Union by the English Removing Officer.” 

******* 

“Under warrant, dated 18th December, 1861, Catherine Walsh (stated in the warrant 
to be of the reputed age of seventeen years), was removed from the Stockport Union to 
Kilkenny. The warrant makes no reference to the Port Union, and the pauper was taken 
to Kilkenny Workhouse by the English Removing Officer.” 



“ An officer from Leeds came over to Dublin within the last few days with two paupers 
in custody, one of whom he conveyed to Ballina, and the other to Belmullet, an extreme 
point on the coast of the county Mayo, thus performing the longest and most difficult 
journey which could be taken in Ireland by any person starting from Dublin. 

“This mode of proceeding, the officer stated, was one which the Leeds authorities pre- 
ferred to the delivery of the pauper at the Workhouse of a Dublin Umon, for the Dublin 
Guardians to remove onwards to the place of final destination at the expense of the Leeds 
Union The strictly right course under the Act would have been for the officei to have 
gone by steamer to Sligo instead of Dublin ; thus incurring considerably more delay, and 
a far longer sea voyage." 

The Commissioners trust that these facts may induce a reconsideration of the 
present provisions of the Removal Law, and lead to an amendment in the point 
above stated, and thus remove from Ireland the commencement of a Law of 
Removal, which, in this country, has been regarded with apprehension and dis- 
like by nearly all parties concerned in the administration of the Boor Law Acts, 
and which has been found, after sufficient experience, to be productive of much 
difficulty and inconvenience.

suffering from want of food, as he refused potatoes, and exhibited some 
bread from his wallet. Lastly, there is the evidence of the girl who gave 
him the milk, which proves his suffering state of health, and seems to in< i- 
cate, in the foolish reply to her question about the Workhouse, a mind 

™To nm C \t b see°ms perfectly clear that the deceased was a worn-out bepgfiiv 
man suffering probably from severe dysentery or other disease, with a 
mind and body equally enfeebled, whose death was hastened by exposure 
to cold on the night of the 10th, wdiich he wanted energy to guard lumself 
from No one, in the slightest degree acquainted with the habits of the 
people of this country, could believe that a man need die from exposui e to 
raid on the high road between Ennis and Limerick There is not a cottage 
he passes on the road where he would not he cheerfully admitted to steltei 
for the n!ght-not a family meeting for their evening meal who would not 
willingly share it with tile houseless beggar. This poor cieatuie, whether 
naturally deficient in intellect or weakened by sickness, was 
wanting in energy to claim relief in Clare, or to seek charity from the peo- 
ple of the place. He lay down on a heap of stones, and the cold actiu = on 
lqiq weakened system, brouglit on his death. . . 

I enclose the 3 evidence taken before the coroner, which is meagre in the 
extreme ■ and in the minutes of my inquiry you will find the examination 
of the Medical Officer, which I directed to the subject of his evidence bik 
fore the coroner. It is obvious that the post-mortem examination was veiy 
incomplete and by no means sufficiently exhaustive to warrant the finding 
as to the causes of death. Indeed, Mr. Green's statement to me seems to 
negative the probability of this death having resulted simply from starva- 
tionand exposure, and to attribute it more to the effect of exposure and 
want of suitable nourishment acting on a frame debilitated by disease and 
requiring special treatment.

Gentlemen, j . 

In reply to yours of the 26th inst., with its accompanying extract from 
the Western Star newspaper, containing a statement taken from the Galway 
Press relating to the alleged death from “ exposure and want of food of a 
’ -rnnn mined “ Mary Sullivan,” in a cabin m Oughterard, and le- 
IZt £g me to make inquby into the circumstances of the case, and report 
them to the Commissioners, especially in reference to the administration 
of relief in Oughterard Union, I have now the honour to lay before you 
the annexed statement received by me this day from the Relieving Officei 
of the district; and you will, I have no doubt, be surprised, and at the 
same time much gratified, to find that this poor woman’s death was not 
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caused by “ exposure and want of food,” but that she came by ber death 
from “ natural causes, or the visitation of God.” 

I have reason to believe that the newspaper paragraph was intended to 
reflect upon a certain member of the Oughterard Board of Guardians, he 
being the party to whom the “ near relative of the deceased had to give up 
his little farm, and emigrate to America.” 

As regards the mode in which the law for “ the relief of the poor ” is 
administered in the Oughterard Union, truth compels me to say, that the 
Guardians are not very liberal in their admissions to the Workhouse, but I 
am not in a position to refer to any instance where relief was refused by 
them to the really destitute. 

Should the Commissioners deem it necessary to cause any further inquiry 
to be made into the case of Mary Sullivan, they will please to notify same 
to me, and I shall proceed to Oughterard for that purpose.

Statement of Believing Officer, enclosed in foregoing Beport. 

I was applied to on belialf of the deceased Catherine Sullivan, on the 5th inst., and im- 
mediately visited the case, and filled up a ticket for her admission to the Workhouse, which 
I gave her. She stated she was unable to walk to the Workhouse. I then procured a car, 
which I brought to the door of the house where she was, and offered to carry her to the 
Workhouse. She then said she did not want to go, and would go to Gian, to visit her 
cousin, who lives there. I then left the ticket with her, and gave directions to the carman, 
Richard M‘Donogh, and the woman of the house, that if she should change her mind, and 
wish to go to the Workhouse, to have her conveyed there at once, which ticket I under- 
stand was found on her person after death. I was also informed by the woman of the 
house in which she died, that she had some bread, tea, and sugar, with two or three pence 
in coppers, in her possession when she died. She was a very old woman — apparently over 
eighty years of age. 

COPY OF THE VERDICT OF THE JURY. 

“We find that the deceased, Catherine Sullivan, came by her death from natural 
causes, or the visitation of God.”

No. 3 . — North Dublin U ; nion. — Case of Anne Hickey. 

Extract from Daily Express, dated November 30, 1861. 

Inquest. — Yesterday an inquest was held by Mr. White, at the Jervis-street Hospital, 
on the body of a woman named Anne Hickey, aged sixty years, who was found in an ex- 
hausted state in Mecklenburgh-street on the previous day. She was conveyed to the 
hospital, but, notwithstanding that eveiy thing she required was done for her, she expired 
shortly afterwards. The juxy found that the deceased died from the effects of want and 
cold.

2, Morehampton-terrace, Donnybrook, 
Gentlemen, December 6, 1861. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 219, 
M./61, of the 2nd inst., enclosing an extract from the Daily Express of 
Saturday, the 30th ult., herewith returned, relative to an inquest which 
was held at Jervis-street hospital on the previous day, on the body of a poor 
woman named Anne Hickey, who is stated to have been found in an 
exhausted state in Mecklenburgh-street, and brought to the hospital, where 
she expired shortly afterwards, the verdict of the coroner’s jury being, that 
she died from the effects of want and cold ; and I beg leave to report to 
you the following particulars of the case, which, in accordance with your 
instructions, I have obtained by inquiry at various places hereinafter men- 
tioned. I also transmit the accompanying copy of the proceedings before 

E 
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the Coroner, together with a letter received by me from Mr. Gilligan, one 
of the Relieving Officers of the North Dublin Union, on the subject in 
question. 

On inquiry at 88, Lower Mecklenburgh-street, I was informed by a shoe- 
maker named Henry Graham, and a woman named Jane Rooney, living in 
the house, that about nine o’clock, a.m., on the morning of Thursday, the 
28th ult., an old woman, named Anne Hickey, who was well known in the 
neighbourhood as an ordinary street beggar, was found sitting in the hall. 
She appeared to be very weak, and begged to be allowed to sit there until 
she had recovered herself. Graham states that he recommended her to go 
to an hospital, and offered to procure a conveyance for her, which she 
refused, saying that she would soon be better. Shortly afterwards she 
complained to a girl named Margaret Kavanagh, that she had a bad pain 
in her stomach, and producing some copper money, gave her two pence to 
procure for her half a glass of whisky, which she drank. About an hour 
afterwards Graham found her still lying in the hall, and as she was then 
unable to speak, he thought she was dying. A policeman (125 C), was im- 
mediately sent for, who, seeing the condition in which she was, procured a 
stretcher, and removed her to Jervis-street hospital, where she was admit- 
ted between eleven and twelve o’clock, a.m. Previously to her being placed 
on the stretcher, Graham and the policeman found five pence in coppers in 
one of her hands — a fact which does not appear to have been elicited at 
the inquest. 

At the Sackville-place police station I saw the record of her removal to 
hospital under the above-mentioned circumstances ; and was informed by 
the sergeant on duty that in cases of extreme destitution brought under 
the notice of the police of that division, it is their practice to immediately 
send notice to Mr. Gilligan, one of the Relieving Officers of the North 
Dublin Union, and that such notice was always promptly attended to. In 
the case of Anne Hickey, no such notice was given, nor any application 
made, by the police or by the inmates of the house in which she was found, 
to the Relieving Officer, it having been the general opinion of all who saw 
her on that morning, that she was dying, and that the best course to be 
adopted was to remove her without delay to an hospital. I also ascer- 
tained that no suggestion was made by any of the persons about her to 
make application at either of the North City Dispensaries for medical relief 
in her behalf. 

At Jervis-street hospital I was informed by Mr. Salmon, resident pupil, 
that when Anne Hickey was admitted on the morning of the 28th ult., she 
was pulseless and unable to speak ; and that, though at first she slightly 
rallied under the restoratives administered, she died in about three hours 
after her admission. At the inquest on the following day, no post-mortem 
examination of the body was made ; and the medical evidence, in accord- 
ance with which the Coroner’s jury returned their verdict — that Anne 
Hickey died from the effects of want and cold — seems to have rested on her 
debilitated state and destitute appearance when admitted. 

On further inquiries in the .locality where she appears to have been well 
known, I was informed by a woman named Tierney, living in a court at the 
back of Lower Mecklenburgh-street, that Anne Hickey’s husband, who had 
been a respectable tradesman, employed for many years in the cooperage 
department of the Custom House, died about three years ago ; that for 
several years previously she had been addicted to habits of intemperance; 
but that since his death she had “ regularly taken to drink,” and had ob- 
tained a precarious livelihood by begging through the streets by day. I 
was unable to ascertain whether she had any children or other relatives 
living. For a considerable period Mrs. Tierney allowed her to sleep in 
her room, but about nine or ten months ago she was obliged to discontinue 
that indulgence, in consequence of her always coming home at night “with 
drink upon her.” And it appears that since last January she has had no 
fixed place of abode, — sleeping sometimes in the Night Asylum, but more 
frequently in halls or archways, or on door-steps in sheltered situations. 
Notwithstanding this mode of life, she was never known to complain of 
sickness of any kind, or to have ever sought medical relief at any dispen- 
waiy. 
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Mrs. Tierney states tliat slie lias frequently advised her to apply for ad- 
mission to the Workhouse, but that she had always refused to do so; and 
that so recently as about a week before her death she had strongly urged 
her to avail herself of Workhouse relief, as the winter had set in, but with- 
out success. 

Mr. Gilligan, the Relieving Officer, in his letter of the 5th inst., annexed 
to this Report, states that he has carefully looked over the Registry and 
Application and Report Books, and cannot find that such a person as Anne 
Hickey had sought admission into the North Union Workhouse during the 
last twelve months. 

The foregoing particulars -would appear to lead to the conclusion that no 
application was made by Anne Iiickey, or any other person in her behalf, 
for relief under either the Poor Laws or the Medical Charities Act.

No. 4 . — Youghal Union. — Case of John Kelly. 

Extract from Freeman's Journal of 4th December, 1861. 

Death from Starvation. — (From our Correspondent). 

Youghal, Dec. 2 — Henry Barry, Esq., Coroner, held an inquest on the body of John 
Kelly, on the 30th ult., who died in this town from the want of clothing and food. De- 
ceased, who lived with his family, though in great distress, never made application for 
relief to the Relieving Officer. 

Copy of Depositions taken at Youghal, 30th November, 1861, at the Inquest 

held on the body of John Kelly by Coroner Barry. — Forwarded to the 
Commissioners by Mr. W. P. O’Brien, Poor Law Inspector. 

Michael Brien, fisherman, and residing in Fitzgerald’s-lane, Youghal, deposes — I have 
known the deceased for many years. I have lived in same house and landing with him. 
He was some time a butcher, and latterly a mendicant. He was -omplaining. We had 
a conversation some evening this week. He was then in bed. His legs were swollen. I 
told him to send for his clergyman. On Thursday evening I saw him, and in a short time 
after he died. I advised him to go into the poorhouse. I believe he never was in the 
poorhouse. My belief is, that he was much in want of food. He was a widower, left one 
daughter, and was aged about sixty years. 

Ellen Kelly , daughter of the deceased, deposes — My father was lately very much in want 
of food. I lived with him. We lived upon the charity of the neighbours. He was 
greatly swelled on- Sunday last. He took to his bed, and was veiy unwell. I went 
to Mr. Pirn for a visiting-ticket, for the doctor to see him. Dr. Curran came upon the 
ticket on Thursday, about ten o’clock, a.m. He died same evening between five and six 
o’clock. He was very often in want of food. 

James Curran , sm-geon, deposes — I had visited the deceased on Thursday last, on a red 
ticket. I found him lying on some straw, with a very poor coverlet down on him. He 
was suffering from general dropsy. He asked me to have him sent into the Workhouse 
Hospital. I told him that was impossible, as he was in too weak a state to be removed, 
but that I would have him put on Out-door Relief List. I sent for Mr. Walsh, the Re- 
lieving Officer, and at my suggestion he put him on bread and milk. My opinion is, that 
his death resulted from effusion on the chest, brought on by privation of clothing and 
nourishment. 

verdict. 

That the deceased John Kelly, on the afternoon of Thursday, the 28th November, 1861, 
in Youghal, parish of St. Mary’s, barony of Imolcelly, and county of Cork, from effusion 
of water on the chest, superinduced by want of food and clothing, did die. 

Mr. Walsh, the Relieving Officer, was present, and ready to give evidence that the de- 
ceased never applied to him for admittance into the Workhouse; neither was it alleged 
that he had ever made such an application,

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No. 5 . — Athlone Union. — Case of Prendergast. 

Extract from the Freeman's Journal of Monday, 9th December, 1861. 

A Sad Case of Distress — (F rom a Correspondent). 

Athlone, Saturday. — I beg to inform you of a case of distress of a most painful and affect- 
ing nature, which occurred in the streets of Athlone, on'Thursday evening. Anthony Prender- 
gast, having consumed the last meal of potatoes and burned the last fire he could place on the 
hearthstone, with his wife and three children, abandoned his wretched cabin, and proceeded 
to the town to seek employment. The father carried one of the ; chddren on his ‘back the 
mother bore another folded in her arms, while the third child followed with bleeding feet, 
and a wail of suffering which told of the pain and hunger he endured. They had scarcely 
entered the town when the exhausted mother complained that she felt a cold weightpiess- 
ing on her heart; and taking aside the rags in which her child was rolled, she found it was 
his corpse. He had died in her arms of hunger and cold. It was truly a spectacle of woe 
to see that emaciated, naked, shivering group bewailing that little departed creature m the 
centre of a public street. The local representatives of the Commissioners for the Relief 
of the Poor were immediately appealed to, and, I regret to say, they afforded no lehef. 
Captains Desmond and Little, of the Depot Battalion, who witnessed this distressing scene, 
the police of the Connaught-street station, at whose door it was enacted, and one oi the 
local priests, contributed a few shillings, required for the burial of this first famine-stricken 
victim, and the temporary relief of this miserable family. These are only premonitory 
symptoms of more general distress. Will the Poor Law Commissioners allow the poor to 
perish in the street, and remain unbuned on our highways? _ ^ ill the Government do 
nothing to avert from us the calamities of an approaching famine ? 



Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

2, Morebampton-terrace, Donnybrook, 
Gentlemen, December 23, 1861. 

I bave tbe honour to report to you that in accordance with the instruc- 
tions conveyed in your letter, No. 226, M./61, of tbe 9 th instant, enclosing 
an extract from tbe Freemans Journal of that date, herewith returned, I have 
made inquiry into tbe circumstances of a case of destitution therein de- 
scribed, which is alleged to have recently occurred in the streets of Athlone, 
and to have been attended, in the case of an infant, with a fatal result. 

It appears that on Thursday, the 5 th inst, between three and four o clock 
in the afternoon, a man named Anthony Prendergast, and his wife, with ^two 
little girls, (one aged about eight, the other about three years), and an infant, 
eighteen months old, which was carried on its mother’s back, called at the 
house of a pensioner named De champ, living in Connaught-street, Athlone, 
and begged a lodging for the night. Prendergast stated that they had come 
from Tuam, and that he was a confectioner by trade, in search of employ- 
ment. Mrs. Dechamp, in the absence of her husband, consented to afford 
them the required lodging, and they sat down to rest themselves. About 
half an hour afterwards, as Mrs. Dechamp informed me, while they were all 
sittin" together, Prendergast’s wife took her infant from her back, unfolded 
it from a quilt in which it liad been wrapped, and discovered that it was 
dead According to the mother’s account, as given to the Dechamps and 
others, the infant had been ill for four or five months “of a decline,’ and 
was always crying ; but that she had given it suck on the road not far from 
Athlone at which time it did not appear to be worse than usual. Soon after 
the discovery of the death of their infant, Prendergast and his wife went 
out into the town for the purpose of procuring a coffin, taking the dead 
infant and one of the living children with them, and leaving the other child 
and a basket, the contents of which are unknown, at Dechamp’s house. It 
would appear that in their progress through the streets they were directed 
to apply to Mr. Byrne, Relieving Officer; for he has informed me that, about 
four o’clock in the afternoon referred to, a man named Prendergast, accom- 
panied by a woman, applied to him for a coffin, in which to bury a dead 
child, and that he told them that he was not authorized to grant their 
request as they were not inmates of the Workhouse— out-door relief not 
being given in Athlone Union. The Relieving Officer has assured me that 
they made no application to him for any other description of relief; and in 
their subsequent communications with their friends and the police, they 
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stated that they had merely requested the Eelieving Officer to provide a 
coffin. 

I beg leave to transmit to you the accompanying written statement to that 
effect, which I have received from Mr. Byrne. 

On returning from the Eelieving Officer’s house it appears that they met 
the Eev. Dr. Kilroe, r.c.c., who informed me that ■while walking down Con- 
naught-street, on that evening, he observed several people standing together 
near the police station ; and on inquiry was told that a woman had a dead child 
in her arms, that she and her husband had applied to the Eelieving Officer 
for a coffin, and that their request had been refused. He states that he 
strongly recommended them to go into the Workhouse, and that they agreed 
to follow his advice; that he then went into a shop, and wrote a note to the 
Master of the Workhouse, requesting him to admit the Prendergasts, and 
to provide a coffin for their dead infant, as they were destitute. The note 
was given by Dr. Kilroe to a policeman named Quin, who undertook to 
deliver it to the Master. 

Quin states that on his way to the Workhouse, accompanied by the Pren- 
dergasts, he asked them if they would stay in the house in the event of their 
obtaining admission, and that they told him that they would. 

On reaching the Workhouse the Prendergasts remained in the hall, while 
Quin went to the store-room, where the Master was engaged, and delivered 
the note. According to Quin’s account, the Master, having read the note, 
replied that “he could do nothing for them until they were under his 
charge.” Quin asked him if nothing could be done for them; when the 
Master again replied, “ nothing until they are under my charge.” Quin and 
the Prendergasts then returned to the police station in Connaught-street; 
and the Eev. Dr. Kilroe, having been apprized of the result of their appli- 
cation at the Workhouse, a small sum of money was collected for them, 
with part of which a coffin was provided, and they proceeded to the house 
of Dechamp, the pensioner, where they had, as mentioned above, previously 
left one of their children. Here they were told by Dechamp, who had 
returned home during their absence, that they must seek a lodging else- 
where, as he objected to their sitting up all night with the dead child, as it 
appears it was their intention to do. A whipmaker’s wife, named Golden, 
who was present, pitying their condition, then offered them a lodging, with 
permission to “ wake” the child in her house. They accordingly moved to 
Golden’s house, where they remained for several days, without making any 
farther application for relief. 

John Golden and his wife state, that when the Prendergasts came to them 
that evening, they said that they had just returned from the Workhouse, 
where they had sought a night’s lodging and a coffin for the dead child, and 
that they had been refused. The account of themselves which they gave 
to Golden was, that they had formerly been living for some time at Stock- 
port, where two of their children are at present employed in a factory; that 
more recently they had been staying in Tuam, where Prendergast has a 
brother in service as a post-boy at Daly’s Hotel; and that on leaving Athlon e 
they intended to proceed to the town of Longford in search of employment. 

With reference to Dr. Kilroe’s application to Mr. Keane, the Master of 
the Workhouse, the latter states that unfortunately he did not preserve, the 
note, but that he has a perfect recollection of its contents ; and he asserts 
positively that it contained no application for admission to the Workhouse 
on behalf of the Prendergasts, but merely a request for a coffin for their 
child; and that he informed the policeman who handed him the note that 
he could do nothing for them, as they were not inmates of the Workhouse. 
He adds, that he did not see the Prendergasts, or even know that they had 
accompanied the policeman ; and that had he been in any way made aware 
that they were destitute and required a night’s lodging, he would have had 
no hesitation in giving them admission without an order from the Eelieving 
Officer. 

The Porter of the Workhouse, William Marshall, also states, that ■while 
Quin, the policeman, was in the store-room with the Master, he (the Porter) 
asked Prendergast’ s wife, who was sitting in the hall, if they wanted to come 
into the house, and that she replied that they did not, that all they wanted 
was' a coffin. The woman in charge of the Female Probationary Ward, who 
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was present when this conversation occurred, corroborates the Porter’s 

statement. „ in 

At the police station, in Connaught-street, I was informed by Head Con- 
stable Irwin, that no intimation of the death of the infant was given to the 
Coroner, with a view to his holding an inquest on the body, the police having 
been informed by the parents that the child had been ill and pining away 
for four or five months ; nor was any report of the case forwarded to tho 
Inspector-General, as the police did not consider, from inquiries which they 
bad made, that the infant’s death had been the result of destitution. The 
Head Constable also stated that the Prendergasts did not make any com- 
plaint of want of food for either themselves or their children. 

It having been stated in the Freeman’s Journal that the scene enacted at 
the door of the police station, in Connaught-street, was witnessed by Cap- 
tains Desmond and Little, of the Depot Battalion, I called on those officers 
at their quarters, and asked them if they could afford me any information 
on the subject. They told me, that while walking in Connaught-street on 
the evening referred to they had seen a woman with a dead child in her 
arms, and had heard a man who was with her say, as they passed — “Is it 
not a hard case that we cannot get a coffin to bury the child.” This appeal 
surprised them, as neither the man nor the woman presented the appear- 
ance of destitution. On questioning the man why he had not applied for 
relief at the Workhouse, he replied that he had done so, and had been 
refused. Having contributed a trifle for the purchase of a coffin they pro- 
ceeded on their way. Captain Desmond, in particular, characterized the 
description of the occurrence in the Freeman’s Journal as overdrawn, and 
stated that both he and Captain Little were much annoyed at their names 
having been introduced into such an exaggerated statement. 

From the foregoing particulars it would appear that the anonymous cor- 
respondent of the Freeman's Journal has wilfully distorted and exaggerated 
the facts of the case. There is no evidence to justify the inference that the 
child “ died of hunger and cold.” It was an unweaned infant, had received 
its mother’s nourishment a short time before its death, and had been 
sufferin'* from the effects of chronic disease for several months ; and the dis- 
covery of its death was not made in the streets of Athlone, but in a house 
in the town, where its parents had been kindly received and promised a 
night’s lodging. There does not appear to be any reason to doubt that the 
application to the Relieving Officer was confined to a request for a coffin— 
a request which he could not legally comply with; and the assertion of the 
Rev? Dr. Kilroe, that in his note to the Master of the Workhouse lie re- 
quested admission for the Prendergasts, rests only on his own recollection 
of its contents, and is as distinctly contradicted by the Master ; while it is 
to be borne in mind that the Prendergasts made no complaint of want of 
food to any of the numerous persons interrogated ; and that at the time that 
they accompanied the policeman to the Workhouse they had already been 
received into and had left one of their children at the house of the Pen- 
sioner Dechamp, and consequently were not in absolute want of a night’s 
lodging.

I have to report that on the 14th inst., a woman named Rebecca Liddy died suddenly 
in the street of Enniskillen, from cold and exhaustion. Above is a copy of the verdict.

Report from Dr. Knox, Medieal Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Strangford, December 30, 1861. 

With reference to your letter of the 20th. inst., I have the honour to 
report, that after some necessary preliminary correspondence, I proceeded 
to Enniskillen on the 27th inst., to investigate personally the circum- 
stances connected with the death of the late Rebecca Liddy, who was stated 
to have died in the streets of Enniskillen from want and exhaustion, in 
the extract from the Morning News, transmitted to me for the purpose of 
inquiry ; and I herewith beg leave to transmit, for your information, the 
depositions of the parties cognizant of the matter, in which the facts of the 
case are fully set forth, together with the copy of the verdict. On reference 
to the evidence, it will be seen that the deceased was a person advanced in 
life, who made her livelihood as a charwoman and messenger, and that she 
had generally enjoyed good health, except for about a week before her 
death, in the course of which she had been confined to bed for a day or 
two, blit she had not applied for any medical advice, or taken any medicine. 
She had, however, resumed her usual avocations on the day preceding her 
decease, although still complaining of pains in her chest, for which she had 
applied a warm plaister ; and of the effects of a fall which she had got 
several days previously, as well as of debility. 

On the night of the 14th inst., when passing along High-street, in Ennis- 
killen, she was observed to stagger and fall down suddenly ; and, although 
immediate assistance was afforded her by Sub-Constable Armstrong and 
others, by whom she was removed from the street, and medical aid was pro- 
cured as speedily as possible, it was of no avail, as she expired in a few 
minutes afterwards. 

On inquiry, it appeared that she had been perfectly sober, that there was 
no suspicion of the administration of any poisonous substance, either 
through accident or design ; and that, although a slight wound had been 
inflicted on her forehead by the fall, there was no fracture of the skull, or 
apparent injury of the brain. It further appeared that, although she had 
been engaged in a squabble with a woman named Clark, some days before 
her death, no complaint of any violence having been used towards her had 
been made to the usual authorities. 

As regards the influence of cold in contributing to the fatal result, it 
should be observed that the weather was not inclement at the time ; that 
she had a sufficiency of clothing, although of a poor description ; and that 
she had a lodging which, although of a mean and comfortless description, 
was dry and free from damp, and afforded her shelter 'when she chose to 
resort to it. 

Dr. Nixon, the medical practitioner who saw her after death, and was 
examined at the Coroner’s inquest, attributed tlie fatal result to the com- 
bined effects of old age, debility, and cold, but he admitted that there 
might possibly have been some morbid condition of the heart. He had, 
however, no opportunity of verifying his opinion, as the Coroner’s jury, in 
the absence of any suspicion of foul play, did not consider a post mortem 
examination of the body necessary. 

Mr. Ball, the Apothecary who saw her in a dying state, also expressed 
his belief that the fatal result was attributable to disease of the heart, an 
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opinion, to a certain extent supported by the testimony of the daughter, 
who alleged that she had been subject to fainting fits, as well as by the 
suddenness of death, and the absence of any other probable cause. This, 
however, is a question which could not be decided with certainty, in the 
default of an anatomical examination of the body after death. 

As regards the allegation of want, it is material to observe, that Dr. 
Nixon deposed that the person of the deceased did not appear emaciated, 
nor present the appearances indicative either of previous severe illness, or 
of insufficiency of food. 

But irrespective of his testimony, the supposition of the existence of 
want or destitution in the case is conclusively negatived by the combined 
depositions of the other witnesses, as it was satisfactorily shewn that, for 
several months before death, the deceased had got her breakfast, dinner, 
and tea daily, at the house of the Rev. Mr. Campbell, who appears to have 
been land and considerate towards her, and who allowed her, in addition, 
a shilling and two loaves of bread weekly, for carrying messages, and other 
services; and that he was only one amongst several who employed her, 
and remunerated her for her work. She had no family to support, except 
one daughter, and she was of an age to provide for her own maintenance. 
On the day of her death, she had got her meals as usual at Mr. Campbell’s, 
and had purchased flour for food, and articles of clothing for her daughter, 
after which a trifling sum of money was still found upon her person subse- 
quently to her death. It is also material to remark, that she had never 
applied for medical aid at the dispensary, nor to the Relieving Officer, nor 
at the Union Workhouse, for admission at any time ; and it was stated that 
she had no necessity to do so, her circumstances being, on the whole, bet- 
ter than those of many persons in a similar rank of life. 

I should observe, that the allegation of want is, however, so far as I am 
aware, confined to the extract from the newspaper, transmitted to me for 
the purpose of the inquiry, as it is not contained in the verdict of the 
Coroner’s juiy, nor in the statement of the occurrence published in the 
local paper, the Fermanagh Reporter , which I annex hereto. 

Enniskillen, Thursday, December 19, 1861. 

Sudden Death. — On Saturday night a woman named Rebecca Liddy, who wrought 
as a charwoman, dropped down on the Diamond, and died in a few minutes. On Monday 
morning an inquest was held by Mr. Nixon on the body, and a verdict returned of death 
from cold and debility. 

Before closing my report, I think it proper to state, that I received the 
most prompt and efficient assistance from Mr. Patterson, the Sub-Inspector 
of Police quartered in Enniskillen, and the force under his command, in 
conducting the inquiry.

Gentlemen, Strabane, January 15, 1862. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 2nd 
inst., No. 27,429/61, forwarding the accompanying Constabulary report, re- 
lating to the case of a poor child named Margaret Magrath, who, it is 
alleged, died of want of proper nourishment ; and to inform you that I made 
inquiry into the particulars of the case, and I forward, for your information 
the minutes of evidence taken by me. 

You will observe, from the evidence of the father of the child in question 
that the only application he made for relief was for a dispensary ticket. 

It appears that the Medical Officer attended at once, and did all he could 
to persuade the family to go to the Workhouse, but without effect. 

In addition to providing medicine for the children, Doctor Moore sent 
them nourishment, and raised a subscription for the family. 

Magrath is an able-bodied man, and he said to me that nothing would 
induce him to go to a Workhouse. 

; fk e ^ e '^ eV i D £> Offi cer states, that no application was made to him on be- 
half of the family ; but he details a conversation respecting them he had 
with the Serjeant of Police; and from his statement it appears he is under 
the impression the Guardians have desired him, under no circumstances 
to give out-door relief. 

I do not think this was a case for out-door relief; but I think it would be 
well to inform the Relieving Officer that, in all sudden and urgent cases of 
destitution, he is bound to provide provisional relief; and cases may occur 
m which a ticket of admission to the Workhouse would not be suitable or 
proper relief.

Death from Destitution. — (From our Correspondent). 

Buncrana, Dec. 16.— On yesterday George H. Mitchell, esq., coroner, held an inquest 
on the body of John Carrigan, a poor man, who was found by a farmer on the 14th hist, 
lying in a ditch on the road side in a dying state. He was removed into an adjoining 
house, where he shortly after expired. A verdict of died from exposure to cold was 
returned. 



Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law Inspector. 
Gentlemen, Strabane, January 1, 1862. 

In obedience to the instructions contained in your letter of the 19th 
ult., No. 232, M/61, I have made inquiry into the circumstances re<mrdin" 
the death of the poor man named in the accompanying extract from The 
Freeman's Journal of the 18th ult., and I forward the minutes of the evidence 
taken by me. 

The Relieving Officer resides at Malin, a distance of thirteen or fourteen 
miles from Buncrana. You will perceive from his evidence that he was not 
acquainted with the deceased, and that no application for relief was made 
to him either by John Carrigan or on his behalf. 

The Master of the Workhouse swears that John Carrigan never applied 
for admission at the Workhouse. 1 

At Buncrana I examined the two elected Guardians for that division, and 
in their evidence you null find a desci'iption of John Carrigan. 

He appears to have been a professional beggar in the neighbourhood of 
Buncrana for the last seven or eight years. 

He was palsied, and is represented as having been a very wretched-look- 
ing object. 
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Both Mr O’Donnell and Mr. Doherty swear that they frequently urged 
deceased to go to the Workhouse, hut he always declined to do so. 

On the Friday before his death Mr. Doherty told Oarngan he must go to 

He promised to do so on the Monday following, and Mr. Doherty said he 
would provide a conveyance for him, hut he died on the next night. _ 

I was unable to see the Medical Officer at Buncrana, but I have received 
a note from him in whichhe states — “ that the deceased had no appearance 
of having suffered from a want of the necessaries of life, as the body was by 
no means emaciated. The verdict was death from exposuie. . . 

It has not been ascertained where the poor man spent the night betore 
his death, though particular inquiry has been made on the subject. 

He was an old man, and he appears to have been in bad health; ancl l 
have no doubt he became ill while looking for his night s lodging, and being 
unable to proceed, he died from the exposure.

In submitting the above verdict, found at an inquest held at Garradice on the 31st nit., 
on the body of the deceased Mary Wakefield, I beg leave to state that she had been an 
itinerant beggar, and on the 29th nit. she had spent the greater part of the day in seeking 
lodgings at Garradice ; and, having failed in lier object, towards evening she sat jdown 011 
the roadside, and remained there till near six o’clock, when she was found by James 
Hughes in a state of insensibility, and remained so till about three o clock next morning,

2, Morehampton-terraee, Donnybrook, 
Gentlemen, January 18, 1862. 

I have the honour to report that in accordance with the instructions 
conveyed in your letter of the 4th instant, No. 241/62, 1 have made inquiry 
into the particulars of the case of a poor woman named Mary Wakefield, 
who died in the townland of Garradice, in the Trim Union, on the oOtli uit., 
and whose death is alleged to have been accelerated hy exposure to cold. 

From the Constabulary report which was forwarded to me for my infor- 
mation, and which is herewith returned, it appears that an inquest on the 
body of Mary Wakefield was held on the 31st ult.; but. as I had an oppor- 
tunity of receiving the statements of the only two witnesses who were 
examined on the occasion, viz., Dr. Trotter, Medical Officer of Summerhill 
Dispensary District, and James Hughes, of Garradice, labourer, I did not 
consider it necessary to apply to the Coroner for copies of the depositions 
taken by him before the jury. . „ ,, ri, 

I was informed by James Hughes that he has known Mary Wakefield foi 
the last twelve or thirteen years about Garradice and the neighbouring 
villages. She was about sixty years of age, and was generally considered to 
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be “ simple, and not quite in her right senses.” She had no fixed place of 
abode, but wandered about the country as a mendicant, sitting at the road- 
side the greater part of the day, and at night sleeping in any cabin where 
she could obtain admission. Her relatives had lived at Eahinstown, near 
Eathmolyon, but they are all dead, and she had been for a long time totally 
dependent on the charity of the peasantry for her food as well as her lodg- 
ing, but had never been allowed to be in want of either. Hughes states 
that one day near the end of last month, about twelve o’clock, he saw her 
sitting at the side of the road, as usual, and did not remark anything pecu- 
liar about her. On his return home, about five o'clock in the evening, he 
was told by some of the neighbours that “the Quilter" — the appellation by 
which she was commonly known— was dying on the road. The weather at 
the time was cold and foggy, and the ground covered with hoar-frost. He 
immediately went to the place where he had seen her during the day, and 
found her lying in a state of insensibility. As no one else would admit her 
into his cabin in that condition, for fear of her dying there, Hughes took 
the old woman in his arms and carried her home, where he and his mother 
did everything in then- power to restore, her, but she never spoke after- 
wards, and died about three o’clock the next morning. 

Hughes also states that she was a person of strictly temperate habits no 
one having ever “ seen the sign of a drop on her.” She had never, that he 
was aware, of. complained of sickness, but of late it had been observed that 
she had a short cough, and that hei- breathing was difficult; and it frequently 
happened that when she had obtained permission to sleep in a house, she 
would get up two or three times during the night, and sit outside in the 
open air for half an hour or more. Hughes had never heard of her having 
at any time applied for Poor Law relief. b 

Dr. Trotter, Medical Officer of Summerhill Dispensary District, informed 
me that he was examined as a medical witness at the inquest, and that the 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury was given in accordance with his evidence. 
He states that no post mortem examination of the body was made; and that 
on a superficial inspection he found that it was not emaciated, but, on the 
contrary, had a well-nourished appearance; he could not discover any 
marks of violence or injury upon it; and having heard the testimony of 
Hughes as to the previous habits and condition of the woman, he arrived 
at the conclusion that she had died from natural causes, accelerated by 
exposure to cold on a severe frosty evening. 

Dr. Trotter has no recollection of having ever seen or heard of Mary 
Wakefield during her life. J 

At the village of Garradiee and the neighbouring hamlet of the Code X 
made inquiries at five or six houses, and the account given by the inhabit- 
ants, most of whom had known Mary or Maryanne Wakefield for many 
years, was in perfect accordance with the statementof James Hughes, respects 
ing her previous history and mode of life. 1 

Having heard that on the night previous to her death she had slept in the 
cabin of a woman named Cormick, living in the Coole, I visited the place 
and ascertained that at a late hour of the evening referred to Maryanne 
Wakefield, went to Mrs. Cormick, and asked and obtained permission to 
remain with her for the night. She appeared to be in her usual health 
except that her breathing seemed to be affected by the fog, and she was 
“ panting very much." During the night she got up several times and sat 
down outside the cabin door, and with great difficulty was induced to remain 
in the house at all. She went away early in the morning without commu- 
nicating with any of the inmates of the house. 

Mrs. Cormick informed me that she had known Maiyanne Wakefield for 
the last thirteen or fourteen years begging about the neighbourhood; that 
formerly she used occasionally to knit socks and make quilts for any one 
who would give her board and lodging, but that of late she had become 
‘ simple," and usually spent her days sitting at the side of the road receiv- 
ing but never soliciting the alms of the charitable. Mrs. Cormick also 
stated that she was very certain that Maiyanne Wakefield never sought 
Poor Law Relief in any form, and that she never applied for medical relief 
at any dispensary. Her expression was that “the poor creature had not 
that much forecast.” 
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Mr. Byrne, the Relieving Officer of the district in which Garradice is 
included, assured me that to the best of his knowledge he had never seen 
Maryanne Wakefield, and that he is positively certain that no application 
for relief was ever made to him by her or on her behalf. I also ascertained 
by an examination of the Register of the Trim Union Workhouse, that no 
person named Mary Wakefield, or Maryanne Wakefield, had been an inmate 
of the Workhouse at any time during the last ten years.

Referring to your instructions of the 13th instant, requesting me to 
make inquiry and to report to you regarding the death of Patrick Mooney, 
alleged to hare taken place from exposure to cold m the finding of the 
Coroner’s jury, I heg leave to state that on receipt of your communication I 
applied without delay to Mr. Jellett, the Coroner who held the inquest, to 
the Medical Practitioner, Dr. Madden, who was examined thereat, and to 
Mr. Dohhyn, the Sub-Tnspeetor of Police, who had forwarded the Coroners 
verdict, for further information regarding the details of the case ; and 1 
annex the replies of the two former gentlemen for your information No 
answer has reached me from Mr. Dobhyn, in consequence of Ills being 

^I^lso^siibJequently had a personal conference with Mr Jellett, and 
examined in the Crown Office, in Belfast, the depositions of the several 
witnesses taken at the inquest, including Dr. Madden, Daniel Mooney, the 

brother of the deceased, and others. „ . .. ,, 

Prom these several sources of information it appears sufficiently estab- 
lished that Patrick Mooney's death was occasioned by accidental exposure 
to cold, agreeably with the verdict of the Coroners jury The deceased 
held a small farm of land, hut he had no family, and lived entirely alone. 
He was not, however, by any means in want of the necessaries ol Me, 
although led by his extremely penurious habits occasionally to beg ; tor 
after Ms decease a quantity of potatoes and other provisions, including two 
stacks of oats, were found at his residence, and four shillings and sixpence 

His body was discovered in a bog, three or four hundred yards from his 
house. Pie was an old man, approaching seventy years of age, and lie had 
probably been unable to find his way home, as the night on which he is 
believed to have perished was extremely dark and foggy ; and he is supposed 
to have been exhausted in carrying a hag of potatoes, winch lay' near him, 
and which are alleged to have been stolen by him, as they were subsequently 
recognised by the person to whom they had belonged. n 

When discovered, llis body was lying partly in water, but his head and 
shoulders were not immersed, showing that he had not been drowned, but 
tbe chilling influence of the water would of course increase the cold, and 
hasten his death. 
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The post mortem examination satisfied Dr. Madden that death, as he 
deposed at the inquest, had not been occasioned by violence, or by any 
organic disease, but, as stated in the verdict, by exposure to cold. 

I am led to believe that no other particulars of any importance could be 
ascertained by additional inquiries; but if the Commissioners, on examina- 
tion of the circumstances above stated, shall consider any further investiga- 
tion necessary, I shall be prepared to institute it without delay.

Gentlemen, Strangford, February 6, 1862. 

X have tbe honour to report that, agreeably to your instructions, I pro- 
ceeded, after the necessary interchange of preliminary communications on 
the subject, to hold an inquiry at the workhouse of the Castleblayney 
Union, on the 4th inst., in the case of Bridget M'Alister, deceased, and I 
herewith transmit the minutes of evidence taken on the occasion • an 
abstract of the depositions made before the Coroner of the county of 
Monaghan together with a letter addressed to me by the Medical Attend- 
ant of the Crossmaglen Dispensary District, in which the deceased resided 
and the copy of the verdict returned by the Coroner’s jury, which was 
transmitted to me for the purpose of the investigation. 

On reference to the evidence, it will be seen that the party forming the 
subject of inquiry bad nearly attained the utmost limit of human existence 
being ninety-two years of age, according to the allegation of one of the 
witnesses ; and she was, moreover, in feeble health, and in a state of com- 
plete destitution, having supported life as a common mendicant. 

^ Tuesday preceding her death, which took place on Saturday, the 
18th ultimo, she had applied to Mr. M‘Donnell, a Poor Law Guardian 
resident at Crossmaglen, to procure her admission into the Castleblayney 
workhouse, and after relieving her immediate necessities, he advised her 
to apply on the following day, when the usual weekly meeting of the 
Guardians would take place. For some reason or other, the application 
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was deferred until the Saturday, when Mr. M'Donnell was asked for, and 
gave a recommendation, addressed to the Master of the Workhouse, to 
obtain provisional admission for the applicant. . , . 

On the Wednesday, Mr. M'Donnell states that she seemed in pretty good 
health when she came to his house ; and Bray, the woman with whom she 
lodged, deposes that on the morning of her leaving Crossmaglen she took 
her breakfast as usual, and was able to walk to the door to be placed in the 
cart. She did not make any objection to being removed, and she was not 
then speechless ; but on the way she became ill, and unable to speak, so 
that M'Ardle, who had charge of her, became apprehensive that she might 
die before reaching the workhouse. On her arrival there, she was removed 
without delay to the infirmary, by direction of the Master, after consulting 
with the Matron, when the nurse had her feet immediately placed in hot 
water, and warm milk was procured, but she was unable to swallow, and 
expired about half an hour after her admission. The master considered 
hei case from the first so hopeless, that he thought it useless to send for 
the Medical Attendant of the workhouse, and he immediately despatched 
a messenger for the Boman Catholic Chaplain, but the poor woman had 
expired before be bad time to arrive. 

As there was no suspicion attached to the case, a post mortem examina- 
tion was not considered necessary at the inquest ; but Dr. Irwin, after 
inspecting the body externally, came to the conclusion that deathhad been 
accelerated by exposure to cold, acting on a frame already much emaciated, 
and debilitated by previous disease and extreme old age. As Crossmaglen 
is about eight miles distant from Castleblayney, the journey would occupy 
about the space of four hours. Her clothing, which I saw was of the 
ordinary poor description worn by persons in a similar condition of life, 
but they were quite insufficient to protect her for so long a period against 
the severity of the weather in an open conveyance, regard being had to her 

very advanced age and enfeebled frame. 

On inquiry, it appeared that she had not made application for relief at 
the Crossmaglen Dispensary, nor to the Believing Officer of the Union, for 
admission to the workhouse, or for assistance of any land. The people 
' with whom she lodged, themselves living in penury, appear to have treated 
ber as well as their circumstances permitted ; and Mr. M'Donnell facili- 
tated her admission to tbe workhouse as soon as application was made to 
bim • and ber sudden death was unanticipated by any ol tbe parties at the 
time of her removal, although she was not expected to livelong; one ob- 
ject of her removal being to obtain a coffin, and other expenses' of her 
funeral, at the cost of the poor rate. 

The mode of conveyance, under the circumstances of the case, was cei- 
tainlv hazardous and unsuitable, hut no other appears to have been avail- 
able ' as no appropriate covered vehicle has been provided m tins, asm 
many other unions, for tbe transmission of tbe sick to tbe workhouse. I be 
necessity for a carriage of the kind referred to in every Union appears 
obvious ; and I have lost no fitting opportunity of urging the propriety of 
■providing one; and the subject, as I was informed bad been recently 
brought under tbe consideration of tbe Guardians of tbe Castleblayney 
Union by Mr. Robinson, tbe Poor Law Inspector of tbe district. Ibe 
present case might, I would beg leave to suggest, afford a fitting oppor- 
tunity for again bringing tbe matter under tbe notice of the board. 

I annex an account, furnished to me on tbe part of Mr. M Donnell and cer- 
tain of tbe other witnesses attending tbe inquiry. All tbe parties named m 
tbe bill reside about eight miles distant from Castleblayney, and were not 
onlv at tbe expense of tbe journey, but the loss of the emoluments accru- 
ingfrom their daily avocations ; and I have therefore thought it reasonable 
to bring their claims under your consideration, and if authorized, i shall 
take measures to have them satisfied.

Above is a copy of a verdict found this day at an inquest held as above, upon the body 
of a man who was found upon the dunghill of a man named Quinn, residing near this 
town, upon the 28th mstant, at seven o’clock, p.m. Quinn had him conveyed into his 
house, where he lay upon the floor till the following day, at eight o’clock, p.m. He was 
then received mto the Workhouse and attended by Dr. Hetherington, but died shortly after 
his arrival. He could not speak, and when asked his name, muttered something like 
Crimes. Nothing is known of his history.

leave to submit to you the following report of the circumstances of the case 
wiiici!, m accordance with your instructions, I made inquiry into on the 
til ancl 13th mst. I also beg to transmit to you the accompanying copy 
of the depositions taken by Mr. T. Fetherston H, Coroner, at an West 
held by him on the 30th ult., at Athlone, on the body of the deceased. 

it appears that on the 28th ult., between seven and eight o’clock in the 
evening, an old man named Patrick Quinn and his wife, residing atBoggin- 
n, about two miles from Athlone, heard some one coughing and moaning 
outside their cottage door. The cottage is situated on the edge of a bog, 
and about thirty yards from the high road leading from Athlone to Kiltoom. 
ihe night was very dark, and on taking out a light, they discovered an old 
man lying on a heap of manure immediately before the door. At first they 
supposed that he was intoxicated, but having convinced themselves that he 
was not so, they procured assistance, and lifted him into their cabin, and 
placed him on the floor before the fire. He is described as having been very 
scantily covered with a few rags, and for more than an hour scarcely able 
to speak He gradually revived, however, so as to be able to tell Quinn’s 
wile that his name was Grimes ; but when asked where he came from, 
answered so indistinctly in Irish that they could not understand him. 

Quinn and his wife informed me that they repeatedly questioned him in 
.Lrisn in order to ascertain what ailed him, as well as to find out something 
respecting liis history, but could not obtain an intelligible reply: his mind 
appeared to be wandering, and lie continued muttering in Irish, sometimes 
o nimself and at other times to imaginary persons N or objects. A neighbour 
named Hynes brought warm milk and stirabout which were offered to him, 
u lie was either unable or unwilling to partake of any food. After a 
w lie ne had sufficiently recovered to be able to stand, but while mov- 
ing to a bench to sit down, was seized with a kind of fit, and fell upon the 
ooi, where lie remained in strong convulsions for some time. During the 
paroxysm he jerked his limbs forcibly, but did not foam at the mouth. This 
Sta ] 6 i passed off, the Quinns wrapped him up as well as they could, 

and left him lying tranquilly on the floor, and went to their bed in an ad- 
joimng room. At intervals during the night, they heard him talking to hiin- 
sell m Irish, but on getting up the next morning, found him quite uncon- 
scious, and apparently dying. 
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It would appear that they considered the case hopeless, for they made no 
application for medical relief; nor was it until eleven o clock, a.m on the 
29th ult., that Quinn, who is himself an infirm old man, went into Athlone 
and reported the case to the Constabulary. Without any delay, a policeman 
accompanied him to the house of Mr. Peter Byrne, the Relieving Officer, 
who has informed me that he received Quinns application between twelve 
and one o’clock, and immediately sent a cart and proper covering to Bog- 
ginfin for the man, who was removed to the Workhouse, and admitted about 
four o’clock in tlie afternoon. , , ,, , 

Quinn and his wife state that Grimes was totally unknown to them and 
their neighbours ; that he had neither bag, basket, nor any thing whatever 
in his possession when they found him that could lead to his identification ; 
but that they had heard that he had been seen during the evening begging 

near a place called Galvin’s corner, in the suburbs of Athlone. 

The Master of the Workhouse states that the man was admitted about 

four o’clock in the afternoon of the 29th ult., on the order of the Relieving 
Officer, and immediately taken to the infirmary, where he was placed, m 
charge of the nurse ; and that a message was then sent to the Medical 
Officer requesting his attendance. In the Workhouse Registry his admission 
is entered as that of a man sixty years of age, name unknown. 

Dr Hetlierington, tlie Medical Officer of the Workhouse, infoimed me 
that on receipt of the Master’s message he visited the patient and found 
him cold, pulseless, and scarcely breathing. He was never able to speak 
after his admission into the infirmary, or to swallow the restoratives which 
the Medical Oflicer endeavoured to administer to him.. He died in about 
half an hour after the Medical Officer’s visit ; and the occurrence was re- 
ported to the Police about eight o’clock the same evening 

P On the following day an inquest on the body was held by Mr. Fetherston 
Hau«h the Coroner, when Patrick Quinn and Dr. Hetlierington were ex- 
amined, and a verdict returned “ that the deceased died on January 29, 
1862, from want and exposure to cold.” . 

A post-mortem examination was not considered necessary : the history 
of the case, and the emaciated condition of the body, having led the Me- 
dical Officer to the conclusion— as appears from his evidence, taken bydhe 
Coroner— that “ death was caused by exposure to cold and exhaustion. 

Mr Ward a shopkeeper, residing in Athlone, who acted, as foreman of 
the iury at the inquest, informed me that he is under the impression that 
he lias frequently seen the subject of this inquiry hawking boot-laces and 
begging about the'streets. Mr. Byrne, the Relieving Officer, on the other 
hand stated that he had never seen the deceased man before his admission 
into the Workhouse, or heard of him until he received Quinn s application 
in his behalf; and on making inquiry at the two Police stations m tlie 
town I ascertained that the Constabulary knew, nothmg whatever about 
him I was also informed by Mr. M’Donnell, Secretary to a Relief Com- 
mittee formed about two months since for the distribution of food and fuel 
to the poor of Athlone, that he had never received any application from the 

From the foregoing particulars it would seem most probable that the 
deceased man had been an itinerant mendicant, dependent on casual alms, 
and without fixed place of abode ; and that, under these circumstances Ins 
death was the result of exposure to cold operating upon a system enfeebled 
by age and habitual privations. 

The Constabulary Report is returned herewith.

Depositions of Pathick Quinn and Geokok Hetheeinoton, M.D., taken at an inquest 

held at Athlone, on the 80th January, 1862, on the body of a man, name unknown. 

Patrick Quinn sworn. — I do not know the deceased personally ; but I am sure the de- 
ceased is the same person I found lying on my manure heap about the hour of seven o clock, 
P.M. , on the evening of the 28th January, 1862. When I found the deceased he was unable 
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to speak or walk. I got assistance and brought him into my house, and kept him at the 
fire till he (deceased) recovered a little, when I put him sitting on a form, but he soon fell 
off same, and worked on the floor as if lie had convulsions. On the following day T went 
to Athlone and gave information to the police. The deceased never recovered sufficiently 
to give any account of himself. One of my neighbours brought milk and meal for the use 
of the deceased, but he was unable to partake of same.

George Iletherington , m.d.. sworn — Between the hours of seven and eight o’clock, p.m., 
on yesterday evening, the 29th of January, 1862, I was called to see the deceased man.

Resolved, — That Mr. Hynes having stated to the Board that two persons died of 
destitution in Laurencetown Dispensary district within a short period, the Relieving 
Officer of the district be required to examine into the circumstances, and report to the 
Board the particulars at their next meeting. 

Extracts from Guardians’ Minutes, dated 12th February, 1862. 

The Master’s Report was read to the following effect : — 

That a man named Henry Cosgrave, admitted to the house on Monday last, and that 
in about two hours afterwards he died. 

He complained when being admitted, of a pain in his chest, a difficulty in breathing ; 
but beyond that there was nothing particular in his appearance. He was visited shortly 
after his admission by the Medical Officer. 

Referring to the Letter of the Poor Law Commissioners, No. 3135,. dated the 11th 
February, 1862, 

Resolved, — That the following Report, made by the Relieving Officer, together with a 
copy of a letter, addressed by Dr. Clarke, Medical Officer of Laurencetown Dispensary 
District, to Mr. Hynes, be inserted on the Minutes. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, February 12, 1862. 

I beg leave to report that I have made close inquiries relative to the statement made 
by Mr. Hynes at the last meeting of the Board, as to the alleged death of two persons 
from destitution in Laurencetown Dispensary District, as represented to him by Dr. Clarke ; 
and beg to state, that having questioned Dr. Clarke, he denies having ever mentioned 
such circumstance, or of having ever heard of any person dying from destitution. The 
Police Constable at Laurencetown has stated the same.

In reply to yours of the 26th inst., I beg to state that you have not been misinformed 
regarding the destitution existing in the neighbourhood.

These I was prevented giving, in consequence of 
a late resolution of the Board of Guardians, vesting that power solely in the hands of the 
Relieving Officer.

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M'Donagi and Mary Heath. Mary M'Donagh got sick on the 1st of January, and died on 
the 4th. She was attended by her daughter, who informed me she would not on any 
account enter the Workhouse; that she lived next door to Dr. Clarke, who, although 
called upon to visit her, never did so ; that no application whatever was made to the 
Relieving Officer. 

Mary Heath was in good health the day before her death, and was previously tor many 
years lodging in the village of Laurencetown, with a person named Pat Staunton, who, 
on finding her unwell, reported the circumstance to the Police Constable, who advised her 
to be removed to the Union Workhouse, and that she died while being so removed; no 
application having been made to the Relieving Officer in her case.

Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

2, Morehampton-terrace, Donnybrook, 
Gentlemen, February 25, 1862. 

I have the honour to report to you, that in pursuance of the instruc- 
tions contained in your letter of the 14th inst., No. 3753, 162, I have made 
inquiry into the circumstances of the case of an applicant for relief, named 
Thady Cosgrave, who died shortly after his admission into the Ballinasloe 
Workhouse, and respecting an allegation that two persons died recently 
from destitution in the Laurencetown Dispensary District. 

I beg leave to transmit to you the accompanying minutes of evidence 
relating to these cases, taken by me at the Laurencetown Dispensary on 
the 20th, and at the Ballinasloe Union Workhouse on the 21st inst., together 
with the extracts from the minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guar- 
dians on the 5th and 12th inst., which were forwarded to me for my infor- 
mation. „ , , 

With reference to the case of Thady Cosgrave, it appears that at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Guardians, on the 12th inst., the Master’s report was 
read to the following effect : — 

“That a man named Henry (Thady) Cosgrave, was admitted to the house on Monday 
last, and that in about two hours afterwards he died. He complained when admitted of a 
pain in his chest, a difficulty in breathing, but beyond that there was nothing particular 
in his appearance. He was visited shortly after his admission by the Medical Officer. 

The Master of the Workhouse states in his . evidence that about twelve 
o’clock on Monday, the 10th inst., a man named Thady Cosgrave, aged 
sixty-five years, came to the Workhouse gate, unaccompanied by any per- 
son, and applied for admission, not on the plea of destitution, but on 
account of a difficulty of breathing, and a pain in his chest, which he said 
he thought would go off if he could get into hospital for a day or two. He 
had not an order or recommendation for admission from any one, and 
represented himself as being a labouring man, stating that he had been 
lodging in Ballinasloe, that he had plenty of employment to get, and would 
only remain a couple of days in the house. Under these circumstances, he 
was admitted provisionally by the Master, and as there was nothing in his 
appearance or manner to lead to the opinion that he was seriously ill, was 
placed temporarily in the infirm ward. About half an hour afterwards, he 
was seen by the Master and a member of the Visiting Committee, sitting 
near the fire in the ward, and on being spoken to, replied that he was bet- 
ter now that he had warmed himself. Shortly afterwards, according to the 
evidence of Sabina Lynskey, a wardmaid, he was removed to the infirmary. 
He was then very weak, and could scarcely breathe. He was placed in 
bed, and the wardmaid went down to the surgery, where the Medical 
Officer was at the time, and told him that there was a patient in her ward 
very ill. The Medical Officer immediately visited him ; and he states in 
his evidence that he found him sitting by the fire, and complaining of 
being very cold, and of a great weight in his chest. Though he was pulse- 
less, and his hands were cold, he spoke in a distinct, strong voice, and in- 
formed Dr. Burke that he had always enjoyed excellent health up to five 
o’clock the evening before, when he was seized with a weight on his chest, 
and that until then he had never suffered from any difficulty of breathing, 
or sickness of any land. After a superficial examination of the patients 
chest, the Medical Officer left him in order to procure stimulants; and 
whisky punch, which the man had repeatedly asked for, was quickly prepared 
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and offered to him, but he took only a very small quantity of it. When 
returning to the ward after a short interval, to ascertain how the man was 
getting on, the Medical Officer was informed that the clergyman was with 
him ; and about ten minutes afterwards, while waiting in the surgery, he 
was informed that the patient was dead. The circumstances of the case 
were reported by the Master of the Workhouse to the Resident Magistrate, 
but an inquest on the body was not held ; and the Medical Officer states, 
that from the history of the case, and the symptoms which he observed, he 
is of opinion that Cosgrave died of congestion of the lungs. 

It would, therefore, appear, that from the time of his admission into the 
Workhouse, until his death in the infirmary, about two hours afterwards, 
Cosgrave was treated with kindness and consideration ; and that the fatal 
termination of his sudden illness was not attributable to neglect on the part 
of any person concerned in the administration of either Poor Law or 
Medical Relief. 

With respect to the. allegation that two persons died recently from desti- 
tution in the Laurencetown Dispensary District, it appears that the Board 
of Guardians, at their meeting on the 5th inst., adopted the following reso- 
lution : — “ That Mr. Hynes, having stated to the Board that two persons died 
of destitution in Laurencetown Dispensary District within a short period, 
the Relieving Officer of the district be required to examine into the circum- 
stances, and report to the- Board the particulars at their next meeting.” 
Accordingly, on the 12th inst., the Relieving Officer submitted to the Board 
of Guardians a report, in which he stated that he had ascertained that the 
two persons referred to by Mr. Hynes, on the authority, it would appear, of 
Dr. Clarke, Medical Officer of Laurencetown Dispensary District, were 
Mary M'Donagh and Mary Heath ; that no application for relief had been 
made to him in either case ; and that he had been informed by both Dr. 
Clarke and the Police Constable at Laurencetown, that they had never heard 
of any person dying from destitution in the district. 

It appears from the evidence that Mary M‘Donagh was, at the time of her 
death, about sixty years of age, and up to the period of her last illness had 
earned her livelihood by practising as a midwife in the neighbourhood of 
Laurencetown. She was taken ill with a cough and shortness of breath 
on the 1st, and died on the 11th ult., and for about three months previously 
had been lodging with a woman named Maiy Darcy, in the village of 
Laurencetown. During her life she had never appeared to be very poor, and 
had paid for her lodging up to about a month before her death. After her death, 
however, it was discovered that she had no means, and it became necessary 
to raise a subscription for her burial. Her daughter, Biddy M'Donagh, and 
Mary Darcy, the woman with whom she had lodged, agree in stating that 
she had never been known to be in want of food, clothing, or lodging, 
except on one day referred to by Mary Darcy, when, during her illness, she 
had nothing to drink but warm water, until the neighbours heard of it, when 
they brought her “ a loaf of bread and some new milk.” At other times 
during her illness, Mary Darcy had seen her get whey and toasted bread, 
and on one night she saw her sucking an orange. There is no evidence of 
any application having been made to the Relieving Officer in her behalf, and 
her daughter states that she does not think she would have gone to the 
Workhouse. On the day before her death Mary Darcy went to the Medical 
Officer, and asked him to procure admission for her into the Workhouse 
Hospital, but did not make any application to him for medical relief. She 
states that he said she could not be got in until the Wednesday following, 
when the Relieving Officer could be seen. She adds that Mary M'Donagh 
had always suffered from cough and shortness of breath, and that she did 
not think it was more than her usual ailment, otherwise she would have 
sent for the doctor. It also appears that on the same day Biddy M'Donagh 
went to Dr. Clarke’s house, to ask him to visit her mother, but did not see 
him. _ She states that she had not a ticket, and that the Medical Officer did 
not visit her mother, but that he had often been very kind to her, and had 
given her medicine for her cough. 

The Relieving Officer, in his evidence, deposes that he does not recollect 
having ever seen Maiy M‘Donagh, and that no person ever applied to him 
for relief in her behalf.

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From the evidence of Dr. Clarke, Medical Officer ot the District, it appears 
that he had never received a ticket to attend Mary M'Donagh, hut had fre- 
quently given her medicine without one ; and that she died ot asthma, under 
which she had been labouring for the last two years. He states that she 
was one of the persons referred to, but not named, in his letter to Mr. 
Hynes, which was inserted in the Guardians’ Minutes of the 12tli inst.; that 
he had neither seen her nor been asked to visit her during her last illness , 
and that his opinion that she had died of want, was founded on the statement 
of Mary Darcy, who came to him the day before Mary M'Donagh s death, 
and asked him, for God’s sake, to give her an order for the hospital, for 
that she was very ill, and had nothing but a drink of warm water. He 
also states that he knew her to be poor, for he had often assisted her him- 
self, and that he had joined in the subscription for her burial. 

James Balfour, Police Constable, stationed at Laurencetown, deposes that 
he had known Mary M'Donagh for the last six or seven years ; that he never 
knew or heard that she was suffering from want; and that lie has not heard 
of any person having died from destitution in the neighbourhood ol 
Laurencetown. during the last two years. 

In the case of Mary Heath, it appears from the evidence that she was a 
mendicant, had no fixed place of abode, and obtained her means of living 
from the inhabitants of Laurencetown and its neighbourhood, by going 
about from house to house. She is stated to have been out of her mind for 
many years, and was sometimes very noisy and troublesome, especially 
when she had been able to procure any spirituous liquors, to the use of 
which she is said to have been addicted. She was seventy years of age, 
and very infirm. On the 23rd December last, the day before her death, she 
went to the house of a man named Patrick Staunton, living at Ocliilmore, 
near Laurencetown, where she remained during the day, and obtained a 
lodging for the night. He states that she seemed to be very ill and weak, 
and that her face was swollen and discoloured. He did not make any ap- 
plication to the Believing Officer or to the Medical Officer in her behalf, 
but he gave her a night’s lodging, and, on the following morning, went to 
a man named Muldoon, living in Laurencetown, and obtained from him a 
recommendation for her admission into the Workhouse. Muldoon having 
told him that if he could get a note from the Medical Officer it would make 
the matter surer, he then went to the Police Constable James Balfour, 
and spoke to him about her, telling him that it would be a good thing if she 
were sent to the Workhouse, for that she was a great annoyance to the 
neighbours. The Constable directed him to apply to Mr. Moloney, the 
Relieving Officer; but, at Staunton’s request, called on Dr. Clarke, and asked 
him for a recommendation for her admission into the Workhouse. This 
the Medical Officer declined to give, stating that he thought it was unneces- 
sary, and that, besides, the Dispensary Medical Officers had been prohibited, 
by a Circular from the Board of Guardians, from sending patients into the 
Workhouse. The Constable also states that he had seen Mary Heath a 
few days before her death, and observing that she seemed very weak, and 
her limbs swollen, had advised her to go to the Workhouse, when she cursed 
him in return. He had never heard that she was suffering from want. 

After his interview with the Police Constable, Patrick Staunton procured 
an ass-cart, and sent Mary Heath, in charge of a boy, to the Workhouse. 
According to his evidence, she did not offer any objection to her removal, 
nor did she appear to be worse than she was on the previous evening, but 
took something to eat and drink after she got into the cart. 

Between three and four o’clock that day, according to the evidence of the 
Master of the Workhouse, a little boy named Staunton brought her in a 
donkey-cart to the Workhouse. On her arrival, the Porter having been 
unable to obtain any reply from her, the Master was called, and he states 
that on examining her he considered that she was dead. The Medical 
Officer, Dr. Burke, was immediately sent for, and was in attendance in 
about ten or fifteen minutes afterwards, when he pronounced her to be dead. 
The boy who had brought her to the Workhouse stated that she had been 
talking a good deal to herself as they came along, and that when about a 
mile from the town she became silent, and he thought she had fallen asleep. 
An inquest on the body was held on the same evening, at which the Medi- 
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cal Officer was examined ; and he states that a post mortem examination 
ot the body was not made, but that from the inquiries he had made, it was 
ins opinion that the woman’s death had been caused by congestion of the 
lungs, the result of deficient action of the heart. He adds that he is firmly 
ot opinion that she did not die from want, for her body was well nourished 
—remarkably so for a person of her age. The Master of the Workhouse, 
in the presence of the Coroner’s jury, searched her person and found two 
pence halfpenny, some bread, tea, sugar, and tobacco. The circumstances 
cas f were re ported to the Board of Guardians at their next meeting 
With reference to the statement of the Relieving Officer, in his Report to 
the Board of Guardians, on the 12th instant, to the effect that he had ques- 
tioned Hr. Clarke respecting the alleged death of two persons from desti- 
tution in Laurencetown Dispensary District, as reported by him to Mr. 
Plynes, and that Dr. Clarke had denied having ever mentioned such a 
circumstance, it appears from the evidence of Dr. Clarke, that when 
spoken to by the Relieving Officer on the subject, he denied having been the 
first person to report these cases to Mr. Hynes, and mentioned that it was 
Mr. Bookey who had done so;— that Mr. Hynes had written to him on the 
subject, and that he had answered his letter;— and he adds that his state- 
ment that Mary Heath had died from want was a supposition, founded on 
Jus having seen people run and shut their doors as soon as she was observed 
approaching; and on his having seen her rambling up and down the street 
at night- Mr. Bookey, the person referred to as having been the first to 
report the alleged cases of death from destitution to Mr. Hynes, states, that 
he recollects having had a conversation with Mr. Hynes about the poor, 
and about Mary Heath, and that he told him that it was a pity there was no 
one to take care of her; that she had been wandering about for three or 
Jour nights m the cold up to nine o’clock ; and that he had heard that she 
died on her way to the Workhouse. He declares, however, that he did not 
say that she died from want, because the neighbours had a feeling for her 
and took very good care of her. ’

I asked him 
did he wish to be removed to the Workhouse, and if so, that I would provide a conveyance 
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and have him sent there at once. Walsh refused to become an inmate of the Workhouse. 
No previous application for relief was made by him or on his behalf. Mis. Caulfield, who 
gave Walsh lodgings the night before he died, stated to methat she gave him some food 
for his supper, and on leaving next morning, she provided him with tea. In J "7 
Walsh was fined at the Petty Sessions Court for an assault ou a young woman at tfieo. 
Wah. The Police, on searching him, found a sum of seven pounds sixteen shillings sewed 
up in his old clothes. Some short time before his death he called upon Janies Gordon, re- 
questing that he would serve a person named Derrane who owed him some money with a

Report from Dr. Hili,, Medical Inspector. 

2, Morehampton-terrace, Donnybrook, 
Gentlemen, 14tli Marcli, 1862. 

I have tlie honour to acknowledge the receipt, on the 8th instant, of 
your letters, No. 80, M/62, of the 27th ultimo, and No. 4775/62, of the 28th 
ultimo, enclosing documents in reference to the alleged death of a man 
named John Meehan, from destitution in the Clones Union ; and to submit 
to you the following report of the circumstances of the case, respecting 
which, in accordance with your instructions, I made inquiry at Clones on 
the nth instant. I also beg leave to transmit to you herewith tile minutes 
of evidence taken ky me at the inquiry, together with copies of the deposi- 
tions taken before tbe Coroner, at an inquest on the body of the deceased 
man, held on the 24th ultimo, and a letter from Mr. W. C. Waddell, the 
Coroner, which accompanied them. , , , 

It appears from the evidence that a labourer named John Meehan, about 
45 years' of age, residing in the town of Clones, was taken ill at an early 
hour on the 21st ultimo, and died between nine and ten o’clock on the fol- 
lowing morning. According to the testimony of his wife, Margaret Meehan, 
he had been suffering for many years from indigestion ; whenever he ate 
any thing that disagreed with him he was seized with a violent pain in tile 
stomach” and for the last three months had complained of a stitch in his 
side He had a wife and two children ; and it appears that, owing to the 
delicate state of his health, he had been unable, for a considerable period, 
to work continuously for any length of time; and that for the month pre- 
vious to his death he was altogether out of employment. His family were, 
consequently, reduced to great poverty ; they had pawned or sold all their 
furniture to provide themselves with food, and for some weeks had been 
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dependent on the wife’s casual earnings, and the charity of their neigh- 
bours. Mr. Nicholl states that for some time before his death he had been 
begging, under the plea of want of employment ; and the Believing Officer 
deposes that he had been occasionally stopped by Meehan and asked for a 
penny to buy bread, but that he did. not consider him to have been an 
ordinary beggar. The Believing Officer also states that he had never 
received any application from him* or any one else in his behalf, for admis- 
sion into the workhouse ; and this statement is fully corroborated by that 
of Margaret Meehan, who adds, that she would rather suffer hunger than 
go into the workhouse. According to the evidence, John Meehan went to 
bed on the night of the 20th February, apparently in his usual health, hav- 
ing partaken of a supper of stirabout with his wife and children. His wife 
states that the stirabout was prepared by herself, and was composed of good 
oatmeal and Indian meal mixed. About two o’clock on the following morn- 
ing he was seized with violent pain in the stomach and vomiting. He was 
offered bread and tea, which his wife had sent out for and purchased, but 
he was not able to take food or drink. A visiting ticket for medical relief 
was procured, and the Dispensary Medical Officer saw him in the evening, 
and supplied him with medicine, which it appears was duly administered, 
but produced no beneficial effect, and the man died between nine and ten 
o’clock the next morning. 

Dr. Henry, the Medical Officer of the Clones Dispensary District, states 
that J ohn Meehan had at various times been prescribed for by him as a 
patient at the dispensary, for a very bad form of dyspepsia ; that on Fri- 
day, the 21st ultimo, he received a visiting ticket in his behalf, and saw him 
between six and seven o’clock that evening, when he found him sitting 
before the fire, and complaining of violent pain in the stomach, with incli- 
nation to vomit, and constipation of the bowels. He adds, that though the 
man seemed seriously ill, he had no reason to apprehend immediate dan- 
ger, nor was he led to believe that his illness was attributable to want of 
food. The requisite medicine was dispensed to the patient’s wife in about 
a quarter of an hour afterwards, but the Medical Officer did not again see 
him alive, as on going out the next morning he was informed that he was 
dead. 

The case having been brought under the notice of the police, a constable 
named Gillan visited the house of the deceased, about an hour after his 
death, and he deposes that he found Meehan’s place’ completely devoid of 
furniture, but that the appearance of the man’s wife and children was not 
such as to lead him to suppose that it was a case of death from destitution. 
It was accordingly reported to the Coroner by the Head-Constable as a case 
of sudden death, and an inquest on the body was held on the 24th ultimo. 
Dr. Henry, the Medical Officer, was examined at the inquest, and he states 
that a post mortem examination was not made on that occasion; but that 
on a superficial examination of the deceased, he found the body not atten- 
uated, and the limbs of natural size, the only peculiarity observable having 
been a greater amount of discoloration of the abdomen than would have 
been caused by ordinary decomposition, and which he thinks was the result 
of the disease of which the man had died. He further states that it is his 
opinion that Meehan died of disease of the stomach, and probably of ulce- 
ration of that organ. 

In a conversation which I had with Mr. Kirwan, Sub-Inspector of Police, 
stationed at Clones, I was informed by him that he had known John 
Meehan for a long time, and that, judging from his appearance, he was well 
able to work, but was generally begging about, even when there was plenty 
of employment to be obtained. He added, that he had frequently spoken 
to Meehan, and told him that it was a shame for him to be begging when 
there was absolutely a want of labourers in the neighbourhood. On these 
occasions Meehan would sometimes reply that he -was not well, and was 
unable to work ; and when advised by Mr. Kirwan, under those circum- 
stances, to go to the workhouse, he has repeatedly refused to do so, saying 
that he hoped to be able to work very soon, or that he had been promised 
employment in a few days, and would then go to work. I was also informed 
by a Constable named M'Donnell, that he had recently seen Meehan beg- 
ging in the town of Clones, and believing him to be in delicate health, had 
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recommended him to go into the workhouse, when Meehan refused to go, 
stating that he was in daily expectation of employment. 

From the foregoing particulars it would appear that the (leatli ot Jonn 
Meehan was not caused by destitution, but by disease of the stomach , 
though it seems very probable that his malady was aggravated by priva- 
tions, and more especially by want of food suitable to his condition. 

The Constabulary report and extract from the Freemans Journal are 
herewith returned.

“We find that the deceased, Catherine Donohoe, was found dead on the morning of the 
24th inst., at Leixlip. No marks of violence; that her death was from natural causes, 
accelerated by neglect and want of proper attention. 

Leixlip, February 26, 1862. 

The above-named woman was receiving 5s. per week from the Poor Law Relieving 
Officer. She had three children with her at the time of her death, the eldest only eight 
years old. She had no person to take any care of her during her illness. Her husband 
recently became insane, and was placed in Celbridge Poorhouse.

Report from Mr. Robinson, Poor Law Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Dublin, March 7, 1862. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th 
inst., directing me to report to you on the case of a poor person named 
Catherine Donohoe, who was found dead on the 24th ult., at Leixlip, in 
Celbridge Union, and whose death was considered by the jury at the Coroner s 
inquest to have proceeded from natural causes, accelerated by neglect and 
want of proper attention. ; , 

Haviim made inquiry into the circumstances of this case, I am enabled 
to report° to you the following facts, and I forward to you the evidence I have 
taken upon oath on the subject. 

Catherine Donohoe was the wife of a stone-cutter named Ihomas Donohoe, 
who was in the habit of going about the country looking for employment, 
while his wife and four children occupied a room in a lodging-house at 

^'oifreturning home, at the end of January last, this man exhibited some 
signs of insanity, and the police directed the attention of the Relieving 
Officer to the case, who at once visited him and his family. It does not 
appear that up to that time the man had been of unsound mind ; and the 
Relievin® Officer states on oath that he had not previously received any 
application for relief from him, from any member of his family, or from any 
person on his or their behalf. ,, 

On visiting the family on the day referred to, the 31st of January, the 
Relieving Officer found Donohoe labouring under what he considered to be 
“ a slight aberration of intellect,” his wife sick in bed, and the whole family 
in a state of great destitution. He gave a provisional order of admission 
to the Workhouse for the man, and 5s. to his wife. 

From this time Donohoe appeared to become more deranged, and was 
next day committed to prison, from the Workhouse, as a dangerous lunatic. 

On reporting the case to the Guardians on the following Board day, the 
5th of February, they ordered Catherine Donohoe 5s. out-door relief, and 
ordered a similar sum on the 12th, and again on the 10th of February. 

The Relieving Officer states, that in accordance with these orders he gave 
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her 5s. on the 5th of February, 5s. on the 13th, ancl 5s. again on the 20th of 
the same month. 

He states that he frequently urged her to go into the Workhouse, but that 
she would not do so. She died on the 24th of February. 

From the inquiries I have made in Leixlip, I am quite satisfied that this 
woman and her children did not suffer from want of food from the time her 
case came under the notice of the Relieving Officer. She stated to Dr. 
Purefoy that her child did not want food ; and a woman named Jane Ardiff, 
who lived in the same house, and constantly visited her, states that she did 
not hear her complain of any such want. I also learned that her children had 
food at the time of her death ; and her little boy, who is now in Celbridge 
Workhouse, and who was in the habit of going out for food for the family, 
told me that on the day his mother died fourpence of the previous week’s 
relief remained unexpended. 

In other respects the circumstances of this family were wretched in the 
extreme. Dr. Purefoy, the Medical Officer of the Dispensary District, who 
constantly visited her, and who attended her on the 12th and 19th of 
February, states that she was emaciated, sallow, and wretched-looking; that 
her bedding consisted of straw and some filthy worn-out bed-clothes; that 
the house she occupied was in an unhealthy condition, with a manure heap 
obstructing the doorway; that she was habitually inhaling a most offensive 
atmosphere, which was sufficient to cause death by slow poisoning, and that 
he always considered he visited the house at extreme risk to himself. 

Dr. Purefoy further stated, that although Catherine Donohoe complained 
of diarrhosa, he saw no urgent symptom of that or any other disease, and 
that want, coupled with impure atmosphere, was sufficient to cause a state 
of debility which would occasion death, and which a sufficiency of food for 
the last few weeks of her life would not avert. 

It is probable that Catherine Donohoe may have suffered much from 
poverty before she was seen by the Relieving Officer, and while her husband 
was absent at work; and that, even after she received sufficient relief to 
provide food, she experienced the want of more careful treatment than she 
could receive at her miserable lodging, without sufficient bedding or attend- 
ance, and that she specially required to be removed from the impure atmos- 
phere which was so calculated to impair her health. But it must be borne 
in mind, that she never sought for relief up to the time her husband became 
insane, and that she afterwards steadily refused to be moved to the Work- 
house, where she would have met with the care and attention her case 
required; and I am of opinion that the Relieving Officer and Board of 
Guardians have not failed in any particular to discharge their duty towards 
her, and that her death cannot be attributed to any defect in the adminis- 
tration of the Poor Law in Celbridge Union.

Death from Destitution of James Murphy. 

New Ross, March 4, 1862. 

It appeared from the evidence taken by the Magistrates that the deceased, James 
Murphy, was brought in a car in a very weak state on Friday the 28th ultimo, to the 
Poorhouse of this town, at six o’clock, P.M., and died same night at eleven o’clock. He 
was a poor man, and had been in the habit, for the last three years, of lying on the lime- 
kilns at night at Ballyane, within two miles of this town. 

I attach copy of Doctor Mullin’s evidence, who was examined at the inquest.

Peter Muffin, Esq., m.d., sworn. — I have performed a post mortem examination of the 
body of the deceased,. James Murphy. I foimd that the layer of fat that is usually under 
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the skin is altogether gone, and, upon opening the stomach, I found no solid food whatever 
in it, and only some liquid like curded milk. My opinion is that he died from starvation. 
I examined his body and found no marks of injury upon it. I have heard the evidence 
given by Mary Stafford, and if I had been present I would have done exactly as she did. 
I saw the body next day, about nine o’clock in the morning.

Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector. 

2, Morehampton-terrace, Donnybrook, 
March 25, 1862. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter, No. 5,270/62, of the 8th instant, enclosing a Constabulary Report, 
referred to you from the Chief Secretary’s Department, relative to the case 
of a poor man named James Murphy, who was admitted to the Workhouse 
of New Ross Union on the evening of the 28th ultimo, at six o’clock, p.m., 
and died at eleven o’clock on the night of the same day, and whose death 
is stated to have been caused by starvation. And I beg leave to report to 
you that, in pursuance of your instructions, I made inquiry at the New 
Ross Workhouse, on the 18th instant, into the circumstances connected 
with the case. 

Having previously ascertained that at the inquest, which was held by the 
Magistrates in the absence of the Coroner, and at which a verdict of death 
from starvation was returned, the only witnesses examined were the officers 
and nurses of the Workhouse, I summoned a number of persons resident 
in the locality, where the deceased had been well known, and took their 
evidence at the inquiry. I also addressed a letter to Mr. Wm. Cooke, r.m., 
the presiding Magistrate at the inquest, requesting him to procure for me 
a copy of the depositions taken before him, and he has promised to send 
them to me with as little delay as possible. I have not yet received them, 
but as soon as they reach me they shall be forwarded to you. 

I now beg to transmit to you the accompanying minutes of evidence 
taken by me at the inquiry, and to return the Constabulary Report which 
was enclosed in your letter of instructions. 

It appears from the evidence, that a man named James Murphy, between 
sixty and seventy years of age, had resided at Ballyanne, about a mile and 
a half from the town of New Ross, for the last five years. He had con- 
structed a little hut in the eye of a lime-kiln, in which he slept at night, 
and during the day used occasionally to do a little work, but in general 
obtained the means of subsistence by begging about the neighbourhood. 
On Sunday, the 23rd ultimo, he was seen by a man named James Breen, 
living at Ballyanne, who states that he was speaking to him on that day, 
and that he was then in good health. On the same day he informed a man 
named Patrick Corcoran, also living at Ballyanne, that he had received a 
fall and broken some of his ribs, and that he was in great pain. It is 
stated that on the next day, the 24th ultimo, he took to his bed ; and it 
appears that from that day to the following Friday, when he was removed 
to the Workhouse, he was visited daily, and supplied with food on different 
occasions by the neighbours. During this interval he was repeatedly ad- 
vised to go to the Workhouse by Laurence Murphy, Patrick Corcoran, and 
others, and a means of conveyance offered to him, but he always refused to 
go, saying that he would be as well as ever the next day. 

On Friday, the 28th ultimo, the owner of the kiln sent his clerk to tell 
Murphy that he must go to the Infirmary, and that he would send an ass 
and cart for him, and on that evening he was removed to the Workhouse, 
and his hut pulled down. About eleven o’clock on the forenoon of that day, 
Mary Murphy, a woman living near the kilns, took him some toasted bread 
and a tin of tea, and in the evening, about ten minutes before he left the 
place, she gave him a tin of sour milk, and was speaking to him. 

It appears from her evidence that he then told her he was very poorly, 
and complained of his ribs being broken, but did not complain of want of 
food. It also appears from the testimony of Laurence Murphy and Mary 
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Murpliy, that just before his removal to the Workhouse, he handed out to 
the former the following articles — a penny loaf, and several pieces of bread, 
a bag containing about quarter of a stone of potatoes, a bag containing 
about two pints of Indian meal, a little pot, and a jug or pitcher. 

James Murphy was accompanied into New Ross by a man named Breen, 
who deposes that they first went to the house of Mr. Frizell, the Relieving 
Officer in the town, and without any unnecessary delay obtained a ticket 
for Murphy’s admission into the Workhouse, and that he left him at the 
Workhouse a little before seven o’clock that evening. 

On the road, Murphy made no complaint to his companions, except on 
one occasion when he told them “ not to be jolting him so.” On reaching 
the 'Workhouse he was in a very weak condition, and was assisted into a 
ward of the Infirmary by two of the nurses. Mrs. Stafford, the Infirmary 
Nurse, states that she asked him what was the matter, but that he did not tell 
her, and did not complain of pain anywhere. According to her evidence, 
she gave him some milk, which he drank, but when she offered him bread 
he refused it, telling her at the same time that he had not eaten anything 
for three days. Being under the impression that it was only weakness 
that ailed him, she did nOt think it requisite to send for the Medical Officer; 
and she states that on speaking to the Master, who was in the yard at the 
time, on the subject, he concurred with her in that opinion. As soon as 
Murphy had been washed and put to bed, Mrs. Stafford gave him some 
whisky punch, to which, at his request, she added a little milk. She states 
that she saw him again about half an hour afterwards, when he told her 
that he was getting better; and that about half-past ten o’clock, before 
going to bed, she again saw him. He did not then complain of anything, 
but asked her for a drink, and she gave him a cup of tea. He was then 
left for the night in charge of two assistant nurses, named Biddy Malone 
and Biddy Pendar ; and it appears from the evidence of the former that he 
was “ short in his breathing,” but made no complaint of either pain or 
hunger; that soon after Mrs. Stafford had left him, he asked her to turn 
him on his side, which she did, and that in few minutes afterwards she 
found him dead. 

Dr. Mullin, the Medical Officer of the Workhouse, states, that he was 
not sent for to visit Murphy after his admission to the Workhouse, but 
that on the following morning he received a message from the Workhouse, 
to the effect that a man who had been admitted the evening before had died 
shortly after his admission. In the absence of the Coroner, an inquest on 
the body of the deceased was held by two Magistrates, on Monday, the 3rd 
instant, when the Medical Officer was examined, and a verdict, in accord- 
ance with his evidence returned, that the man’s death had been caused by 
starvation. A post mortem examination of the body had been previously 
made by the Medical Officer, and he states that the opinion which he gave 
at the inquest was grounded partly on the man’s own statement — as re- 
ported by Mrs. Stafford, the Infirmary Nurse, — that he had not taken food 
for three days, and partly from the emaciated condition of the body, and the 
absence of food in the stomach, as observed at the postmortem examination. 

He admits, however, that he examined only the exterior of the chest, and 
that, not having seen any marks of violence thereon, he did not open the 
cavity to ascertain the condition of the organs contained in it; and he adds, 
that after having heard the evidence given by the witnesses who were 
examined at the inquiry, he is disposed to alter the opinion given by him 
at the inquest, as he thinks it probable that the deceased may have received 
some injury in the chest, which would account for the loss of appetite com- 
plained of, and in some degree explain the appearances observed at the post 
mortem examination. 

Mr. Frizell, the Relieving Officer of the district in which James Murphy 
resided, states, that to the best of his knowledge he had never seen or heard 
of Murphy until the evening of Friday, the 28th ult., when James Breen 
brought him to his house, and applied for a ticket of admission to the Work- 
house for him; and that previously to that occasion he had never received 
an application for relief either from Murphy, or from any other person in 
his behalf. And it appears from the testimony of all the witnesses living at 
Ballyanne, that Murphy had never been known to be in want of food, or to 
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liave applied for relief at the Workhouse, or from a Relieving Officer; and 
that they had never heard of any application for either Poor Law or Medical 
Relief having been made by any other person in his behalf prior to the day 
of his admission to the Workhouse.

Letteekenxy, March 11, 1862. — An inquest was held on the 10th instant by G. F. 
Long, esq., Coroner, on the body of a poor woman named Rebecca O’Gollogher, who was 
found the day previously dead in a ditch on the townland Soclcer. The poor creature was 
in a state of destitution. The jury returned a verdict of “ Died from the inclemency of the 
weather.” 

Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, March 13, 1802. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to inform the Board of Guardians of the Letterkenny 
Union that it appears that an inquest was held, on the 10th instant, on 
the body of a poor woman named Rebecca O’Gollogher, who was found the 
day previously dead in a ditch on the townland Socker, in the Letterkenny 
Union. 

It is alleged that Rebecca O’Gollogher was in a state of destitution, and 
a verdict was returned to the effect that she died from the inclemency of the 
weather. 

The Commissioners request that the Board of Guardians will be so good 
as to state whether they are aware of any of the circumstances of the case 
in question, or if there was any application for relief for or on behalf of the 
deceased.

Read letter from the Commissioners, dated 13th March, 1862, relative to the death of a 
person named Rebecca O’Gollogher, on whose body an inquest was held, and a verdict of 
death from destitution returned. 

The Guardians have to state that the said Rebecca O’Gollogher never made application 
for relief in the Union. She was a most confirmed drunkard, and appropriated every frac- 
tion she could obtain to procuring drink, from the effects of which she was constantly 
exposed. 

No. 19 . — Larne Union. — Case of Owen Dogherty. 

Copy Constabulary Report.

Death from Destitution of Owen Dogiierty. 

Verdict. 

We find that Owen Dogherty died at Glenarm in this county, and we say that he died 
on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, 1862, and we say that he died from cold and exposure, 
together with scanty and impure food. 

Glenarm, March 13, 1862. 

I be" to report that an inquest was held this day at Glenarm by J. Jellett, esq., Coroner, 
on the body of Owen Dogherty, who died in this town on the 11th instant. 

Mary Dogherty, a widow, mother to deceased, with three children, has resided for the last 
three months in a pig-sty, scarcely four and a-half feet square and about four feet high. 
The mother and three children subsisted on the earnings of the eldest son, who is about 
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fourteen years of age, and were in a state of destitution, sleeping on a little straw spread 
on the ground, without any other covering. The mother has been urged several times to 
enter the W orkhouse, but refuses to do so. 

Deceased was unwell for a fortnight previous to his death, but medical aid was not 
sought for.

Letter from the Clerk of the Union to the Commissioners. 
Gentlemen, Larne Union, March 22, 1862. 

I beg to acknowlege the receipt of your letter of the 20th inst., No. 6254, 
with copy Constabulary Report, relating to the death of Owen Dogherty, 
and in reply, beg leave to inform you that Dr. Moore, the Medical Officer 
of Glenarm, reported the destitute condition of the Doghertys to the 
Relieving Officer, on the evening of the 11th inst. He (the Relieving Officer) 
proceeded to Glenarm, on the morning of the 12th inst,, when he found the 
mother, daughter, and dead boy in a piggery; asked her to come to the 
Union Workhouse, when she refused. 

The Relieving Officer visited Glenarm on the 20tli inst., when he found 
her removed out of the piggery to a house in Bridge-street, with a portion 
of its roof off, and again asked her to the Union Workhouse, when she 
refused. 

The Relieving Officer was informed by Dr. Moore that no application 
was made to him until after the child’s death.

Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law Inspector. 
Gentlemen, Strabane, March 27, 1862. 

I have the honour to inform you that in obedience to the instructions 
contained in your letter of the 20th inst , No. 6254, I proceeded to Glen- 
arm, for the purpose of making inquiries respecting the death of a boy 
named Owen Dogherty. 

I forward for your information the minutes of evidence taken by me, and 
I return the Constabulary Report sent with your letter. 

The mother of the unfortunate deceased appears to be a woman of 
violent temper, and addicted to habits of intemperance. She was turned 
out of her last lodgings (John M'Corry’s), for getting drunk and breaking 
the windows. 

The annexed documents from the Petty Sessions Court were handed to 
me by Lord Antrim’s agent, in order to show the character of the woman.

She has a brother living in the town of Glenarm, who is the reputed 
owner of three vessels, and who is in very comfortable circumstances. He 
told me that if his sister had behaved herself at all well, he never would 
have allowed her to want; but as she turned every thing she got into 
whisky, he had ceased to help her ; and he said he had not given her any 
assistance for some time past. 

When Mrs. Dogherty left M'Corry’s lodgings, she appears to have taken 
up her abode in two piggeries, and she and her three children lived for 
upwards of two months in this miserable place. The piggeries are each 
about four feet square, and about three and a-half feet high. 

Mrs. Dogherty says that they had a fire in one of these piggeries, and 
that they had a blanket and an old quilt to cover them ; but it is quite 
evident they could not have undressed themselves in such a place. She 
says further that they always had enough to eat, and that there was no 
hunger amongst them. 

The boy Owen appears to have been ill for about a fortnight before his 
death, but neither his mother nor his sister had any idea lie was seriously 
ill until the night he died. He expired about four o’clock in the morning. 
No application had been made for the doctor to see him, though it is evi- 
dent the mother knew how to apply for medical advice if she wanted it. 

The Medical Officer did not see the deceased until after his death. In 
his evidence he describes the body as being very emaciated, and he is of 
opinion death was caused by exposure, and the want of proper nourishment. 

I fully concur in the opinion of the Medical Officer with respect to the 
cause of the child’s death, but it is quite clear that the mother is the only 
person to blame. 

She had been urged to take the child to the workhouse, but refused to 
do so. She herself is a most frightful object, the lower part of her face and 
throat are eaten away by cancer, and I am informed her recovery is quite 
hopeless. The smell from the cancer is very offensive, and, independent 
of her bad character, I am not surprised at her finding it difficult to pro- 
cure a lodging : very few people would like to take such an object into 
their house. I urged her most strongly to go to the workhouse, and I told 
her she should be carefully attended to, but she positively refused to go. 

She is not a person to whom out-door relief could be safely given, be- 
cause, as her brother says, “ she turns all she gets into whisky.” 

The Head Constable of Police, who has been stationed in the town for 
some years past, told me that the distressed condition of the family arises 
entirely from their own bad conduct. 

The eldest son has been sent to sea by his uncle, and the daughter, who 
is now the only child with her mother, is a strong healthy-looking young 
woman. 

You will perceive that no application whatever was made tor relief on 
behalf of the family. The first intimation of their distressed condition 
sent to the Relieving Officer was a note from Dr. Moore, dated the lltli 
instant. The Relieving Officer did not receive that note until eight o’clock at 
night, and he appears to have proceeded to Glenarm early the next morn- 
ing, and to have done all in his power to relieve the family. 

It will be observed from Mrs. Dogherty’s own evidence, that Lord Antrim 
offered to remit a fine imposed on her for drunkenness, if she would send 
the deceased child to the Workhouse ; but she did not do so, and in conse- 
quence had to pay the fine.

No. 20 . — Banbridge Union. — Case of James Mallon. 

Extract from the Freeman's Journal of 22nd March, 1862. 

Insanity from Destitution. — (From our Correspondent.) 

Banbridge, County Down, March 20. — Dr. Tyrrell, Coroner, held an inquest on the 
18th instant, on the body of a poor man named James Mallon, who committed suicide 
that morning in the townland of Loughins, while labouring under temporary insanity, 
brought on by destitution. The poor man, who was over seventy years of age, could not 
be induced to go into the Poorhouse. 
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Report from Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Banbridge, March 28, 1862. 

I have the honour to report that, agreeably to your instructions, I pro- 
ceeded this day to hold an inquiry on oath at Gilford, in the Banbridge 
Union, in the ease of J ames Mallon, deceased, whose death, in the newspaper 
extract transmitted to me for investigation, and which I return herewith, is 
alleged to have been the result of suicide, committed whilst the unfortunate 
man was “ labouring under temporary insanity, brought on by destitution.” 

In accordance with my request, the attendance of such parties as were 
most intimately acquainted with the circumstances of the case, was pro- 
cured by Constable Best, of the Police force, stationed at Gilford, whose 
attention, promptitude, and intelligence in the matter, I consider it right 
to mention ; and whose deposition, together with the evidence of the other 
witnesses, I beg leave to forward for your information. 

On examination of the depositions, it will be seen, that the deceased, as 
alleged, committed suicide on the 18th inst., by cutting his throat with a 
razor, and that he was labouring under insanity at the time he committed 
the fatal act, or at any rate under a failure of the mental powers, as the 
witnesses most intimately acquainted with him state that he had become 
weak and childish, and broken down in spirit. So far, therefore, as 
regards the insanity and suicide of the deceased, the newspaper report 
may be considered correct ; but although the morbid dread of want, and the 
fear of entering the Workhouse, which weighed upon his mind, may have 
been occasioned, or at least aggravated by the decline in his circumstances, 
his advanced age, and inability through disease, to pursue his ordinary 
occupation, yet this form of monomania, characterized by dread of future 
want, is by no means uncommon, even amongst persons possessed of afflu- 
ent means of living. At all events, the allegation that his insanity was 
brought on by destitution, is neither supported by the verdict of the 
Coroner’s jury,* nor the evidence of the witnesses examined at the investi- 
gation. The verdict in question, a copy of which is annexed, avers merely 
the fact of suicide, and its commission in a state of insanity, without attri- 
buting it to destitution, or to any particular cause ; whilst the depositions 
go to show that the deceased, although in reduced circumstances, was not 
in a state of destitution at any time up to the period of his death. For it 
appears that he had been supplied with various sums of money (in fact 
whenever he made application), from time to time; and so recently as 
November last, the sum of six pounds had been procured for him by the 
raffle of his clock. After disposing of several articles to meet pressing 
wants, a large quantity of furniture, not necessary to his condition of life, 
still remained, as well as a supply of fuel and food, and a very small sum 
of money. It appears also that he had credit at a provision shop, and that 
he did not pay any rent for his house ; and his wife deposes that he had 
been tolerably well clothed, and thathe had never wanted food, having had his 
meals comfortably provided up to the time of his decease. Although indigent, 
therefore, he was not in a state of destitution at any time. On referring to the 
Belief Registry, it appeared that on one occasion, about two years ago, he had 
applied at the Dispensary of his District in Banbridge, and received relief for 
the disease of his limb (sciatica), by which he became subsequently disabled, 
but he had not afterwards renewed his application; and, on inquiiy, I 
ascertained from the Relieving Officer of his district that he had not applied, 
either personally or indirectly, for provisional relief or admission into the 
Workhouse. A recommendation for his admission into the Infirmary of that 
Institution had, at his own instance, been procured for him from one of the 
Ex-Officio Guardians, but he subsequently declined to avail himself of it, 
through a morbid dread of the surgical treatment that might be adopted.

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Abstract of Replies on the Moral [App. A. IV. 

IV Abstract of Replies to that part of the Commissioners’ 

Circular Letter of the 2orcl August, 1861, communicating 
the Resolutions of the Committee of the House of Commons on 
the Irish Poor Law, in which the Commissioners requested to 
be informed of the exact arrangements existing in regard to 
the Moral Classification of the Workhouse Inmates, and 
whether the existing Classification could, in the opinion of the 
Guardians, be improved. 

Abbexjleix Union No classification exists save that between the different classes of 

inmates ; and from the fact of there being no able-bodied women in the house, 
except those with illegitimate children, the officers are obliged to employ them 
in the kitchen, hospitals, laundry, &c. ; and the Guardians are therefore of 
opinion that the present classification cannot be improved. 

Antrim Union The only arrangement at present existing as regards moral classifi- 

cation is that there is a separate ward to which females of abandoned character 
are consigned. 

Ardee Union.— There is a separate ward for a class of females in addition to the 
other classification. 

Armagh Union A separation ward for women of loose character has been in exist- 
ence for some years with very satisfactory results. The Guardians are not 
aware that any improvement could be made. 

Athlone Union Nurses having illegitimate children are separated from the married 

nurses; and prostitutes are located in wards set apart for their exclusive 
accommodation. The Board are satisfied with this arrangement. 

Athu Union. There is a separate ward for females of bad character who are kept 

in it. The Guardians do not consider any further improvement of the classifi- 
cation required. 

Bailieboro ’ Union The class of women of improper character have been kept in 

separate wards until such time as it is believed they become reformed in their 
habits. 

Ballina Union. All bad and immoral characters are separated from the other 

inmates of the Workhouse ; but from the pressure which may be on the house 
in consequence of the distress existing, it would be an inopportune time to go 
further in respect of moral classification. When the crisis is over, the Board 

' will be prepared to give the subject their anxious attention. 

Ballinasloe Union. — The women on their admission are divided into three classes, as 
follows: 1. Married women and young women of proper character; 2. Wo- 

men who have had one or more illegitimate children ; 3. Common prostitutes 
and women of profligate character who may have had one or more illegitimate 
children. This classification applies both to day-rooms and dormitories. 

Ballinrobe Union Persons of notoriously depraved habits are kept in a separate 

place from the other inmates, and are not permitted to mix with them. 

Ballycastle Union. — Owing to the small number in the house, and the care and atten- 
tion given by the Master and Matron, there is very slight opportunity given for 
moral contamination. They are nearly all old infirm people and children. If 
by chance a young female comes in she is kept working under the care of the 
Matron apart from the other females. 

Ballymahon Union. — One of the wards in the fever hospital is used as a separation 
ward for inmates of notoriously bad character. No inconvenience can arise 
from this arrangement. It has been found to work well, and in the opinion of 
the Board needs no improvement. 

Ballymena Union In the opinion of the Board no change could be made in the 

present classification which would improve it. All prostitutes and women 
labouring under venereal disease are kept apart from all other inmates in the 
penitentiary. In all parts of the establishment males and females have separate 
wards ; and in all parts of the house the inmates are provided with Bibles, Tes- 
taments, Prayer Books, and Catechisms. 

Bally money Union The Classification of inmates has been particularly attended to,. 
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Ballyshannon Union. — The Board beg to express their approval of the Resolution, 
'No. 15. There are no females in the house whose immorality can be called no- 
torious. One female (a reformed prostitute) is placed in the probationary ward 
as are all such characters, and are not allowed to associate with the other in- 
mates. There are six or eight females with illegitimate children who occupy 
the nursery by day, and sleep in a separate apartment by night. 

Ballyvaglian Union — The arrangements for the moral classification of the inmates 
are sufficient. 

Balrothery Union — In the year 1856 the Guardians, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners, established a separation-ward, within which all single females having 
or having had two or more illegitimate children, as also all publicly known 
females of improper character, were placed on their admission, and kept from 
associating with other females. The arrangement has worked satisfactorily. 
It would be desirable if the children of such characters could be separated 
from the other children. 

Baltinglass Union — It is the opinion of the Guardians that the classification as at 
present in force cannot be improved, as the order of the Commissioners is 
strictly adhered to. The moral women have separate dormitories and sitting- 
rooms, but all the able-bodied women have access to one yard. 

Banbridge Union — The Guardians do not think any change in the present classifi- 
cation necessary. No boys or girls are transferred from school to the adult class. 
Prostitutes are kept in the female idiot cells, and the female idiots with the 
female adults in the infirm ward. 

Bandon Union For female inmates of known bad character a portion of the build- 

ing is set apart and secured from communication ivith any other part of the 
Workhouse. 

Bantry Union. — There are only five women in the house to whom the question could 
refer, and whose conduct since their admission has been quite correct. The 
Board do not think any change necessary. Two of them have been employed 
as assistant nurses for want of others, and three of them are in the day-room 
with one other person, a married woman. 

Bawnboy Union. — The only moral classification beyond the ordinary classification 
of the inmates is that women of notoriously abandoned character are kept in 
a separate ward by themselves. 

Belfast Union. — In addition to the classification directed by the Workhouse regula- 
tions, the young are separated from the old, and detached school buildings have 
been erected on the Workhouse grounds. A separation-ward has also been 
established, in which are placed all females labouring under venereal disease, 
and all women who have given birth to two or more illegitimate children. The 
Guardians are of opinion that the system of classification might, with advan- 
tage, be carried still further, by the separation of the younger of the adult 
class of both sexes from those of more mature age. 

Belmullet Union. — The inmates of the Workhouse are divided into four classes, viz., 
men, women, boys, girls ; but the Guardians are of opinion that some arrange- 
ment should be made to separate the moral from the immoral inmates, and with 
that view the Master is directed to furnish a report as to the best means of car- 
rying out this object. The Guardians subsequently stated that there were no 
prostitutes in the Workhouse, and that should any cases arise they would be 
kept apart from the other inmates. 

Borrisohane Union. — The present classification ^is as follows Able-bodied women ; 
able-bodied men ; infirm women ; infirm men ; women with illegitimate chil- 
dren. When prostitutes are admitted they are separated from the other inmates. 
The Guardians are of opinion that the present classification cannot be improved. 

Boyle Union. — The question of moral classification referred to a Committee. The 
Guardians subsequently resolved that the infirmary ward be divided into two 
parts — one for the lunatic women, and one for the improper women. 

Caherciveen Union Certain alterations (described on the minutes) in the building 

proposed with a view to improved classification. 

Callan Union. — Arrangements are made for the separation of the female adult in- 
mates from those having illegitimate children, by placing them in different 
wards. In other respects the classification required by the Workhouse rules is 
carried out.

Abstract of Replies on the Moral [App. A. IV. 

Carlow Union The classification of the inmates cannot, in the opinion of the Guar- 
dians, be improved. The females are classed as follows : — 1. Children up to fif- 
teen years of age ; 2. Girls of fifteen years and upwards ; 3. Nurses with one 
child, legitimate or illegitimate; 4. Aged and infirm; 5. Women who have 
more than one illegitimate child, or who having one such child present them- 
selves for admission being pregnant; 6. Notorious prostitutes. These two last 
classes are kept totally apart from other females, and from each other. 

Carrickmacross Union. — The Guardians consider the present classification satisfac- 
tory, namely, common prostitutes are placed, night and day, in a ward separate 
from the other females, and women with two or more illegitimate children in a 
separate Avard by themselves at night. 

Carrick-on-Shannon Union. — The Guardians are not prepared to suggest any im- 
provement as regards moral classification. Should the numbers in the house 
increase, the question may arise for future consideration. 

Carrick-on-Suir Union . — Moral classification is maintained by the appropriation of 
separate and distinct Avards for the use of the two classes of immoral females, 
viz., No. 1 Ward for the exclusive use of prostitutes, and No. 2 Ward for women, 
not prostitutes, having one or more illegitimate children. 

Casliel Union . — No change in the present classification is recommended, but if 
accommodation Avere available a further separation among the female inmates 
AA r ould be desirable. 

Castlebar Union The Board fully appreciates the importance of moral classifica- 

tion of the inmates of the Workhouse, and they will continue to give their best 
attention to it. 

Castleblayney Union. — In addition to the usual classification the Guardians have fitted 
up a ward for prostitutes Avho are not permitted to mix with the other inmates. 
Beyond this they feel it would be difficult to enter on a moral classification of 
the inmates. 

Castlecomer Union. — There does not appear any change at present required. 

Casllederg Union No separation with reference to moral classification has been 

adopted, but the Guardians are of opinion that a portion of the building at pre- 
sent unoccupied might be appropriated to that purpose with good effect. 

Castlerea Union. — The Guardians do not see any mode of improving the present 
moral classification of the inmates. The women are divided into three classes 
1 st, Prostitutes or street characters are separated from all the other inmates, 
having a yard and place for themselves ; 2nd, Women having one or more illegi- 
timate children are separated from the married women and young girls during 
the night, as they sleep in a dormitory by themselves, but they meet in the 
same nursery with the married women during the day; 3rd, Married Avomen 
and young girls sleep in the same dormitory, and some with the children in 
their dormitories. The young girls have a day-room for themselves. 

Castletown Union The moral classification of the inmates is as good as could be 

expected. The sexes are kept entirely apart, and there is at present no person 
of bad character whereby the younger portion of the inmates might be de- 
moralized. 

Cavan Union The Avomen of immoral character are placed in a separate ward, and 

are not permitted to mingle with the rest of the females of the Workhouse 
except when at Divine service. 

Celbridge Union The present arrangements are— A department called the peniten- 

tiary, in which the females with illegitimate children are kept apart from the 
other inmates, and the Guardians consider that no further arrangement is ne- 
cessary. 

Claremorris Union . — There is no inmate belonging to the class of females referred 
to at present in the house, nor has there been for a considerable time past, and 
then only for a limited period Avhilst under medical treatment. 

Clifden Union. — No females of notoriously depraved character in the Workhouse. 

Clogheen Union — The women of immoral character are separated from the other 
inmates, and the Guardians are of opinion that the present classification does 
not require any further improvement. 

Clogher Union. — As far as possible the Avorst characters — i.e., those notoriously 
bad — are separated from the rest ; but there is no place set apart for carrying out 
such moral classification; 
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Clonahilty Union. — Special report famished by the Clerk, detailing the arrangements 
from time to time made for moral classification. All of which, he states, have 
been abandoned, and for the past few years there can scarcely, during the work- 
ing hours of the day, be any distinction made. The prostitutes in the house 
conduct themselves equally well and frequently better than some of the females 
who have illegitimate children. 

Clones Union. — The only moral classification in this Union is that women of noto- 
riously bad character are kept separate. 

Clonmel Union — With regard to moral classification, the Board are endeavouring to 
carry it out to the fullest extent they consider practicable. 

Coleraine Union. — For a number of years past it has been the practice of this Board 
to have the women of abandoned moral character separated from the other 
inmates. 

Coo/cstown Union. — The proposed moral classification of inmates has been for some 
time carried out in this Workhouse, and found to work well. 

Cootehill Union. — The classification laid down in the Workhouse Buies is strictly 
observed, and the Guardians cannot suggest any improvement in it. 

Cork Union.— The Guardians consider some improvement of the moral classifica- 
tion of the house absolutely necessary ; that a ward should be formed in the 
body of the house for all well-conducted females from 15 years upwards; that 
an intermediate probationary ward be formed for all females over 1 5 entering 
the house, until some proof of their conduct can be obtained ; and that super- 
vision in all the wards of the house is absolutely necessary at night, by the 
appointment of well-conducted inmates as deputies, where the Wardmasters or 
Wardmistresses do not sleep. One dim light should be allowed in each ward to 
burn throughout the night. 

Corrofin Union. — No arrangements exist for classification different to that laid 
down in the Commissioners’ rules. There are no prostitutes receiving relief, 
nor do the Guardians remember any. As regards women having illegitimate 
children there has been no separation, the majority of the healthy women in 
receipt of relief being of this class ; but the number is so small that without 
their aid the business of the house could not be conducted, and it is, therefore, 
practically impossible to exclude them. The Guardians have instructed the 
Matron to be careful in placing young girls and women of good character in 
different dormitories from the others. 

Croom Union. — The arrangements at present existing are considered satisfactory. No 
separate classification exists in the Workhouse such as referred to by the Com- 
missioners, as it never appeared necessary from the class of persons admitted. 

Delvin Union.— There is one separation ward and yard for bad female characters. 

Dingle Union. — There are no common prostitutes in the Workhouse, but there are 
five women with illegitimate children, with whom the young girls of unblem- 
ished character are not allowed to sleep in the same dormitory. 

Donaghmore Union. — On the 1st October, 1856, the Guardians directed that 
female paupers of bad character be kept in a separate ward, and not allowed 
to mix with the other inmates. On the Board inquiring some time after 
whether the order had been carried into effect, the Matron reported that it was 
unnecessary to do so, as all the women in the house were of the same character. 

Donegal Union. — A separation has been kept for years in this Workhouse, and the 
Board use their best endeavours to see that a proper moral classification is 
properly carried out in the Workhouse. 

Downpatrick Union. — The Guardians are of opinion that the present arrangements 
do not admit of further improvement, as they have been very particular re- 
garding the moral classification of the inmates in every respect. Wards have 
been set apart for prostitutes and women of bad character, and for females hav- 
ing two or more illegitimate children, by which means women of these classes 
have no connexion whatever with the general body of the house. A classifica- 
tion even exists with those women, which separates, as far as possible, the victim 
of seduction from the notorious prostitute. 

Drogheda Union. — Classification is in accordance with the Workhouse Buies, Ar- 
ticles 9 and 10, with a penitentiary for females of improper character. If a 
class was adopted for females above fifteen after leaving school, instead of being 
classed with the able-bodied women, a class for themselves up to twenty years of 
age would be desirable.

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Dromore West Union. — The Board is of opinion that the moral classification of the 
inmates of the Workhouse is desirable ; but there has not been a prostitute in the 
house for the last two years, and only three women with more than one illegiti- 
mate child, are in the house. The Guardians have examined all the apartments 
of the Workhouse, and do not find any which could be appropriated exclusively 
for the occupation of those persons, without incurring a very large expenditure 
for necessary alterations, which the Guardians do not wish to incur. 

Dublin, North, Union. — There is no rule as to moral classification in this Workhouse, 
with this exception, that the women suffering from venereal are sent to the 
Lock Hospital, Townsend-street. 

Dublin, South , Union. — The Board concur in the importance of Resolution 15, 
as may appear from Minutes of their proceedings for some time past, and will 
attend to any further suggestions made on the subject with the view of giving 
full effect to the recommendations of the Parliamentary Committee. 

Dundalk Union — There are two separate wards in the house appropriated for the 
purpose of moral classification ; one for females of abandoned character, and 
the other for females having illegitimate children. 

Dunfanaghy Union The classification is according to Art. f) of the Workhouse 

Rules, and the Guardians are of opinion that such classification does not re- 
quire improvement. 

Dungannon Union. — The only separation of classification is for that of known prosti- 
tutes, for whom a portion of the female idiot ward is set apart ; and taking into 
account the small number of admissions of that class, and the number of inmates 
generally, the Guardians do not think any further improvement at present 
necessary. 

Dungarvan Union. — The present nursery is occupied by the mothers of both legiti- 
mate and illegitimate children. Ordered, that they be separated by transfer- 
ring the former class into a room adjoining which was formerly a nursery, and 
that they occupy separate dormitories at night. 

Dunmanway Union. — Resolved that all the females of bad character be kept in a 
ward by themselves, and be taken into the hall and get their victuals separately, 
and into the chapel. 

Dunshaughlin Union. — There is at present a separate ward for common prostitutes; 
but, when necessary, there can be a ward appropriated to women with two or 
more bastard children. 

Edenderry Union. — At present there is not a separate ward for known improper 
characters ; the Guardians think the moral classification could be improved in 
this respect. Upon further consideration and inquiry, the Guardians find there 
is but one known prostitute in the house, and she is well-conducted ; the 
Guardians, under these circumstances, do not think it advisable to make any 
change at present in the classification. 

Ennis Union. — A committee appointed for the purpose, have inquired into the classi- 
fication of the house, and find that no change is necessary. 

Enniscorthy Union. — Classification is fairly provided for. 

Enniskillen Union. — In the opinion of the Guardians there is no occasion to make 
any change in the classification of the inmates, which is in accordance with 
the Commissioners’ rules, with the exception that prostitutes are put by them- 
selves in the female idiot wards, and the Guardians do not think that the 
classification can be improved. 

Ennistymon Union. — Women with illegitimate children, and unmarried women in a 
state of pregnancy are kept together, except when employed as nurses attend- 
ing on the sick. Prostitutes treated in a ward specially reserved for them. 
Married females with children have a ward for themselves. 

Fermoy Union — Women of notoriously profligate character are kept entirely apart 
from the other inmates, by having distinct wards with yard attached. 

Galway Union — The Guardians think that no improvement can be effected in the 
present classification. The following arrangements exist : able-bodied females, 
infirm females, married women with children, women with illegitimate chil- 
dren, and prostitutes, are each and all kept apart, the latter class having no in- 
tercourse whatever with the other inmates. 
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Glenamaddy Union.— 'Women of good moral character, whether married or single, 
have a separate day-room and dormitory; women with one or two illegitimate 
children are similarly accommodated ; these two classes have the same yard, 
and necessarily intermix in performing the usual household work ; the differ- 
ence is, in effect, rather a distinction than a separation. In the dining-hall, 
women of known immoral character and those having three illegitimate chil- 
dren, have a separate ward and yard, and unless at prayers or during service 
are wholly apart from the other females. 

Glenties Union.— The moral classification of the inmates as at present existing ad- 
mits of no improvement. Each class of inmates occupy distinct and separate 
apartments, and are not allowed to mix with the different sex. 

Gtin Union.— 1 The Board have endeavoured, to the best of their ability, to carry out 
the resolution of the Committee, and refer to their resolution of the 9th June 
1854, directing that separate apartments shall be provided for females of im- 
moral conduct, and that they should have no communication with the body of 
the house. This resolution was amended on the 22nd March, 1861, as follows : 
“ That separate apartments for females of immoral character shall be understood 
as providing separate apartments for females notoriously and habitually mis- 
conducted ; and that an intermediate ward be provided for females who, although 
not notorious prostitutes, are nevertheless of immoral character ; and that no 
female ot the above classes shall be placed in such apartments, without the 
written order of the Boards of Guardians.” 

Gorey Union. — There is, already, an arrangement for the moral classification of the 
inmates, which the Guardians consider to be sufficient. Copy minute of 14 th 
November, 1857 : — “ That a ward be set apart for the purpose of separating the 
mothers of illegitimate children from the other destitute females in the house ; 
that the new wing of the building be appropriated to women with illegitimate 
children as a dissolute ward, and that they be kept in every way separate from 
the other inmates.” The Master states that the foregoing classification is car- 
ried out. 

Gort Union.— As regards moral classification, there is a ward set apart for immoral 
persons, and answers all the purposes named. 

Gortin Union. — The inmates of the Workouse are classified in accordance with the 
Commissioners’ regulations. Females of immoral character are kept in sepa- 
rate rooms by themselves. 

Granard Union.— A separate room has been set apart for females of immoral cha- 
racter. 

Inishowen Union — -The only moral classification at present observed, is that of 
keeping prostitutes and those affected with venereal disease apart from the 
other inmates. The Master and Matron are now directed to observe as closely 
as possible the character and behaviour of the paupers generally, and especially 
the women with illegitimate children ; and as far as practicable, adopt a moral 
classification of them, both in the dormitory and at work. 

Irvines/.own Union — The Guardians consider the moral classification in this Work- 
house satisfactory. 

Kanturk Union — Certain alterations in the building agreed to be made, with a view 
to a better classification of women with illegitimate children. 

Kells Union — There is a ward set apart in this Workhouse for females of bad 
character. 

Kenmare Union — An apartment, called the Separation Ward, has been appropriated 
to women having illegitimate children, and who are not permitted to have inter- 
course with the other inmates. The Board have no suggestion to offer for 
further improvement of the classification. 

Kilkeel Union — There is no moral classification of the inmates, nor do the Guardians 
think it requisite. 

Kilkenny Union — Arrangements are being made for separating the mothers of ille- 
gitimate children from the other healthy women. There has been for many 
years a special ward for prostitutes, detached from the Workhouse, but within 
the Workhouse grounds. 

Killadysert Union — There is no classification of the nature referred to in this Work 
house; and, while the Guardians admit the necessity of making arrangements 
on the subject, the construction of the house renders it extremely difficult to 
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Killala Union The moral classification of the inmates is satisfactory, and the 

arrangements in this respect do not need alteration. There are but three 
women with illegitimate children, and there is a separate room allowed to them. 

Killarney Union. — There is a yard, ward, &c., set apart for women of abandoned 
character, in which they are completely separated from the other inmates ; 
there is a day -room and dormitory also set apart for the mothers of illegitimate 
children. The girls who have been educated in the Workhouse, are permitted 
to remain in the school department till they are provided with situations, which 
are generally available as soon as the girls are capable of fi l lin g them. 

Kilmacthomas Union No arrangement at present as regards classification. The 

Guardians consider such an arrangement would be most desirable, as regards 
workhouse accommodation and treatment. 

Kilmallock Union Female inmates of notoriously bad character are separated from 

the other females, and married women are kept in a separate dormitory at 
night from single women having illegitimate children. Young women whose 
character is not impeached have a separate dormitory for themselves ; but the 
three latter classes all take their meals together, and sometimes work together. 

Kilrush Union The classification is in accordance with the regulations of the 

Commissioners, with the following exceptions : — Prostitutes are kept separate 
from other classes ; married women are kept by themselves, and woman with 
illegitimate children also by themselves. 

Kinsale Union. — No change in the usual arrangements of the House. 

Larne Union. — There is ample accommodation for the moral classification of inmates 
of the Workhouse, a ward having been set apart some years ago for the exclu- 
sive use of paupers of immoral' character. The Guardians, however, do not 
see the necessity of separating any of the inmates at present in the Workhouse. 

Letterkenny Union No immorality of any kind has resulted from the classification 

in this Workhouse. Notorious cases are kept in the probationary ward, under 
the charge of a proper person. 

Limerick Union . — A distinction between the respective classes of inmates according 
to moral character, has been observed and adhered to ; and in the opinion of 
the Guardians, no further improvement can be effected. 

Lisburn Union. — The Guardians see no cause to make any change in the moral 
classification, as the present classification is in accordance with Art. 9 of the 
Workhouse Rules, with the exception of a female penitentiary, or separate ward 
for improper characters. 

Lismore Union. — The married and well-conducted women are employed as servants, 
nurses, &c., and are kept apart as much as possible from the other classes. 
Beyond the ordinary classification of the Workhouse nothing is carried out; and 
the Guardians do not see any way to improve the existing arrangements. 

Lisnakea Union. — The classification is according to Art. 9 of the Workhouse Rules, 
with the addition of a separate ward for females of improper character who may 
be placed in it from time to time by order of the Board. 

Listowel Union. — A separate day-room and dormitory are provided for all women 
who have had more than one illegitimate child, together with those who have 
led an immoral life. The married women, with those who have had one illegi- 
timate child, have a day-room and dormitory to themselves, as also the single 
women. 

Londonderry Union.. — A separate ward, yard, &c., for prostitutes, divided into two 
apartments, one for those who are inclined to remain, and show a disposition to 
reform ; the other for those who go in and out frequently. Mothers of bastard 
children who are not known to be prostitutes remain with other women. 

Longford Union . — The present arrangement for moral classification is the entire 
separation of females of abandoned character from ‘the other inmates, which 
has been carried out for some years. The Guardians are not at present able to 
suggest any improvement. 

Loughrea Union. — Women of known immoral character are provided with a separate 
ward, and kept apart from the other inmates. All the other adult female 
classes, except hospital patients, occupy the same day- wards, and this is thought 
to be sufficient. 

Lurgan Union. — A ward is set apart for prostitutes and females having two or more 
illegitimate children. 

Macroom Union. — There is a separation ward in the Workhouse, where females of 
notoriously immoral character are placed. 
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Maglierafelt Union.— There are only two inmates whose morals are such that it is 
deemed right to have them kept by themselves in the female idiot ward. The 
present classification cannot, in the Guardians’ opinion, he im proved. 

Mallow Union. — The subject of classification shall receive the attention and consider- 
ation which the importance of the subject requires, and the attention of the 
House Committee is earnestly directed to the subject. From the House Com- 
mittee’s report it appears, that habitual prostitutes have hitherto been kept 
separate ; and measures are proposed with the view of separating mothers of 
illegitimate children. 

Manor! lamilton Union.— So moral classification at present; but the Master is directed 
to place the prostitutes and women with two or more illegitimate children in a 
separate ward. 

Midleton Union.— A separate ward of the Workhouse, with an enclosed yard, is 
appropriated for prostitutes alone, having no communication with the other 
pauper inmates. 

Milford Union — One of the probationary wards, with the yard attached, to be ap- 
propriated for females of bad character ; but there are no persons in the Work- 
house of the description stated, nor has there been for a length of time. 

Millstreet Union — The Board are unable to see that the present condition of the 
Workhouse calls for any change with a view to the moral classification of the 
inmates. Arrangements are in existence for the separation from the other in- 
mates of females of loose character, who generally resort to the Workhouse for 
purposes of curative medical treatment only. 

Mitchelstown Union. — The Board is disposed to continue the present system of clas- 
sification adopted in the Workhouse since the year 1855, and which has up to 
this proved satisfactory, in having females of abandoned character placed in an 
exclusive ward, and permitting women having illegitimate children, and whose 
moral character in all other respects is good, to mix -with the other inmates of 
the Workhouse. 

Mohill Union — The Board is of opinion that it is no part of their duty to classify • 
they disapprove of any classification according to character, or reputed charac- 
ter ; the classification should be that of age and sex, and no other: disapprove 
of confining any persons to separate wards under any disguise whatsoever which 
would be felt as a punishment for an offence, or reputed offence, for which the 
individual has not undergone trial in usual course of law. 

Monaghan Union — Known prostitutes have been for a long time past placed in the 
female idiot w_ard apart from all other inmates, other arrangements being made 
for the idiots, so that the prostitutes are entirely separated from all other in- 
mates of the house. This arrangement having subsisted for a long period -with- 
out any inconvenience resulting appears to the Guardians satisfactory. 

Mountbellew Union — No arrangement for the classification of adult females, except 
that prostitutes, when in the house (which is but seldom), are kept in the 
female probationary ward. Women with illegitimate children principally com- 
pose the class of adult females in the house, and their general conduct is 
good. The Guardians are of opinion that at present no further arrangement is 
necessary. 

Mountmelich Union — The Guardians have for some time past adopted a moral clas- 
sification of the Workhouse inmates so far as placing females who are of noto- 
riously bad character in a separate ward from the other inmates. They are not 
however, disposed at present to make any change in this arrangement as it 
might prove inquisitorial. 

Mullingar Union. — The Guardians do not consider it desirable to alter existing 
arrangements as to the classification of the inmates. The Guardians have 
recently appropriated a ward to be used as a female penitentiary, and a separate 
ward for children between two and five. 

Naas Union — The only thing in the way of classification in this Union is that a 
building, formerly the County Fever Hospital, has been set apart for persons of 
bad character. 

Navan Union. — A separate ward is set apart for prostitutes. 

Nenagh Union.— The present moral classification consists in having prostitutes kept 
totally distinct from other inmates. Unmarried women, with illegitimate 
children, occupy separate dormitories and day-rooms, but have access to the 
same yard as the other females. The Guardians do not find it practicable at 
present to make further improvements. 
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Newcastle Union. — Ordered that the Master and Matron do not put women who 
have had illegitimate children, or of damaged reputation, into the same dormi- 
tory with young unmarried females of unstained purity of conduct. There will 
be a separate apartment ready very soon for the mothers of illegitimate chil- 
dren. There is a separate apartment for women of abandoned character; and 
the classification of all the other inmates is in accordance with the Commis- 
sioners’ rules and regulations. 

Newport Union . — The present classification cannot, in the opinion of the Guardians, 
be improved. None of the class notoriously immoral now in the Workhouse. 

New Ross Union.' — There is a separate apartment for females of immoral character, 
which is made use of when necessary. 

Newry Union — No girl to be transferred from school to the body of the house with- 
out the Board’s approval. The females are classed according to Art. 9, in the 
General Order of 5th February, 1849, with the exception that the female idiot 
ward has been set apart for the reception of females whose immorality is noto- 
rious, to which they are sent on admission, and kept separate from the other 
inmates. 

Newtownards Union There is a separate ward, called the refractory ward, where 

females of bad character and others, having two or more illegitimate children 
are placed. The Board cannot suggest any improvement. 

Newtownlimavady Union. — The Guardians consider that the classification at present 
in force in the Workhouse is very satisfactory, and recommend no change. 

Oldcastle Union. — The Guardians approve of the moral classification of the inmates 
of the Workhouse, and cannot suggest any improvement. 

Omagh Union The classification is that prescribed by the General Workhouse 

Regulations, with the exception that a separate ward has been appropriated for 
the reception of prostitutes, where they are kept by themselves, and not allowed 
to associate with the other inmates. The Board admit that the present classi- 
fication might be improved, but at an expense so heavy that they would not 
feel justified in incurring it. 

Oughterard Union . — The classification is in accordance with the Workhouse Rules. 
The Board cannot suggest any improvement. 

Parsonstown Union — Separate accommodation has been provided for professional 
prostitutes, and the Guardians feel a difficulty in deciding what other class 
of inmates they would recommend should be separated. Young unmarried 
women sleep in a separate dormitoi’y. The nature of the building does not 
admit of any more particular classification. 

Portumna Union The moral classification in this house is sufficiently carried out. 

The immoral characters are separated from the other inmates. 

Rathdoion Union. — The number of females at present in the house only suffice for 
the general duty, and any separate classification could not well be adopted 
during the day; but it is the opinion of the Matron that a much improved clas- 
sification might, with advantage, be adopted for this class during the night. 
The Board concur that it is desirable to remove females of noted bad character 
from immediate communication with young female inmates, the ward for- 
merly occupied by the nurses to be made available for such classification. 

Rathdrum Union. — The question of moral classification postponed for a special meet- 
ing, at which the Master and Clerk were to make a report on the subject. The 
Master accordingly informed the Board that it would be impossible at pre- 
sent to make any alteration in the classes of inmates from that at present in 
existence. 

Rathkeale Union — There is an exclusive ward established for females of notoriously 
bad character. All the other adult females are classed together, but separate 
from the part of the house occupied by the males. 

Roscommon Union . — A separate ward has been set apart for the use of females of 
abandoned character. 

Roscrea Union. — The Guardians have had for many years a separate ward and yard 
for the reception of prostitutes. 

Scariff Union — Classification according to Workhouse Rules. None of the class 
notoriously immoral in the Workhouse. 

Shillelagh Union — As to moral classification, it is so far kept up, that immoral 
characters get their meals and sleep apart from other inmates. 
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Skibbereen Union — There are two separate wards— one for women of known disso- 
lute habits ; the other for women who have had one illegitimate child. The 
inmates of the above are removed into the body of the house when the Chaplains 
certify that their conduct and religious and moral advancement entitle them to 
such a favour. 

Skull Union. — The only moral classification found to be necessary is the separation, 
in the nursery, of the married women, with young children, from the unmar- 
ried, having illegitimate children . It is very seldom that any of the abandoned 
class of females apply for admission. 

Sligo Union.— A separate ward has been open many years for prostitutes. A separate 
ward has also been lately opened, in which females having two or more illegi- 
timate children are placed. 

Strabane Union.— The only moral classification is the separation of the street- girls 
from the general inmates of the house, where there are four women at present, 
and the place is capable of accommodating ten persons. There is no improve- 
ment which the Guardians can suggest. 

Stranorlar Union. — Known prostitutes, with or without children, are lodged and 
fed in separate wards from the other inmates. This system is found °to work 
well. 

Strokestown Union — All women of blemished moral character are, on admission, 
placed in a separate ward, and excluded from associating with the other 
inmates ; but with the understanding, that any, except common street prostitutes, 
who earn for themselves the indulgence, while on probation, by good conduct,’ 
may, on the report of the Master, be removed to other parts of the house. The 
rule, now nearly two years old, seems to work well. Six mothers of illegi- 
timate children have obtained the indulgence within the last twelve months. 

Swineford Union . — Classification is strictly carried out in accordance with the 
Workhouse Rules, with the exception that a ward is exclusively assigned, for 
several years past, called an “Immoral Ward,” for women of notoriously 
immoral character, in which persons are kept altogether separate from the 
other classes of female inmates. The Board is of opinion that the present 
classification is defective, and that in any amendment of the law a system 
should be devised to ensure better classification and more careful training. 

Thomastown Union.— The female probationary ward to be allocated to females of 
improper character. 

Thurles Union — The Guardians, in November, 1855, allotted apartments, at the 
female side of the Workhouse, where the females of immoral character, or with 
illegitimate children, should be placed. The Guardians’ resolutions of November, 

] 855, have, as far as they can ascertain, been strictly carried out. No classifi- 
cation in this respect has been made at the male side. 

Tipperary Union— The only moral classification observed in the house is, that 
prostitutes, and females who on their admission may have more than one illegi- 
timate child, are put into an apartment exclusively appropriated to their use. 

Tobercurry Union . — The Board is of opinion, that moral classification is very desir- 
able where necessary ; but in the case of this Union there have not been more 
than two or three cases of the admission of prostitutes for the past eight years, 
and in those cases they were kept in a separate ward from the other inmates. 

Tralee Union . — Females of well-known immoral and depraved character are care- 
fully excluded from intercourse or communication with the virtuous females, 
being placed in a portion of the house entirely set apart for them. A com- 
mittee of the Board has recommended some further arrangements, with a view 
to the separation of females who have had illegitimate children. 

Trim Union. — Referred to a Committee, who report that the moral classification 
is susceptible of improvement, and recommend a day-room and dormitory to be 
set apart for young girls leaving the school, in order to guard against the possi- 
bility of their minds being corrupted by an indiscriminate mixing with the 
adult females. Directions given by the Guardians to carryout this suggestion. 

Tuam Union.— A separate ward has been provided for females of immoral character, 
and a dormitory has now been set apart for women having one or more illegi- 
timate children; thus married and single women of good conduct will be 
separated from those of blemished characters. 

Tulla Union — -The Guardians have nothing to suggest with regard to the moral 
classification of the inmates. A separate ward exists, in Avhich women of 
notoriously bad character are kept. 
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Tullamore Union.— There is a ward set apart for females of bad character, in which 
they are placed on admission, and not allowed to associate with other inmates. 
It is the opinion of the Guardians, that the moral classification of the inmates 
is satisfactory. 

Urlingford Union. — No arrangement made with respect to moral classification . The 
classification is that which has been ordinarily adopted throughout Workhouses 
in general. 

Waterford Union. — Prostitutes are separated from the other females, and placed in 
departments where they can have no communication with the others. Mothers 
with illegitimate children are also separated from the married women, and 
placed under the supervision of a Wardmistress, who is always present. The 
food is sent from the kitchen to these classes in order to prevent their coming 
to the dining-hall, or in any way associating with the other inmates. 

Westport Union. — The Board have for some years past divided the female inmates 
into three distinct classes. — 1. Those of unblemished character; 2. Women, 
who, not being prostitutes, have had illegitimate children ; 3. Common prosti- 
tutes. Each class is provided with separate day -room, dormitory, and other 
accommodation, and never allowed to associate with each other. With this 
arrangement the Board are satisfied. 

Wexford Union. — The present classification among the able-bodied women is con- 
fined to a dissolute ward, which is insufficient for the purpose : evidence having 
come before the Board, that the existing arrangements are inadequate to pre- 
vent girls transferred from the school to the women’s side being exposed to 
language and gestures which must speedily corrupt them, it was subsequently 
ordered by the Guardians that no girl be transferred from the school class 
without a previous report to the Guardians and special directions from them. 

Youghal Union . — Classification is carried out as directed in the Workhouse Rules; 
and in addition, females of bad character are separated from the other inmates. 
The Guardians consider that at present no further improvement is necessary.

or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the Committee of Management for the said 
Dispensary District shall be appointed” in manner provided therein, “ for the ensuing year, 
and so likewise in each succeeding year.” 

2. Under the provisions of this section, the Guardians who are returned in the annual 
election of Guardians for the Union become members of the Committees of Management 
of the respective Dispensary Districts therein, in which they are resident or are owners or 
occupiers of property situate in such districts respectively ; and under the same section, the 
Board of Guardians will have to elect a sufficient number of ratepayers, resident in each 
district and liable to pay poor rates in respect of property therein of the net annual value 
of £30 at the least, so as (with the ex-officio and elected Guardians resident or being the 
owners or occupiers of property in the district, who are thereby qualified and entitled to 
act on the Committee of each district), to complete the number of members of whom the 
Committee of such district is to consist, as fixed by the Commissioners’ Order in that be- 
half. You should therefore , by a careful examination of the Rate Boohs of the Union , and 
the Register of Statements of Claim to Vote , make out a correct list showing the several Dis- 
pensary Districts of the Union in which each Guardian is duly entitled to act on the Committee 
of Management , and submit the same to the Board of Guardians , for their information and 
guidance , before they proceed to the election of qualified ratepayers to complete the Committees 
of Management. 

3. In case the full number of Guardians be not returned in the annual election, so that 
any vacancies appear on the Returning Officer’s return of the election of Guardians for 
the Union, the Commissioners, in due course after the receipt of that return, will issue an 
Order providing for a supplemental election to fill such vacancies in the Board of Guar- 
dians ; and as the Guardians so to be elected will be entitled to act on the Dispensary 
Committees of the respective districts, according to the provisions of the Act above referred 
to, the Board of Guardians should elect only such number of qualified ratepayers as would 
be necessary if the number of Guardians eligible for the Union were now complete ; so that 
the Guardians to be elected to supply vacancies may become members of the respective 
Dispensary Committees upon which, they may be qualified and entitled to act. 

4. The Commissioners at the same time desire to call the attention of the Board of 
Guardians to the annexed extract from the Circular of the 30th March, 1852, relating to 
the appointment of Wardens who, as well as members of the Dispensary Committees and 
Relieving Officers, are authorized by § 9 of the Dispensaries Act, to issue tickets for 
Medical Relief under that Act. It will be observed that it is provided, that the appoint- 
ment of Wardens should be made within one month after the annual election of Guardians. 

5. It is desirable that the parties authorized to issue tickets for Medical Relief in a Dis- 
pensary District should be selected for each district, as far as practicable, from different 
localities in the several parts of the district, so that sufficient facility for obtaining such 
relief, with due convenience to the sick poor resident in all parts of the district, may be 
afforded, by means of persons distributed over the whole district according to its require- 
ments, having regard to the amount of population in its various parts and other local cir- 
cumstances : and the Commissioners suggest to the Guardians the propriety of keeping 
this consideration in view in the selection of ratepayers for the Dispensary Committees, 
and of Wardens. It will, therefore, be desirable for the Board, in making such selection, 
to have before them a list of the Guardians and Relieving Officers entitled to issue tickets 
for Medical Relief, showing their respective places of residence ; and to make their selec- 
tion of Ratepayers and Wardens accordingly, from persons resident in localities least 
provided with facility for obtaining such tickets from other resident persons authorized to 
give them. 

6. The Commissioners also recommend the Guardians to select for Members of the Dispen- 
sary Committees such qualified ratepayers as will be likely to be able and willing to assist in 
the due administration of the Dispensanes Act, by attending the meetings of the Committee of 
Management of their District at the prescribed times , so as to insure, as far as practicable, 
regular meetings of a sufficient number of the Committee for the due management of the 
Dispensary, and the transaction of the business arising under the Act, in accordance with 
the General Rules issued in pursuance thereof. It is the more important that this consid- 
eration should be kept in view in the selection of ratepayers to complete the Dispensary 
Committees at the present time, inasmuch as those Committees are required by § 19 of 
the Act, to give their aid, in their respective districts, in carrying into effect the sanitary 
directions and regulations issued under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention 
Acts, an object which demands the vigilant and continued attention of all the local autho- 
rities, with a view to the adoption and enforcement of sanitary measures in the abatement 
of nuisances and the removal of causes injurious to health. 

7. Your attention, as Clerk of the Union, is requested to your duties under Articles 1, 
2, 3, 4, and 27 (annexed hereto), of the General Dispensary Regulations of 16th Decem- 
ber, 1853, in pursuance of which you will, as soon as the new Committees are completed 
by the Board of Guardians, make a return to the Commissioners of the names and ad- 
dresses of all the members of each Committee, in the Form (No. 1,) prescribed for the 
purpose ; and you will take care to forward such return to this office in due course, as 
soon as the new Committees are constituted. 
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8. You will likewise forward the prescribed notice (Form No. 3,) to each member of 
the respective Committees so constituted, and the list of their names and addresses (in 
Form -No. 5,) to the Medical Officers of the respective districts, in accordance with the 
regulatmns. Herewith is enclosed a Form of Letter which you can use in transmitting to 
each Medical Officer the list for his district. Where there is more than one Medical Officer 
for any district, a copy of the entire list for the district is to be transmitted to each Medical 
Officer thereof. 

, r 9 ;. wiU aIso take care that each of the persons authorized to issue Tickets for 
Medical Reiief shall be supplied with “Medical Relief Ticket Check Books,” in the Forms 

in t" P rescribed b ~ v the General Regulations of 16th December, 1853, for the purpose. 

10. In case any of the members of the present Dispensary Committees, or Wardens be 
not reappointed on the expiration of their present term of office, and consequently cease 
thereupon to have authority to issue tickets for Medical Relief, you will transmit to them 
the notice prescribed in such case (Form No. 6). 

11. You should immediately take the necessary steps for obtaining, if you have not 
already done so, the requisite supply of the Forms above referred to (Nos. 1, 3, 5, & 6 • 
and Forms of Ticket Books E 1 & E 2), which should be procured from the printer in the 
ordinary manner, without delay, in pursuance of Article 27 of the Regulations.

Extract from Circular of 30th March, 1852, as to Appointment of Wardens referred 
to in paragraph 4 of the foregoing Circular of 22nd March, 1856. 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
to call the attention of the Board of Guardians to the provisions of the 50th section of 
the Irish Poor Relief Act, 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, under which the Board of Guardians of every 
Union in Ireland is required “within one month after the annual election of Guardians 
to appoint a fit person in each parish or townland, or any part thereof, respectively, included 
m such Union, to be and be styled the Warden for such parish, townland, or part thereof.” 
It appears that in some Unions the provisions of this section have not been dulv and re°ri~ 
larly complied with ; and the Commissioners request the attention of the Guardians to the 
subject, in reference to the due administration of Medical Relief to the sick poor under 
the Medical Charities Act, 14 & 15 Vic., c. 68, under section 9 of which Wardens as well 
as members of Dispensary Committees and Relieving Officers, are the parties empowered 
to afford Medical Relief, by the issue of tickets for the same as therein provided after the 
necessary arrangements for the purpose shall have been made. 

2. With regard to the districts which it may be advisable to assign to the Wardens it 
will be observed that a Warden may be appointed for a parish, or townland, or any part 
thereof. The Commissioners apprehend that it will not generally be necessaiy to appoint 
a separate Warden for each townland, or a subdivision thereof; and difficulty might arise 
in selecting so many persons willing to act, as would be requisite for the appointment of 
these officers for such districts, which would in many cases be of veiy small extent As 
the Guardians are enabled to appoint a Warden for a parish, or any part of a parish the 
Commissioners suggest for their consideration whether it may not be advisable for them so 
to arrange the Wardens’ districts, as to appoint one at least for each parish, or portion of 
a parish, included in each Electoral Division. The Commissioners, however, are desirous 
that this suggestion should not be understood as intended to limit the Guardians to this 
number of Wardens, or to interfere with their discretion in regard to the districts for which 
they may think it desirable from local circumstances to appoint them in accordance with 
tne Act. 



Extract from General Order of 16th December, 1853, containing the General Regu 
lations for Dispensary Districts, referred to in paragraph 7 of foregoing Circular 
of 22nd March, 1856. & ar 



Article 1.— Immediately on the completion of a new Committee of Management for 
each Dispensary District after each annual election of Guardians in the Union the Clerk 
of_ the Union shall make a return, in the Form No. 1, annexed to this Order to us the 
said Commissioners, of the names and addresses of the respective members of ’the Com- 
mittee; and in like manner on any election by the Board of Guardians of a ratepayer or 
ratepayers to fill any vacancy or vacancies in any such Committee, the Clerk shall make a 
return to us, in the Form No. 2, annexed to this Order. 

“Article 2.— The Clerk of the Union shall, on the appointment of a new Committee 
after each annual election of the Guardians of the said Union, send to each member of 
the Committee for every Dispensary District, a notice in the annexed Form No. 3 • and on 
the eiection of any ratepayer to. supply a vacancy at any time in any of the said Com- 
mittees, the Clerk shall send to him a notice in the annexed Form No. 4. 

“ Article 3.-— Immediately upon the annnal completion of any new Committees as 
aforesaid, the Clerk of the Union shall furnish each Medical Officer of the respective dis- 
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tricts with a list, according to the annexed Form No. 5, of the names and addresses of the 
members of the Committee of the District of which he is a Medical Officer; and also of 
the names and residences of every Relieving Officer and Warden acting as such for any 
Electoral Division included in such district; and the Medical Officer shall lay such list 
before the Committee of Management at their first meeting after receipt thereof. And the 
Clerk shall in like manner notify, from time to time, any changes from death, or other- 
wise, of members of the Committee of Management, Relieving Officers, or Wardens, in 
any districts, to the respective Medical Officers thereof, who shall lay such notification 
before the Committee of Management at their first meeting after receipt thereof. 

“ Article 4. — Whenever any person ceases to be a member of the Committee, or a 
Warden, on the expiration of a period for which he is appointed, the Clerk of the Union 
shall transmit to him a notice in the Form No. 6, hereto annexed, apprizing him of the 
cessation of his power to issue tickets for Medical Relief, and requiring him to return to 
the Board of Guardians any forms of the tickets for Medical Relief, which had been issued 
to him in the Medical Relief Ticket Check Books (Forms E 1 and E 2, hereinafter men- 
tioned), and which may not have been used.” 

“Article 27. — The Board of Guardians shall from time to time, as may be necessary, 
cause to be provided a sufficient supply of books, stationery, and forms prescribed by this 
or any other Order under our Seal, and all other requisites, for the use of each Committee of 
Management ; and shall also cause a sufficient number of Check Books of Medical Relief 
Tickets according to the annexed Forms E 1 and E 2, to be provided, and cause a sufficient 
supply of such Check Books to be furnished to each member of every Dispensary Com- 
mittee in the Union, and to each Relieving Officer and Warden therein.” 



No. 2 Manner in which the Services of Midwives are to be made 

AVAILABLE. — CIRCULAR to DISPENSARY COMMITTEES. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g m> August 2, 1861. 

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to the circumstance that a. difference of 
practice prevails in different Dispensary Districts where a Midwife has been 
appointed, as to the manner in which the services of the. Midwife are brought 
into action, and also to the fact that, in some districts, evil results have ensued 
from the practice adopted. 

With a view to the prevention of such evils, the Commissioners think it right 
to call the attention of the Committee of Management to the subject, and to 
point out that a visiting ticket issued in the usual form in a case of midwifery 
casts on the Medical Officer receiving it a full and undivided responsibility, not- 
withstanding the fact that a Midwife is officially employed in the district. The 
services of the Midwife are not intended to relieve the Medical Officer from his 
responsibility under the Medical Charities’ Act and the Commissioners’ Regula- 
tions, issued in pursuance of that Act ; but they are placed at his disposal for 
the purpose of enabling him to relieve himself, where he can do. so with safety, 
from the necessity of attendance in cases of natural labour in which no difficulty 
exists to demand a continued attendance on his part. The services of the Mid- 
wife are placed at the disposal of the Medical Officer, but the Midwife is not 
substituted for the Medical Officer, and he is. entirely responsible as to the 
extent to which her services are to be relied on in each case. 

In accordance with these views, the Commissioners desire that the following 
course may be adopted in all cases in which Dispensary relief is required by 
ticket for women in labour. 

The ticket should, as in other cases, be addressed to the Medical Officer, and 
not to the Midwife. 

The ticket should be presented to the Medical Officer, who should register it, 
and ascertain by minute inquiry — or, if it should appear necessary, by visit to 
the patient — that the case is one of natural labour. 

If it should appear on such inquiry or visit that the case is likely to be attended 
with any difficulty or danger, the Medical Officer will of course take charge of 
the case himself ; but if he is satisfied that it. is one of natural labour, he should 
send ■written or printed instructions to the Midwife, requiring her attendance on 
the case so long as it shall proceed naturally, and directing her, that should 
anything out of the course of nature, or dangerous, arise in the case, she is 
immediately to call for his assistance. 
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I - ; ^y case tlie Midwife finds it necessary to call for the assistance of the 
Medical Ofiicer, m pursuance of such instruction, and should intimate the same 
to him, he must immediately take charge of the case, and continue in charge of 
the patient until her recovery, or the termination of the case. 

On the termination of those cases in which the assistance of the Medical Officer 
has not been called for, the Midwife should report the result to the Medical 
Officer for registration.

H. — Correspondence relating to the Contracts for Supplying 
Medicines for use in the Dispensary Districts and the 
Union Workhouses. 

No. 1 — Letter from the Commissioners to the Chief Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
November 22, 1861. 

Adverting to the letter addressed to you on the 22nd'ultimo, by Mr. Patrick 
Hughes, and referred by you to this department, calling attention to an investi- 
gation which had been held by Dr. Purcell, Medical Inspector, regarding the 
quality of the medicines supplied for use at the dispensaries in Cork Union the 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire to acquaint you, for the information of their Excellencies the Lords Jus- 
tices, that it clearly appears by the evidence that some of the medicines supplied 
were of a very inferior quality, and that the Dispensary Medical Officers had 
frequently had occasion to complain of them; one of the Medical Officers states 
in Ins evidence that he has not the smallest confidence in the medicine supplied 
and that in serious eases he never thinks of using it, but uses his own medicines.’ 
The Commissioners have communicated the result of the inquiry to the Cork 
Board of Guardians, and have suggested that in the event of the Guardians com 
templatmg the annulling of the contract, they should be guided by legal advice. 
Tins subject, however, is one of general importance in the administration both 
of . the Poor Law and the Medical Charities Act, for the Commissioners enter- 
tain no doubt, from experience, that some contractors for the supply of medi- 
cines take advantage of the desire of Boards of Guardians to make cheap con- 
tracts, and that under such contracts medicines of very inferior quality are often 
supplied, the .more respectable class of contractors being driven from the field 
by the low prices for which the supply is tendered. This evil is not one of recent 
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occurrence only, but is known to linvo prevailed in a still worse degree under 
the old dispensary system. 

The remedy which the Commissioners contemplate, is one dependent to some 
extent on the sanction of the Lords of the Treasury, with whose sanction it is 
proposed to engage the services of one or more professional referees, to whom 
samples of medicine complained of can be sent for examination as to quality ; 
and it is further proposed that the Boards of Guardians shall, in their contracts, 
stipulate that the contractor shall take back and replace any medicine condemned 
by the referee appointed by the Commissioners. The fee of the referee payable 
in each case would not be large, and it is proposed to pay such fees from the 
Contingent Fund of this department. It is not anticipated 'that it will be ne- 
cessary to make many references, but that the form of contract itself will keep 
the abuse complained of effectually in check; and the Commissioners see no 
occasion to make the proposed additional charge on their office fund a separate 
head of expenditure in their estimate.. 

The Commissioners trust that their Excellencies will give to this proposal a 
favourable consideration, and recommend it to the sanction of the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Treasury.

No. 3. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Chief Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant.

* The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 

Ireland acknowledge the receipt of the file of correspondence referred to this 
office on the 7th instant, on the subject of the expediency of providing a refer- 
ence with a view to ascertaining the quality of medicines supplied for the use of 
Workhouse Hospitals and Dispensaries in Ireland. 

In reference to the view expressed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Treasury, that an arrangement might be made by which the Medical Poor 
Law Inspectors might undertake the examination of such medicines when refer- 
ences are made, without additional charge to the public, and to the minute 
thereon as to whether the Inspectors under the Medical Charities Act can per- 
form, in all cases, the duty in question, the Commissioners desire to state, that 
they would readily have imposed the duty on their Medical Inspectors, or have 
taken it on themselves — one of their body being a duly qualified medical man — 
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had they thought it probable that the decisions so arrived at upon contracts 
made between Boards of Guardians and Contractors for drugs and medicines 
would be of equal weight and authority with those of referees selected with re- 
gard to a high degree of competence and experience in judging of the qualities 
and prices of the articles in question. 

The qualifications of physicians and surgeons, of however long standing, are 
not such as insure a discriminative knowledge of the quality of medicines at all 
comparable to that possessed by persons, sometimes of less rank in the medical 
profession, who are specially skilled in chemical analysis, and who are known by 
the public to have devoted themselves to the successful study of this branch of 
medical science. 

The Commissioners consider further, that the peculiar position in which 
they stand towards Boards of Guardians of Unions, would somewhat tend to 
diminish the confidence of contractors in them decisions, and so prejudice the 
free action of the system of tender, under which the contracts are invariably 
made. 

The Commissioners trust, therefore, they will not be considered importunate 
in requesting, through His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, a further considera- 
tion of the subject from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury; 
and in doing so, they beg to point out that the contracts in question affect the 
due medical treatment, not only of the inmates of Workhouses in Ireland, which 
seldom exceed in number about 50,000, but also the vast body of persons who 
receive external medical relief through the Dispensaries, amounting to nearly 
800,000 patients in the course of each year.
